Every person engaged in the administration 

of the Laws for the relief and management 
of the Poor, — Justices of the Peace, Guar- 
dians, Overseers, Relieving Officers, &c., — 
should endeavour to acquire a perfect, a 
familiar knowledge of the rules, orders, and 
regulations which the Poor-law Commis- 
sioners or Poor-law Board have made upon 
the subject. The Poor Law Commissioners 
were appointed immediately after the passing 
of the Poor-law Amendment Act in 1834. 
That Act established the great principles on 
which the relief and management of the 
poor in England was to be conducted ; but 
it was impossible for the Legislature, in an 
Act of Parliament, to regulate the minute 
particulars of so very extensive a system, and 
they therefore deputed to the Commissioners 
the duty of making rules, orders, and 
regulations as to the election of Guardians, 
the appointment of officers, the government 
of the workhouse, the education of the chil- 
dren therein, the apprenticing of the children

were not consolidated, and they have since 
made, orders on various subjects ; all which 
orders are comprised in the present volume. 
In arranging them, I have first given the 
two Consolidated Orders, and such orders as 
the Poor-law Board have since made upon 
the same subjects, and then all those orders 
which have been made by the first Commis- 
sioners, or by the Poor-law Board upon other 
subjects, I have prefixed, by way of intro- 
duction, the portions of the statute law which 
gave to the Commissioners or the Poor-law 
Board the authority to make rules, orders, 
and regulations, together with the cases 
which have been decided upon the subject, 
to enable the reader to judge of the validity 
of any order which has already been made, 
or which may be made hereafter; and I have 
given the sections of the Poor-law Amend- 
ment Act, which authorize the removal of 
such orders into the Court of Queen's Bench 
by certiorari, in order that their validity may 
be there tested. 

I have not incumbered these Orders with 
many notes, except merely in stating the 
enactments by statute upon the same sub- 
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jects; I deemed anything further 
for, considering the very simple and 
takable language in which the On 
framed. There is one exception, 1 
to this, in a note towards the latte 
the volume, on the subjects of the P 
and Poor-rate Book, to which I w< 
the attention of the reader, and, in 
the Poor-law Board; as these $ 
owing to a want of precision in the 
relating to them, seem to me to 
miserable state of uncertainty.

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As an introduction to the following rules and 
orders of the Poor-law Board; I cannot perhaps 
do better than to state shortly the sections of the 
Poor-law Amendment Act^ and other statutes^ by 
which authority is given to the Poor law Commis- 
sioners to make such rules and orders^ — to show 
in what cases^ and on what subjects^ such rules 
and orders may be made^ to state the mode in 
which their validity may be questioned and con- 
testedy and either quashed or confirmed. 

By Stat. 4 & 6 W. 4, c. 76, (the Poor-law 
Amendment Act,) s. 16, the Poor-law Commis- 
sioners were '' authorized and required, from time 
to time as they should see occasion, to make and 
issue all such rules, orders and regulations — for 
the management of the poor — for the government 
of workhouses and the education of children 
therein, — and for the management of parish poor 
children under the provisions of slat. 7 G. 3, c. 39, 
and the superintending, inspecting, and regu- 
lating of the houses in which such poor children are 
kept and maintained, — and for apprenticing the 
children of poor persons, — and for the guidance 
and control of all guardians, vestries and parish 
officers, so far as relates to the management or 
relief of the poor, and the keeping, examining, 
auditing and allowing of accounts, and making and

entering into contracts in all matters n 
such management or relief, or to any e^ 
for the relief of the poor, — and for the 
of this Act into execution in all other re 
they shall think proper.

lations of the Poor-law Commissioners. 

By sect. 23, the commissioners were empowered, 
from, time to time when they might see fit, by any 
writing under their hands and seal, by and with 
the consent in writing of a majority of the guardians 
of any union, or with the consent of a majority of 
the ratepayers and owners of property entitled to 
vote in manner hereinafter (by sect. 40) prescribed, 
in any parish, — such last-mentioned majority to be 
ascertained in manner provided in and by this Act, 
— ^to order and direct the overseers or guardians 
of any parish or union, not having a workhouse 
or workhouses, to build a workhouse or work- 
houses,— and to purchase or hire land for the 
purpose of building the same thereon, — or to 
hire a workhouse or workhouses, or any building 
or buildings for the purpose of being used as or 
converted into a workhouse or workhouses ; — and 
with the like consent, to order and direct the 
overseers and guardians of any parish or union. 
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having a workhouse or workhouses, or 
ings capable of being converted into a

upon any parish, shall not exceed in the whole the 
sum of 50/.y nor in any such case exceed one-tenth 
of the average annual amount of the rates raised 
for the relief of the poor in such parish for the 
three years ending the Easter next preceding the 
raising of such money. 

By sect. 26, the commissioners, by order under 
their hands and seal, may declare so many 
parishes as they may think fit to be united for the 
administration of the laws for the relief of the poor^ 
and such parishes shall thereupon be called, a union 
for such purpose ; and thereupon the workhouse 
or workhouses of such parishes shall be for com- 
mon use ; and the commissioners may issue such 
rules, orders and regulations as they shall deem 
expedient for the classification of such of the poor 
of such imited parishes in such workhouse or 
workhouses as may be relieved in any such work- 
house, and such poor may be received, maintained 
and employed in any such workhouse or work- 
houses, as if the same belonged exclusively to the 
parish to which such poor shall be chargeable ; but 
notwithstanding such union and classification, each 
of the said parishes shall be separately chargeable 
with and liable to defray the expense of its own 
poor, whether relieved in or out of any such work- 
house. 

By sect. 32, the said commissioners may, from

83, or any 
general or local Act of parliament, or hereafter to 
be established by virtue of such Acts or any of 
them, or of this or any other Act of parliament 
relating to the relief of the poor, — for the govern- 
ment thereof, — and the nature and amount of 
relief to be given to and the labour to be exacted 
from the persons relieved, — and the preservation 
therein of good order, — and from time to time to 
suspend, alter, vary, amend or rescind the same, 
and make any new or other rules, orders and 
regulations to be observed and enforced as afore- 
said, as they from time to time shall think fit, and 
to alter at their discretion any of the rules, orders 
and regulations contained in the schedule to stat. 
22 G. 3, c. 83, and also to alter or rescind any 
rules, orders and regulations heretofore made in 
pursuance of the said Act or any local Act of par- 
liament relating to workhouses or the relief of tlie 
poor. 

By sect. 46, the commissioners, as and when they 
shall see fit, may by order under their hands and

shall at any time refuse or wilfully neglect to obey 
and carry into eflPect any of the rules, orders, 
regulations or bye-laws of the said commissioners, 
whether such union shall have been made or such 
officer appointed before or after the passing of this 
Act, and to require from time to time the persons 
competent in that behalf to appoint a fit and 
proper person in his room. 

- By sect. 52, the commissioners, by such rules, 
orders and regulations as they may think fit, may 
declare to what extent and for what period, the 
relief to be given to able-bodied persons or to their 
fiimilies in any particular parish or union, may be 
administered out of the workhouse of such parish 
or union, by payments in money, or with food or 
clothing in kind, or partly in kind and partly in 
money, and in what proportions, to what persons 
or class of persons, at what times and places, on 
what conditions, and in what manner such out- 
door relief may be afforded. 

And by stat. 7 & 8 Vict. c. 101, s. 62, if the 
board of guardians of any parish or union make 
application to the said commissioners to direct the 
appointment of a paid collector of the poor rates 
in such parish or union, or in any parish or parishes 
of such union, it shall be lawful for the said com- 
missioners, by order under their hands and seal, 
.to direct the said board of guardians to appoint 
such a collector. 

Thus the law stood with respect to the authority 
ofthe Poor-law Commissioners to make rules and 
orders, when, in 1847, the poor law commission 
being about to expire, a new organization of it

The foregoing authorities lay down plain and 
intelligible rules for the framing of orders by the 
Poor-law Board, — ^the cases in which, and the sub- 
jects upon which, they may be made. But there 
are cases in which the question as to their au- 
thority becomes complicated ; and when they first 
occurred they were contested, and the opinion of 
the court of Queen's Bench obtained as to their 
validity. As for instance, when the Poor-law 
Board make an order on a parish or union, where 
the management of the poor, or the appointment of 
officers, &c., are regulated by a local Act, the only 
instance in which express authority for the board 
to interfere is given is by 4 & 5 W, 4, c. 76, s. 42, 
above mentioned, which enables them to make rules, 
orders and regulations to be observed and imposed 
in workhouses under Gilbert's Act (e), or any local 
Act, and to alter or rescind any rules, orders or 
regulations already made under the same; in 
other cases a serious doubt as to their authority 
to interfere was entertained. In the first case on 
this subject (/), it appeared that the Poor-law 
Commissioners had made an order, forming several 
parishes and places into a union, called the White- 
chapel union, to be governed by a board of 
guardians; one of the places was the Old Ar- 
tillery Ground in the liberty of the Tower, which

laws for the relief of the poor, anything in the ' 
said first-recited Act to the contrary notwith- 
standing ; provided, however, that nothing herein 
contained shall prevent the said commissioners 
from including any such last-mentioned parish in 
a district for providing and managing an asylum 
for the temporary relief of and setting to work 
of destitute houseless poor, or from including 
such parish in a district for the audit of accounts, 
under the provisions of this Act, except as herein- 
after enacted. 

In the following year, another case (A) occurred, 
in which it appeared that by an order of the Poor- 
law Commissioners the parishes of St. George the 
Martyr and St. Andrew Holborn-above-Bars, were 
formed into a union with the liberty of Sa€S*on Hill, 
Hatton Garden, Ely Rents and Ely Place ; the 
parishes of St. George and St. Andrew objected to 
this, because they were already united, and by a 
local Act a board of governors and directors of the 
poor of the district, comprehending the two, was 
to be chosen, in certain proportions from each ; and 
they contended that, as by the proviso at the end 
of sect. 32 of the Poor-law Amendment Act, no 
addition of a parish or place should be made to 
their union, without the consent of two-thirds of the

In the first case upon the sub- 
ject {I), it appeared that the commissioners had 
made an order upon the Strand union, to appoint 
a collector of poor rates for the different parishes 
in the union ; and one of the parishes (the parish 
of St. Paul, Covent Garden) objected to this, first, 
because a collector of poor rates was not one of 
the paid officers, whose appointment the commis- 
sioners have authority by the Act to order, and 
secondly that before the union the parish of 
St. Paul was regulated by a local Act, which 
directed that the vestrymen should assess and lay 
the poor rates and appoint a collector, and they 
had appointed a collector accordingly : the court, 
on a subsequent day, after observing that they had 
entertained considerable doubts upon the subject, 
said that they had at length come to the conclu- 
sion, upon collating the sections of the statute, 
that as the parishes were not united for the pur- 
pose of rating, the order of the Poor-law Com- 
missioners could not be sustained. In conse- 
quence of this decision an Act was passed (m), 
legalizing all such appointments already made ; and 
another Act was afterwards passed (n) giving the

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it appeared that the management of the poor in 
the united parishes of St. Giles-in-the-Fields, and 
St. George, Bloomsbury, was regulated by a local 
Act, which intrusted the general management to 
a body of yestrymen, and they chose directors of 
the poor, who performed executive duties under 
the vestrymen, subject to rules of government 
which the Act empowered the vestrymen to make; 
and the directors were also to exercise the powers 
and duties exercised by churchwardens and over- 
seers. The vestrymen were to appoint a governor 
of the workhouse, and such other officers as they 
should think fit, with salaries, and from time to 
time to remove such officers, and to appoint others 
in their places. The Poor-law Commissioners, 
acting under stat. 4 & 6 W. 4, c. 76, made an 
order containing a number of articles, and among 
other things, by Article 66, requiring that the 
vestrymen should, whenever there should be a 
vacancy, or it should be requisite, appoint persons 
to certain enumerated offices (including that of 
master of the workhouse), and also such assist-' 
ants and servants as they or the directors, with the 
consent of the commissioners, might deem neces- 
sary for the efficient performance of the duties ; — 
and by Art. 67, that the officers so appointed 
should respectively perform such duties as might 
be required of them by the rules of the Poor-law

Union, had made an order on them to purchase a 
certain piece of ground, and to build a workhouse on 
it for the union. This was contested by an individual 
of Newport, on the ground that it would be at- 
tended with a great deal of needless expense, as 
there was already a large workhouse in one of the 
parishes of the union, which might be applied to 
the purpose. The counsel for the application ad- 
miitted that the Commissioners had authority to 
make the order, and the only question was whether 
they had exercised a sound discretion. Lord 
Denman, C. J., then said, ** It is clear beyond all 
doubt, that this court cannot entertain such a ques- 
tion" (y). Another case was thus : The guardians 
of the parish of Brighton were about to enlarge and 
rebuild their workhouse, in execution of powers 
for that purpose given them by a local Act ; the 
Poor-law Commissioners required them to submit 
the plans and estimates to them, which they re- 
fused, and were about to proceed in the building. 
The commissioners then made an order, forbidding 
them to proceed in any alteration or addition to 
such workhouse, or to apply, raise, or borrow any 
money for that purpose, until the plans and esti- 
mates should be submitted to and approved by the 
commissioners. The guardians then moved for a 
certiorari to bring up the order, that it might be 
quashed; and they contended that the commis- 
sioners had no authority, by their order, thus to

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And lastly, it may be laid down as a general rule, 
that an order of the Poor-law Board is in all cases 
deemed good and valid, and must be obeyed, until 
it has been quashed upon certiorari by the court of 
Queen's Bench (i). And by stat. 4 & 5 W. 4, 
c. 76, s. 105, every rule, order or regulation which 
shall be removed by certiorari into the said court 
of [Queen's] Bench, shall nevertheless, unless and 
until the same shall be declared illegal by that 
court, continue in full force and virtue, and be 
obeyed, performed and enforced, in such and the 
same manner, and by such and the same ways and 
means, as if the same had not been so removed. 

The mode of testing the validity of any rule, 
order or regulation of the Poor-law Board, is 
by application to remove it into the court of 
Queen's Bench by writ of certiorari ; and upon 
cause shown on the part of the Poor-law Board, 
and both parties being fully heard, the court pro- 
nounce their judgment upon the legality or 
illegality of the order, &c. The following sections 
of the Poor-law Amendment Act, regulate the 
practice upon this subject. 

By Stat. 4 & 6 W. 4, c. 7, s. 106, no rule, order 
or regulation of the said commissioners shall be 
removed or removable by writ of certiorari into 
any court of record, except His Majesty's court of 
King's Bench at Westminster. 

And by sect. 106, no application shall be made 
for any writ of certiorari for the removal of any 
such rule, order or regulation, except to the judges

This latter section seems to be very defective, 
and not calculated to effect the evident meaning of 
the Legislature. The costs of the commissioners 
will be incurred principally in showing cause 
against the certiorari ; and yet, according to the 
terms of this section, the recognizance is to be 
entered into, not before the rule is moved for, but 
before the certiorari issues; and the commis- 
sioners are not enabled to proceed in a summary 
manner to recover their costs, unless the order, 
&c. have been actually removed. By the usual 
practice of tlie court, when cause is shown in the 
first instance, and the rule refused, costs are not 
allowed. But in a case (rf), and the only one, in 
which this objection- was taken, the commis- 
sioners having shown cause in the first instance, 
and the rule for the certiorari being refused, Lord 
Denman, C. J. said, "We think that the permis- 
sion given to the commissioners to come in and 
show cause in the first instance brings them 
within the ordinary rules of practice as to costs ;' 
and the commissioners were accordingly allowed 
their costs. The ordinaiy rule of practice as to 
costs, here mentioned by Lord Denman, has re- 
ference to the case where the rule nisi is granted, 
and cause afterwards shown against it.

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Where an application was made for a certiorari, 
to remove an order of the Poor-law Commissioners, 
comprising many articles, the court being of 
opinion that Articles 66 & 88 were bad, made the 
mle absolute. Upon which the Poor-law Com« 
missionersy by another order, rescinded these two 
articles.

I HAVE already mentioned {ante, p. 9), that in 1847, a 
new organization of the Poor-law Commission was made, 
and one Paid Commissioner, called the President, and 
four ex officio Commissioners were substituted for the Poor- 
law Commissioners^ by stat. 10 & 11 Vict. c. 109. The 
President was gazetted on the 18th December, 1847, and 
took possession of his office on the next following day. In 
anticipation of this events and the Poor-law Commission 
being about to expire, the Commissioners, in July, 1847, 
consolidated a great number of General Orders which they 
had foi*merly made upon particular subjects respecting 
Unions, with such alterations and additions as seemed to 
them to be necessary. And on the 8th December, 1847, 
shortly before they retired from office, they made another 
Consolidated Order, on nearly the same subjects, as respected 
Parishes imder Guardians. Their General Orders on other 
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Bubjecta remained uncoiwolidated, bnt in 
classed these several Orders aa foUowa :—

And if any person, pending or after the election of any 
Gua^ian or Guardians, shall wilfully, fraudulently, and with 
intent to affect the result of such election, commit any of the acts 
following; that is to say, — ^fobricate, in whole or in part, alter, deface, 
desti'oy, abstract, or purloin any Nomination or Voting Paper 
used therein ; or personate any person entitled to vote at such 
election ; — or falsely assume to act in the name or on the behalf 
of any person so entitled to vote ; or interrupt the distribution or 
collection of the Voting Papers ; — or distribute or collect the same 
under a false pretence of being lawfully authorized to do so ; — 
every such person so offending shall for every such offence be 
liable upon conviction thereof before any two justices, to be im- 
prisoned in the common gaol or house of correction for any period 
not exceeding three months, with or without hard labour. (14 & 15 
Vict. c. 105, s. 3.) Any person put in nomination, however, may, 
at any time pending the election, tender to the officer conducting 
it his refusal in writing to serve the office ; after which the election, 
as regards him, shall be no further proceeded with. (5 & 6 Vict, 
c. 57, s. 9.) 

The election shall take place on the twenty-fifth day of March, 
or within [forty (7 & 8 Vict. c. 101, s. 17,)] days after, and the 
Guardians elected shall remain in office until the [fifteenth April, 
in the year next following, notwithstanding their successors may 
have been elected previously to that day ; and from and after that 
day every Guardian duly elected shall act as such Guardian for 
the ensuing year ; (14 Sc 15 Vict. c.

Art. 2.->The Clerk shall, at erery future annual election 
of Guardians perform the duties hereby imposed upon him, 
and all other duties suitable to his office which it may be 
requisite for him to perform, in conducting and completing 



a vacancy occarriog in the mean time by death, removal, or resig- 
nation, or by refusal, or disqualification to act, of any elected 
Guardian, — or if the full number of Guardians be not elected, — 
the remaining members of the Board shall continue to act until the 
next election, or until the Board shall be completed. (4 & 5 W. 4, 
c. 76, s. 88 ; 5 & 6 Vict. c. 57, s. 12 ; and see B, v. Todmarden 
and WaUdeny 1 Q.B. Rep. 185.) And when no person shall be 
elected as Guardian in a Parish at the annual election, the person 
elected for the previous year shall be considered as again elected, 
and shall continue to act until the next annual election.

The persons elected must act ; they can only 
refuse the office at the time of the election, as already mentioned, 
supra ; and if they allow that opportunity to pass, they must serve. 
The commissioners, however, may accept the resignation of any 
person elected as Guardian, for any cause they may deem reason- 
able ; and in every case of omission to elect, or of vacancy by 
death, resignation, or disqualification, the commissioners may 
order a new election for the completion of the Board. (Id, s. 11.) 

The commissioners, however, with the consent of the migority 
of the owners and ratepayers, may make such alterations in the 
number, mode of appointment, removal, and period of service of 
the Guardians, as they shall deem expedient. (4 & 5 W. 4, c 76,

For the purpose of conducting the election, this General Order 
of the 24th of July, 1847, was made. 

It may be necessary to observe, that by stat. 20 Vict. c. 19, 
which provides for the appointment of Overseers of the Poor for 
extra-parochial Places, it is enacted that if any such place should 
be added to any Union, the Overseer or Overseers thereof shall 
act as Guardian or Guardians of such place at the Board of Guar 
dians of such Union, until there shall be ratepayers thereof quali 
fied to elect a Guardian ; provided that if the Poor-law Boar 
should direct one Guardian only to be appointed for any sue 
place, and there shall be two Overseers appointed for the san^ 
the Overseer first appointed, or whose name shall stand firs^ 
the warrant of appointment, shall act as such Guardian, an 
the case of his decease or incapacity during the year of office 
other Overseer shall thenceforth act as such Guardian ; pr^ 
also, that no such paid Overseer as aforesaid shall be autJ 
to act as a Guardian. (20 Vict. c. 19, s. 6.)

Art. 3. — ^The Guardians shall, before or during every 
such election, appoint a competent number of persons to 
assist the Clerk in conducting and completing the election 
in conformity with this Order ; but if the Guardians do 
not make such appointment within the requisite time, the 
Clerk shall take such measures for securing the necessary 
assistance as he may deem advisable. 

Art. 4.— The persons appointed under Article 8 shall 
obey all the directions relative to the conduct of the election, 
which may be given by the Clerk for the execution of this 
Order 

Art. 5. — ^The Overseers of every Parish in the Union, 
and every Officer having the custody of the poor-rate books 
of any such Parish, shall attend the Clerk at such times as 
he sludl require their attendance, until the completion of 
the election of Guardians, and shall, if required by him, 
produce to him such rate-books, and the registers of owners 
and proxies, together with the statements of owners, and 
appointments and statements of proxies, and all books and 
papers relating to such rates in their possession or power. 

Provided that, where* any register of owners shall have 
been prepared in any Parish containing a population ex- 
ceeding two thousand persons, it shall not be necessary to 
produce the statements of owners. 

Art. 6. The Clerk shall prepare and sign a notice, which 
may be in the form marked A. (d) hereunto annexed, and 
which shall contain the following particulars : 

1st. The number of Guardians to be elected for each 
Parish in the Union.

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2nd, The qualification of Guardians. 
8rd. The persons by whom, and the places where, the 
Nomination Papers in respect of each Parish are to 
be received, and the last day on which they are to be 
sent. 

The mode of voting in case of a contest, and the 
days on which the Voting Papers will be delivered and 
collected. 
5th. The time and place for the examination and casting 

up of the votes. 
And the Clerk shall cause such notice to be published 
on or before the Fifteenth day of March, in the following 
manner : — 
1st. A printed copy of such notice shall be affixed on 
the principal external gate or door of every Work* 
house in the Union, and shall from time to time be 
renewed, if necessary, until the Ninth day of ApriL 
2nd. Printed copies of such notice shall likewise be affixed 
on such places in each of the Parishes of the Unjon 
as are ordinarily made use of for affixing thereon 
notices of parochial business. 
Provided that whenever the day appointed in this Order 
for the performance of any act relating to or connected 
with the Election of Guardians shall be a Sunday, or €kx>d 
Friday, such act shall be performed on the day next 
following, and each subsequent proceeding shall be post- 
poned one day. 

Art. 7.— Any person entitled .to vote in any Parish, may 
nominate for the office of Guardian thereof himself, or 
any other person or number of persons (not exceeding the 
number of Guardians to be elected for such Parish), pro* 
vided that the person or persons so nominated be legally 
qualified to be elected for that office. 

Art. 8. — Every nomination shall be in writing in the 
Form marked B. (e) hereunto annexed, and be signed by 
one person only, as the party nominating, and shall be sent

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after the Fourteenth and on or before the Twenty-sixth (f) 
day of March, to the Clerk, or to such person or persons as 
may have been appointed to receive the same ; and the Clerk 
or such person or persons shall, on the receipt thereof, mark 
thereon the date of its receipt : provided that no nomina- 
tion sent before the Fifteenth or after the said Twenty-sixth 
day of March shall be valid. 

Art. 9. — If the number of the persons nominated for the 
ofBce of Guardian for any Parish shall be the same as, or 
less than, the number of Guardians to be elected for such 
Parish, such persons, if duly qualified, shall be deemed to be 
the elected Guardians for such Parish for the ensuing year, 
and shall be certified as such by the Clerk under his hand 
as herein-after provided in Art. 22. 

Art. 10. — But if the number of the duly qualified persons 
nominated for the office of Guardian for any Parish shall 
exceed the number of Guardians to be elected therein, the 
Clerk shall cause Voting Papers, in the Form marked 
C. ig) hereunto annexed, to be prepared and filled up, and 
shall insert therein the names of all the persons nominated, 
in the order in which the Nomination Papers were received, 
but it shall not be necessary to insert more than once the 
name of any person nominated. 

Art. ll.-^The , Clerk shall on the Fifth day of April 
cause one of such Voting Papers to be delivered by the 
persons appointed for that purpose, to the address in such 
Parish of each ratepayer, owner, and proxy qualified to 
vote therein. 

Art. 12. — If the Clerk consider that any person'nominated 
is not duly qualified to be a Guardian, he shall state in the 
Voting Papers the fact that such person has been nominated, 
but that he considers such person not to be duly qualified. 

Art. 13. — If any person put in nomination for the office 
of Guardian in any Parish shall tender to the Officer con- 
ducting the electiim his refusal, in writing, to serve such

— If the initials of the Voter be written against 
the names of more persons than are to be elected Guardians 
for the Parish, or if the Voter do not sign or affix his mark 
to the Voting Paper, or if his mark be not duly attested, 
or his name be not duly written by the witness, or if a 
proxy do not sign his own name, and state in writing the 
name of the person for whom he is proxy, such Voter 
shall be omitted in the calculation of votes. 

Art. 17. — The Clerk shall cause the Voting Papers to be 
collected on the Seventh day of April, by the persons ap- 
pointed or employed for that purpose, in such manner as 
he shall direct. 

Art. 18. — No Voting Paper shall be received or admitted, 
unless the same have been delivered at the address in each 
Parish of the Voter, and collected by the persons appointed

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Art. 19. — Provided that every person qualified to vote, 
who shall not on the Fifith day of April have received a 
Voting Paper, shall, on application before the Eighth day 
of April to the Clerk at his office, be entitled to receive a 
Voting Paper, and to fill up the same in the presence of the 
Clerk, and then and there to deliver the same to him. 

Art. 20. Provided also, that in case any Voting Paper 
duly delivered shall not have been collected through the 
default of the Clerk, or the person appointed or employed 
for that purpose, the Voter in person may deliver the same 
to the Clerk before twelve o'clock at noon on the Eighth (A) 
day of April.

Art. 23. — The Clerk, when he shall have ascertained that 
any Candidate is duly elected as Guardian, shall notify 
the fact of his having been so elected, by delivering or 
sending, or causing to be delivered or sent, to him a notice 
in the Form D. (i) hereunto annexed.

Art. 28. — The Guardians shall upon the da 
week, and at the time of day, and at the place al 
pointed for holding the ordinary meetings, hold ac 
meeting once at least in every week or fortnig' 
execution of their duties ; and may, when the;

only one Vice-Chairman is elected. 

Art. 81. — If a Chairman or a Vice-Chairman cease to be 
a Guardian, or refuse, or become incapable, to act as Chair- 
man, or Vice-Chairman, before the expiration of the term 
of office, the Guardians shall, within one month after the 
occurrence of the vacancy, refusal, or incapacity, elect some 
other Guardian to be Chairman or Vice-Chairman, as the 
case may be. 

— Whereas no act of any meeting of the Guar- 
dians win be valid unless three Guardians be present and 
concur therein ; if three Guardians be not present at any 
meeting, the Clerk shall make an entry of that fact in the 
minute book, and the time for holding such meeting shall 
be deemed to have expired as soon as the said entry shall 
have been made. But one hour at least shall be allowed 
to elapse from the time fixed for the commencement of 
the meeting, before such entry shall be made. 

Art. 33. — If three or four or more Guardians be present 
at any ordinary meeting, such three, or the majority of 
such four or more Guardians, may adjourn the same, to the 
day of the next ordinary meeting, or to some other day 
previous to the next ordinary meeting. 

Art. 34. — An extraordinary meeting of the Guardians 
may be summoned to be held at any time, upon the requi- 
sition of any two Guardians, addressed to the Clerk. Every 
such requisition shall be made in writing, in the Form 
F. (m) hereunto annexed, and no business other than the

at such extraordinary meeting. 

Art. 85. — Notice of every change in the period, time, or 
place of holding any meeting, and notice of the adjourn- 
ment of any meeting, and notice of every extraordinary 
meeting, shall be given in writing to every Guardian. 
Every such notice shall be respectively in the Forms (») 
G., H., and I. hereunto annexed, and shall be given or sent 
by the Clerk to every Guardian, or left at his place of abode 
two days, if practicable, before the day appointed for the 
meeting to which it relates. 

Art. 86. — If any case of emergency arise, requiring that 
a meeting of the Guardians should immediately take place, 
they, or any three of them, may meet at the ordinary place 
of meeting, and take such case into consideration, and may 
make an order thereon. 

Pbogebdings of the Guardians. 

Art. 87. — At every meeting the Chairman, or in his 
absence a Vice-chairman, shall preside ; but if at the com- 
mencement of any meeting the Chairman and Vice-chair- 
man or Vice-Chairmen be absent, the Guardians present 
shall elect one of themselves to preside at such meeting as 
Chairman thereof, until the Chairman or a Vice-Chairman 
take the Chair. 

Art. 38. — Every question at any meeting consisting of 
more than three Guardians shall be determined by a majority 
of the votes of the Guardians present thereat, and voting on 
the question, and when there shall be an equal number of 
votes on any question such question shall be deemed to 
have been lost. 

Art. 39. — No resolution agreed to or adopted by the 
Guardians shall be rescinded or altered by them, unless 
some Guardian shall have given to the Board seven days' 
notice of a motion to rescind or alter such resolution, whic)' 
notice shall be forthwith entered on the Minutes by tl

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Clerk. Provided always, that this regulation sliall not 
extend to any resolution which immediately concerns the 
allowance of relief to any person, or the punishment of any 
pauper, or to any resolution which the Commissioners may 
request the Guardians to re-consider or amend, or to any 
question of emergency. 

Art. 40. — The Guardians may, from time to time, (as 
occasion may require,) appoint a Committee to consider and 
report on any special subject, and such Committee may meet 
at such times and places as to them may seem convenient ; 
but no act or decision of any such Committee shall of itself 
be deemed to be the act of the Guardians. 

Art. 41. — At every ordinary meeting of the Guardians, 
the business shall, as far as may be convenient, be conducted 
in the following order : 

Firstly. The minutes of the last ordinary meeting, and 
of any other meeting which may have been held since 
such ordinary meeting, shall be read to the Guardians ; 
and, in order that such njiinutes may be recognised as 
a record of the acts of the Guardians at their last meet- 
ing, they shall be signed by the Chairman presiding at 
the meeting at which such minutes are read, and an 
entry of the same having been so read, shall be made 
in the minutes of the day when read. 
Secondly. The Guardians shall dispose of such business 
as may aiise out of the minutes so read, and shall give 
the necessary directions thereon. 
Thirdly. They shall proceed to give the necessary direc- 
tions respecting all applications for relief made since 
the last ordinary meeting, and also respecting the 
amount and nature of relief to be given and continued 
to the paupers then in the receipt of relief, until the 
next ordinary meeting, or for such other time as such 
relief may be deemed to be necessary. 
Fourthly. They shall hear and consider any application 
for relief which may be then made, and determine 
thereon. 
Fifthly. They shall read the report of the state of the 
Workhouse or Workhouses, examine all books and 
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accounts relative to the relief of the paupers i)f the 
Union, and give all needful directions concerning the 
management and discipline of the said Workhouse or 
Workhouses, and the providing of furniture and stores 
and other articles. 
Sixthly. They shall examine the Treasurer's account^ 
and shall, when necessary, make orders on the Over- 
seers or other proper authorities of the several Parishes 
in the Union, for providing such sums as may be 
lawfully required by the Guardians on account of the 
respective parishes. 
Seventhly, lliey shall transact any such business as may 

not &11 within any of the above classes. 
Art 42.— When the Guardians have allowed relief in 
the Workhouse to any applicant, a written or printed order 
for his admission therein, signed by the Clerk, shall be 
forthwith delivered to the applicant, or to any person on his 
behalf. 

Art. 48.^— When the Guardians have allowed out-door 
"relief, in money or kind, to any applicant, the particulars 
of such relief shall be entered, by the proper Relieving 
Officer, in a ticket according to Form K. (m) hereunto an- 
nexed, and such ticket shall be delivered by him to the 
applicant, or to some person on his behalf. 

COKTBACTS OF THB GUARDIANS (n). 

Art. 44. — ^All contracts to be entered into on behalf of 
the Union relating to the maintenance, clothing, lodging,

(n) These contracts, to bind the Guardians, ought to be under 
their corporate seal, and should relate to some matter incident to 
the purposes for which they were incorporated. Where, upon the 
representation of the Board of Guardians of the Strand Union, 
made at the request of the parish officers of C, one of the parishes 
of the Union, the Poor-law Commissioners ordered the Guardians 
to have a survey and plan made of the parish of C, for the par- 
poses of Stat. 6 & 7 W. 4, c. 96 ; the Board of Gua^ans accor- 
dingly contracted with J. S. to execute the survey and plan for 
bOOl. ; and after its completion, they verbally agreed with him for 
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employment, or relief of the poor, or for any other purpose 
relating to or connected with the general management of 
the poor, shall he made and entered into hy the Guardians. 

Art. 45. — ^The Guardians shall require tenders to he made 
in some sealed paper for the supply of all provisions, fuel, 
clothing, furniture, or other goods or materials, the con- 
sumption of which may he estimated, one month with 
another, to exceed ten pounds per month, and of all provisions, 
fuel, clothing, furniture, or other goods or materials, the 
cost of which may he reasonably estimated to exceed fifity 
pounds in a single sum, and shaU purchase the same upon 
contracts to be entered into after the receipt of such tenders. 

Art. 46. — Any work or repairs to be executed in the 
Workhouse, or the premises connected with the Workhouse, 
or any fixtures to be put up therein, which may respec- 
tively he reasonably estimated to exceed the cost of fifty 
pounds in one sum, shall be contracted for by the Guardians

a new trial was moved for, on the ground that the defendants 
being a corporation, were not liable, as the contract was not under 
seal; the court, however, refused it, saying that as the jury had 
found the gates to be necessary for the purposes for which the 
defendants were incorporated, and as the defendants had received 
and retained them, they had thereby adopted the contract n^e 
by their officer. {Sander v. Guardians of the St. Neot's Union, 
16 Law J. 104, m.; S. P. Clarhe et aL v. Guardians qf the 
Cuchjield Union, 16 Shaw's Justice, 457.)

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on Realed tenders^ in the manner prescribed in Arts. 45 
and 47. 

Art. 47. — Notice of the nature and conditions of the 
contract to be entered into, of the estimated amount of the 
articles required, of the last day on which tenders will be 
received,^ and the day on which the tenders will be opened, 
shall be given in some newspaper circulating in the Union, 
not less than ten days previous to the last day on which 
such tenders are to be received; and no tender shall be 
opened by the Clerk, or any Guardian, or other person, 
prior to the day specified in such notice, or otherwise than 
at a meeting of the said Guardians. 

Art, 48.-— When any tender is accepted, the party making 
the tender shall, in pursuance of these regulations, enter 
into a contract, in writing, with the Guardians, containing 
the terms, conditions, and stipulations mutually agreed 
upon, and whenever the Guardians deem it advisable, the 
party contracting shall find one or more surety or sureties, 
who shall enter into a bond conditioned for the due per- 
formance of the contract, or shall otherwise secure the 
same. 

Art. 40. — Provided always, that if from the peculiar na- 
ture of any provisions, ^el, clothing, furniture, goods, 
materials, or fixtures to be supplied, or of any work or 
repairs to be executed, it shall appear to the Guardians de- 
sirable that a specific person or persons be employed to 
supply or execute the same, without requiring sealed 
tenders as hereinbefore directed, it shall be lawful for 
such Guardians, with the consent of the CommissionerB 
first obtained, to enter into a contract with the said person 
or persons, and to require such sureties and securities as 
are specified in Art. 48. 

Art. 60. — Every contract to be hereafter made by any 
Guardians shall contain a stipulation requiring the con- 
tractor to send in his bill or account of the sum due to him 
for goods or work, on or before some day to be named in 
the contract. 

Art. 61. — The Guardians shall fix some day or days, n< 
being more than twenty-one days after the end of er 
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garter, for the attendance of contractors and tradesmen, 
or their authorized agents, and the Clerk shall notify such 
day to every contractor or tradesman to whom money may 
1)e due, or to his agent, or he shall, under the direction of 
the Guardians, cause the same to be advertised in some 
newspaper (a). 

APPRENTICESHIP OF PAUPER CHILDREN. 

Parties (J), 

Art. 52.— No child under the age of mne years, and no 
child (other than a deaf and dumb child) who cannot read

76, 
bat it shall be lawful for the guardians of such union or parish 
respectively to bind any such poor.child to be an apprentice, and 
in such case the indenture of apprenticeship shall be executed by 
the said guardians, and shall not need to be allowed, assented to, 
or executed by any justice or justices of the peace, and the guar- 
dians shall have all the powera for binding or assigning any such 
apprentice which are now possessed by overseers, and shall cause 
all apprentices so bound or assigned by them to be registered by 
their clerk according to the form prescribed by the statute of 
the forty-second year of the reign of King (George the Third, re- 
lating to the registration of parish apprentices, so far as the same 
may be applicable to such binding or assignment: provided 
always that nothing herein contained shall directly or indirectly 
interfere with the provisions of any Act of parliament relating to 
apprentices to be bound to the sea service. 

And by the same section, the Poor-law Commissioners may 
by order under their hands and seal, prescribe the duties of the 
masters to whom poor children may be apprenticed, and the 
terms and conditions to be inserted in the indentures by which 
such children may be so bound as apprentices; and every master 
of such apprentice, who wilfully refuses or neglects to perform 
any of such terms or conditions so inserted in any such indenture, 
shall be liable, upon conviction thereof before any two justices, 
to forfeit any sum not exceeding twenty pounds.

Art. 56. — No apprentice shall be bound by the GKiardians 
for more than eight years.

Art. 67. — No person above fourteen years of age shall be 
so bound without his consent. 

And no child under the age of sixteen years shall be so 
bound without the consent 6f the father of such child, or if 
the father be dead, or be disqualified to give such consent, 
as hereinafter provided, or if such child be a bastard, with- 
out the consent of the mother, if living, of such child. 

Provided, that where such parent is transported beyond 
the seas, or is in custody of the law, haying been convicted 
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.of fldme felony, or for the space of six calendar months be- 
fore the time of executing the indenture has deserted such 
child, or for such space of time has been in the service of 
Her Majesty, or of the East India Company, in any place

if it be the mother, no such consent shall be required.

Art. 58. — No child shall be bound to a master whose 
place of business, whereat the child is to work and live, is 
distant more than thirty miles from, the place in which the 
child is residing at the time of the proposed binding, or at 
the time of his being sent on trial to such master; 

Unless in any particular case the Commissioners shal^ on 
application to them, otherwise permit. 

Prbliminabiss to thb Binding. 

Art. 59. — If the child whom it is proposed to bind ap- 
prentice, be in the Workhouse, and under the age of four- 
teeix years, the Guardians shall require a certificate in 
writing &om the Medical Officer of the Workhouse as to 
the fitness in regard to bodily health and strength of such 
child to be bound apprentice to the proposed trade, and 
shall also ascertain from the Master of the Workhouse the 
capacity of the child for such binding in other respects. 

Art. 60.— If the child be not in the Workhouse, but in 
the Union by the Guardians of which it is proposed that 
he shall be bound, the Relieving Officer of the district in 
which the child is residing shall examine into the circum- 
stances of the case, the condition of the child, and of his 
parents, if any, and the residence of the proposed master, 
the nature of his trade, the number of other apprentices, if 
ainy, then bound to him, and generally as to the fitness of 
the particular binding, and i^all report the result of his 
inquiry to the Guardians. 

Art. 61.— If in any case within Art. 60, the Guardians 
think proper to proceed with the binding, they shall, when 
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the child is under the age of fourteen years, direct the Re- 
lieving Officer to take the child to the Medical Officer of 
the district, to be examined as to his fitness in respect of 
bodily health and strength for the proposed trade or busi- 
ness ; and such Medical Officer shall certify in writing ac- 
cording to his judgment in the matter, which certificate 
shall be produced by the said ReHeving Officer to the next 
meeting of the Guardians. 

Art. 62. — If the child be not residing within the Union, 
the Guardians who propose to bind him shall not proceed to 
do so unless they receive such a report as is required in 
Art. 60 from the Relieving Officer of the district in which 
such child is residing, and a certificate from some medical 
man practising in the neighbourhood of the child's residence 
to the effect required in Art. 61. 

Art. 63. — When it is proposed to give a premium other 
than clothing upon the binding of any person above the age 
of sixteen years, the Guardians shall require a certificate in 
writing from some medical practitioner, certifying that the 
person is maimed, deformed, or disabled, to the extent 
specified in such Article (a), and shall cause a copy of such 
certificate to be entered on their minutes before they pro- 
ceed to execute the indenture. 

Art. 64. — When such certificate, as is required by Arte. 
G9, 61, 62, and 63, is received, or in case from the age of 
the child no such certificate is required, the Guardians shall 
direct that the child and the proposed master, or some per- 
son on his behalf, and in case the child be under the age of 
sixteen, that the parent or person in whose custody such 
child shall be then living, attend some meeting of the 
Board to be then appointed. 

Art. 65. — At such meeting, if such parties appear, the 
Guardians shall examine into the circumstances of the case; 
and if, after making all due inquiries, and hearing the objec- 
tions (if any be made) on the part of the relatives or fiiends

Belief and Employment of the Poor,*^ or of any local Act, 
the Guardians shall, before proceeding to effect the binding, 
communicate in writing the proposal to the Guardians of 
such other Union or Parish, and request to be informed 
whether such binding is open to any objection, and if no ob- 
jection be reported by such Guardians within the space of 
one calendar month, or if the objection does not appear to

Dinixa OF TKB Mastsb of ▲ Paupbb Appbbnticb, 

Art. 70.— And we do hereby prescribe the duties of the 

master to whom such poor ddld may be apprenticed, and 

the terms and conditions to be inserted in the said indenture^

The master shall teach the child the trade, 

business, or employment set forth in the indenture^ 

unless the Guardians authorize the substitntion of 

another trade, business, or employment. 
No. 2. He shall maintain the said child with proper food

Upon a case stated, the court were of opinion that the in^ 
denture was valid : the only part of the Commissioners' order, 
which declared an indenture invalid by a non-complianoe with it, 
was that which referred to the signing of it by the apprentice, 
which in this case had been complied with ; all the other parts of 
the order were only directory, and a non-compliance with them 
did not affect the validity of the indenture.

Where the apprentice continues bound after the 
age of seventeen years the master shall, in every case 
where the Guardians require him so to do, pay to such 
apprentice, for and in respect of every week that he 
duly and properly serves the said master, as a remu- 
neration, a sum to be inserted in the indenture, or to 
be agreed upon by the Guardians and the said master 
when that time arrives, or if they cannot agree, to 
be settled by some person to be then chosen by the 
said master and such Guardians, and, until such 
sum be agreed upon or settled, not less than one-fourth 
of the amount then commonly paid as wages to 
journeymen in the said trade, business or employ- 
ment. 

No. 9. The master shall, himself or by his agent, pro- 
duce the apprentice to the Guardians, by whom such 
apprentice was bound, at their ordinary meeting next 
preceding the end of the first year of the binding, and 
before the receipt of the remainder of the premium, if 
any be due, and shall in like manner produce the said 
apprentice at some one of their ordinary meetings, to 
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be held at or about the middle of the term, and when- 
ever afterwards required to do so by the said Guardians : 
Provided, that if the apprentice reside out of the Union 
by the Guardians whereof he was bound, the appren- 
tice shall be produced as herein-before directed, to the 
Guardians of the Union or Parish, as described in Art. 
66, in which the apprentice may be residing. 
No, 10. The master shall not cause the said apprentice 
to work or live more than ten miles from the place 
or places mentioned in the indenture, according to 
Art. 68, without the leave of the Guardians so binding 
him, to be given under their common seal ; Provided^ 
that such Guardians may in such license so to be given 
imder their common seal, by express words to that 
effect, if they think fit, authorize the master, at any 
time during the residue of the term of the apprentice- 
ship, to change the place of the abode or service of the 
apprentice, without any further application to them or 
their successors. 
Art. 7l. — ^These duties of the master set forth in Art 70 
i^hall be enforced bv covenants and conditions to be inserted 
in the indenture to be executed by him. 

Art. 72. — The master shall aIso covenant, under a penalty 
to be specified in the covenant, not to assign or cancel the 
indenture, without the consent of the Guardians, under 
their common seal, previously obtained, and to pay to the 
said Guardians all costs and expenses that they may incur 
in consequence of the said apprentice not being supplied 
with medical or surgical assistance by the master, in case 
the same shall be at any time requisite. 

Art. 73. — The indenture shall be made subject to ihe 
following provisoes : 

No. 1. That if the master take the benefit of any Act for 
the relief of insolvent debtors or be discharged under 
any such Act, such indenture shall forthwith become 
of no further force or effect. 
No. 2. That if, on a conviction for a breach of any one of 
the aforesaid covenants and conditions before a Justice 
of the Peace, the Guardians who may be parties to the 
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aaid indenture, declare by a resolution that the inden- 
ture is determined, and transmit a copy of such reso- 
lution, under the hand of their Clerk, by the post or 
otherwise, to the said master, such indenture shafl, 
except in respect of all rights and liabilities then accrued, 
forthwith become of no further force or effect. 
Art. 74. — Nothing contained in this Order shall apply to 
the apprenticing of poor children to the sea service. 



MODE OF OBTAINING MEDICAL RELIEF BY 
PERMANENT PAUPERS. 

Art. 75. — ^The Guardians shall, once at least in every 
year, cause to be prepared by the Clerk or Relieving Officers 
a list of all such aged and infirm persons, and persons per- 
manently sick or disabled as may be actually receiving relief 
from such Guardians, and residing within the district of 
each Medical Officer of the Union, and shall from time to 
time furnish to each District Medical Officer a copy of the 
list aforesaid. 

Art. 76. — Every person whose name is inserted in such 
list shall receive a ticket in the Form L. (a) hereunto an- 
nexed, and shall be entitled on the exhibition of such ticket 
to the Medical Officer of his district to obtain such advice, 
attendance, and medicines, as his case may require, in the 
same manner as if he had received an order from the Guar- 
dians, and such ticket shall remain in force for the time 
specified therein, unless such person shall cease to be in the 
receipt of relief before the expiration of such time (h).

Art. 77.-* If any Board of Guardians undertake to ad* 
minister relief allowed to a non-settled pauper living within 
the Union for which they act, on behalf of tiie Officers, or of 
the Board of Guardians, of the Parish or Union, in which 
such pauper is deemed to be settled, every such undertaking 
shall be made in conformity with the rules and regulations 
of tlie Commis8i(mers in force at the time. 

Art. 78. — No money shall be transmitted to any Guardians 
or to any Officer of a Parish or Union, to be applied to the 
relief of any non-resident pauper, except in conformity with 
the provisions of this order (d). 

Art. 79. — No money shall be paid on account of any non* 

resident pauper to the Guardians or to the Officer of any 

Union or Parish in which the relief is administered by a 

Board of Guardians, except in one of the three following 

ways : 

No. 1. By post-office order payable to the Treasurer of 

the Union or Parish to the account of which the money 

is to be paid, or to the banker of such Treasurer. 

No. 2. By cheque or ord^ payable to the Treasurer of 

such Parish or Union or to his order. 

No. 8. By cheque payable to bearer (where the same may 

lawfully be drawn), and crossed as payable through 

the Treasurer of such Parish or Union, or his banker, 

or through the agent of such Treasurer or banker ; and 

every such cheque shall be so crossed by the Clerk 

before it is signed by the presiding Chairman. 

Art. 80. — Every account for relief duly administered to 

non-resident poor shall be discharged by the Guardians, 

of sickness or accident, requiring relief by medical attendance, to 
procure such attendance by giying an order on the Medical Dis- 
trict Officer, or by such other means as the urgency of the case 
may require. (See post, p. 116, Art 215, No. 3.)

ORDERS FOR CONTRIBUTIONS AND 

PAYMENTS. 

Art. 81 . — The Clerk shall, four weeks at least before the 
twenty-fifth day of March and the twenty-ninth day of 
September respectively in each year, refer to and ascertain 
the cost to each Parish in the Union for the -maintenance 
of the poor, and other separate charges, as well as for the 
common charges incurred in the half of the last year, 
corresponding to the half-year next coming, and shall es- 
timate and, as near as may be, divide amongst the Parishes 
any extraordinary charge to which the Union may be liable 
in the coming half-year, and he shall also estimate the 
probable balance due to or from the Parish at the end of the 
current half-year, and shall then prepare the orders on the 
several Parishes for the sums which, up(m such computation, 
it shall appear necessary for them to contribute to the ex- 
penses of the Union for the coming half-year; and the 
orders so prepared shall be laid before the Guardians for 
their consideration, three weeks at least before the expira- 
tion of the current half-year. 

Art. 82. — ^The Guardians shall make orders on the Over- 
seers or other proper authorities of every Parish of the 
Union, from time to time, for the payment to the Gkiardians 
of all such sums as may be required by them for the relief 
of the Poor of the Parish, and for the contribution of the 
Parish to the common fund of the Union, and for any other 
expenses chargeable by the Guardians on the Parish ; and 
in such orders the contributions shall be directed to be paid 
in one sum or by instalments, on days specified, as to the 
Guardians may seem fit. 

Art. 83. — Every such order.shall be made according to

covered from the said Overseers or other Officers, or any of them, 
in like manner as monies assessed for the relief of the poor may 
be levied and recovered, and the amount of such arrear, together 
with the costs as aforesaid, when levied and recovered, to be paid 
to the said Board : provided always, that no distress made under 
any such warrant of Justices shall be replevisable." 

And by stat. 12 & 13 Vict c. 103, s. 7, where the Guardians 
of any Union or Parish shall make any order for the payment of 
money upon Overseers or other Officers of any Parish upon whom 
they are empowered by law to make it, and a -copy of such order 
shall be served upon any one of such Overseers or other Officers, 
it shall be lawful for the said Guardians to enforce such order 
against the person so served as fiilly and as effectually as if a copy 
thereof had been also served upon every one of such Overseers or 
other officers. 

And by stat 7 & 8 Vict. c. 101, s. 63, if the Overseers of any 
Parish wilfully neglect to make or collect sufficient rates for the 
relief of the poor, or to pay such monies to the Guardians of any 
Parish or Union as such Guardians may require, and if by reason 
of such neglect any relief directed by the Boanl of Guardians to 
be given to any poor person be delayed, or withheld during a 
period of seven days, every such Overseer shall, upon conviction 
thereof, forfeit and pay for every such offence, any sum not exceed- 
ing twenty pounds. 
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Art. 84. — The Guardians shall pay every snm greater 
than Five Pounds by an order, which shall be drawn upon 
the Treasurer of the Union, and shall be signed by the pre- 
siding Chairman and two other Guardians at meeting, and 
shall be countersigned by the Clerk (h), \ 

Art. 85.— The Guardians shall examine at their Board, 
or shall cause to be examined by some Committee or Guar- 
dian authorized by them for the purpose, every bill exceed- 
ing one pound (except the salaries of officers) brought 
against the Union ; and when any such bill has been al- 
lowed by the Board, or by such Committee or Guardian, a 
note of the allowance thereof shall be made on the face of 
the bill before the amount is paid. 

CUSTODY OF BONDS. 

Art. 86. — ^The Guardians shall provide for the safe 
custody of all bonds given in pursuance of the regulations 
of the Commissioners, so always that no bond given by any 
person shall remain in the custody of such person himsel£ 

Art. 87. — The Guardians shaU, at the audit next after 
the twenty-fifth day of March in every year, <^use every 
person having the custody of bonds given by any officer of 
the Union to produce such bonds to the Auditor for his 
inspection (i). 

GOVERNMENT OF THE WORKHOUSE (J)- 

Admission of Paupers. 

Art. 88. — Every pauper who shall ,be admitted into the . 
Workhouse, either upon his first or any subsequent admis-

houses of every Union shall be governed, and the relief of the Poor 
shall be administered, by the Board of Guardians. 

And by sect. 15, the Poor-law Commissioners shall, and they 
are authorized and required, from time to time as they shall see 
occasion, to make and issue all such rules, orders, and regulations 
for the management of the poor, for the government of Work* 
houses, and the education of the children therein, as they shall 
think proper ; and the said commissioners may, at their discre- 
tion, Irom time to time suspend, alter, or rescind such rules, 
orders, and regulations, or any of them. 

Also, by sect. 42, the commissioners may, and they are thereby 
authorized, by writing under their hands and seal, to make rules, 
orders, and regulations, to be observed and enforced at every 
Workhouse already established by virtue of stat. 22 Geo. 3, c. 83, 
or any general or local Act of parliament, or hereafter to be esti^ 
blished by virtue of such Acts, or any of them, or of this or any 
other Act of parliament, relating to the relief of the poor, for the 
government thereof, and the nature and amount of the relief to be 
given to, and the labour to be exacted from, the persons relieved, 
and the preservation therein of good order, and fh>m time to time 
to suspend, alter, vary, amend, or rescind the same, and make any 
new or other rules, orders, and regulations, to be observed and 
enforced as aforesaid, as they from time to time shall think fit, 
and to alter, at their discretion, any of the rules, orders, and 
regulations contained in the Schedule to the said Act, and also to 
alter or rescind any rules, orders, and regulations heretofore made 
in pursuance of the said Act, or any local Act* of Parliament jre- 
lating to Workhouses or the reUef of the poor : and that all mlea, 
orders, and regulations to be from time to time made by the said 
commissioners under the authority of this Act, shall be valid and 
binding, and shall be obeyed and observed, as if the same wei'e 
specially made by and embodied in this Act, subject nevertheless 
to the said power of the said commissioners from time to time to 
rescind, amend, suspend, or alter the same. 
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liyered at the Workhouse under an order of removal to a 
parish in the Union. 

Art. 89. — No pauper shall be admitted under any written 
or printed order as mentioned in Art. 88, if the same bear 
date more than six days before the pauper presents it at the 
Workhouse. 

Art. 90. — If a pauper be admitted otherwise than by 
an order of the Board of Guardians, the admission of such 
jmuper shall be brought before the Board of Guardians at 
their next ordinary meeting, who shall decide on the pro- 
priety of the pauper's continuing in the Workhouse or other- 
wise, and make an order accordingly. 

..Art. 91. — As soon as the pauper is admitted, he shall be 
placed in some room to be appropriated to the reception of 
paupers on admission, and e^l then be examined by the 
Medical Officer. 

Art. 92. — If the Medical Officer upon such examination 
pronoimce the pauper to be labouring under any disease 
of body or mind, the pauper shall be placed in the sick 
ward, or in such other ward as the Medical Officer shall 
direct. 

Art. 93. — If the Medical Officer pronounce the pauper 
to be free from any such disease, the pauper shall be placed 
In the part of the Workhouse assigned to the class to which 
he may belong. 

Art. 94. — No pauper shall be detained in a receiving 
ward, for a longer time than is necessary for carrying into 
effect the reg^ations in Arts. 91, 92, and 93, if there be room 
in the proper ward for his reception. 

Art. 95. — Before being removed from the receiving ward, 
the pauper shall be thoroughly cleansed, and shall be clothed 
in a workhouse dress, and the clothes which he wore at the 
time of his admission shall be purified, and deposited in a 
place appropriated for that purpose, with the pauper's name 
mffized thereto. Such clothes shall be restored to the pauper 
when he leaves the Workhouse. 

Art. 96. — Every pauper shall, upon his admission into 
the Workhouse, be searched by or imder the inspection of 
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the proper officer, and all articles prohibited by any Act of 
Parliament, or by this Order, which may be found upon 
his person, shall be taken from him, and, so far as 
may be proper, restored to him at his departure from the 
Workhouse. 

Art. 97.— Provided always, that the regulations respect- 
ing the admission, clothing, and searching of paupers shall 
not apply to any casual poor wayfarer, imless the Guar- 
dians shall so direct, or unless he is Compelled to remain in 
the Workhouse from illness or other sufficient cause, in 
which case he shall be admitted regularly as an inmate (k). 



(k) And by stat. 11 & 12 Vict c. 110, s. 10, upon application for 
relief by admission to the Workhoase of any such Union asafore- 
said or otherwise, by any poor person professing to be a destitiite 
wanderer or wayfarer, the Master, Porter, or other Officer of such 
Workhouse, or the Relieving Officer of such Union, or Overseer 
of auy Parish, to whom such application for relief shall be made, 
may search such person, or cause him to be searched, and may 
take from such person any money which shall be found upon him, 
and shall deliver the same to the Guardians, to be by them applied 
in aid of the common fund of the Union ; and every person who 
shall apply for relief at any Workhouse, or to any Relieving 
Officer or Overseer, having at the time of such application in hi 
possession and under his immediate control any money or other 
property, of which, on inquiry made by the Ouardians or thdr 
Officers, or by Overseers, he shtdl not make a correct and complete 
disclosure, shall be taken to be an idle and disorderly person 
within the meaning of stat. 5 Greo. 4, c. 83, for the punishment of 
idle and disorderly persons and rogues and vagabonds in England, 
and shall be punishable and dealt with in all respects and with 
the like proceedings as idle and disorderly persons under the said 
Act. 

And by stat 12 & 13 Vict. c. 103, s. 14, where the Workhoase of 
any Union or Parish shall be governed and regulated by rules, 
orders, and regulations of the Poor-law Commissioners, or of the 
Poor-law Board, the Guardians of the Union or Parish to which 
such Workhouse belongs, in case of the overcrowding of the Work- 
house of any other Union or Parish, or the prevalence or reasonable 
apprehension of any epidemic or contagious disease, or in and 
towards carrying out any legal resolution for the emigration of 
poor persons, may, with the consent of the Poor-law 3oard, re- 
ceive, lodge, and maintain in the first-mentioned Workhoase, 
upon such terms as shall be mutually agreed upon by the respec- 
tive lioards of Guardians, any poor person belonging to such 
other Pai'ish or Union ; and such poor person so received into such 
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Classification of thb Paupebs (/). 

Art. 08. — The paupers, so &r as the Workhouse admits 
thereof, shall be classed as follows : — 
Glass 1. Men infirm through age or any other cause. 

first-mentioned Workhouse shall, while therein, be treated in all 
respects in like manner, and be subject to tbe same regulations and 
liabilities, as the other poor persons therein, and shall be deemed 
to be chargeable in the first instance to the common fund of the 
Union or to the Parish in the Workhouse whereof such poor 
person shall be received : provided always, that the abiding of any 
such poor person in snch Workhouse shall in all other respects be 
attended with the same leg^ consequences as if such Workhouse 
had been sitaated within the Union or Parish from which such 
poor person shall have been sent. 

And by stat. 14 & 15 Vict. c. 105, s. 6, where in any Union or 
Parish there shall be a Workhouse or building having adequate 
provision for the reception, maintenance, and miucation of poor 
children, and there shall be more accommodation therein at any 
time than the Guardians of such Union or Parish shall require for 
the poor children of their own Union or Parish, such Guardians 
may with the consent of the Poor-law Board, contract with the 
Quardians of any other Union or Parish, any part of which is not 
more than twenty miles from such Workhouse or other building, 
for the reception, maintenance, and instruction therein of any 
poor children, under the age of sixteen years chargeable to such 
other Union or Parish, or to any Parish in such other Union, 
being' orphans, or deserted by their parents, or whose parents or 
surviving parent shall consent; and such last-mentioned children 
while at such Workhouse or other building shall be maintained, 
and instructed iu the same manner in all respects as the children 
of the Union or Parish to which such Workhouse or other build- 
ing shall belong, and shall be subject to the control and manage- 
ment of tbe Guardians of such Union or Parish, or their Officers, 
in like manner as if such children were chargeable to such Union 
or Parish : provided always, that the abiding of any such child iu 
any such Workhouse or building shall in all other respects be 
attended with the same legal consequences as if such Workhouse 
or building had been situated within the Union or Parish from 
which such child shall have been sent. 

(0 By Stat. 4 & 5 W. 4, c. 76, s. 26, the Commissioners, by 
order under their hands and seal, may declare so many Parishes 
as they may think fit to be united for the administration of the 
laws for the relief of the poor, and such Parishes shall there- 
upon be called a Union fur such purpose ; and thereupon the 
Workhouse or Workhouses of such Parishes shall be for common 
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Class 2. Able-bodied men, and youths above the age of 
fiflkeen years. 

Class 8. Boys above the age of seven years, and under 
that of iifteen. 

Class 4. Women infirm through ag^ or any other cause. 

Class 5. Able-bodied women and girls above the age of 
fifteen years. 

Class 6. Girls above the age of seven years, and under 
that of fifteen. 

Class 7. Children under seven years of age. 
To each class shall be assigned that ward or separate build- 
ing and yard which may be best fitted for the reception of 
such class, and each class of paupers shall remain therein, 
without communication with those of any other class. 

Art. 99.— Provided, 

Firstly. That the Guardians shall from time to time, 
after consulting the Medical Officer, make such ar- 
rangements as they may deem necessary with regard 
to persons labouring under any disease of body or 
mind. 

Secondly. The Guardians shall, so far as circumstances 
will permit, further subdivide any of the classes 

• enumerated in Art. 98, with reference to the moral 
character, or behaviour, or the previous habits of the 
inmates, or to such other grounds as may seem ex- 
pedient. 

Thirdly. That nothing in this Order shall compel the 
Guardians to separate any married couple, being both 
paupers of the first and fourth classes respectively. 



use ; and the Commissioners may issue such rules, orders, and 
regulations as they shall deem expedient, for the classification of 
such of the poor of such United Parishes in such Workhouse or 
Workhouses as may be relieved in any such Workhouse, and such 
poor may be received, maintained, and employed in any such 
Workhouse or Workhouses, as if the same belonged exclusively 
to the Parish to vfhich such poor shall be chargeable ; but not- 
withstanding such Union and classification, each of the said 
Parishes shall be separately chargeable with and liable to defray 
the expcnsets of its own poor, whether relieved in or out of such 
Workhouse. 
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proyided the Guardians ahall set apart for the exclusive 
use of every such couple a sleeping-apartment separate 
from that of the other paupers. 

Fourthly. That any paupers of the fifth and sixth 
classes may he employed constantly or occasionally in 
any of the female sick-wards, or in the care of influits, 
or as assistants in the household work ; and the Master 
and Matron shall make such arrangements as may 
enable the paupers of the fifth and sixth classes to be 
employed in the household work, without communicao 
tion with the paupers of the second and third classes. 

Fifthly. That any pauper of the fourth class, whom 
the Master may deem fit to perform any of the duties 
of a nurse or assistant to the Matron, may be so em- 
ployed in the sick-wards, or those of the fourth, fifth, 
sixth, or seventh classes, and any pauper of the first 
dass, who may by the Master be deemed fit, may be 
placed in the ward of the third class, to aid in the 
management, and superintend the behaviour, of the 
paupers of such class, or may be employed in the male , 
sick-ward. 

Sixthly. That the Guardians for a special reason to be 
entered on their minutes, may place any boy or girl 
between the ages of ten and sixteen years, in a male 
or female ward respectively, different from that to 
which he or she properly belongs, imless the Commis- 
sioners shall otherwise direct. 

Seventhly. That the paupers of the seventh class may 
be placed in such of the wards appropriated to the 
female paupers as shall be deemed expedient, and the 
mothers of such paupers shall be permitted to have 
access to them at all reasonable times. 

Eighthly. That the Master (subject to any directions 
given or regulations made by the Guardians) shall 
allow the father or mother of any child in the same 
Workhouse, who may be desirous of seeing such 
diild, to have an interview with such child at some 
one time in each day, in a room in the said Workhouse 
to be appointed for that purpose. And the Guardians 
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shall make arrangements for permitting the members of 
. the same family who may be in different Workhouses 
of the Union to have occasional interviews with each 
other, at such times, and in such manner, as may best 
suit the discipline of the several Workhouses. 
Ninthly. That casual poor wayfarers admitted by the 
Master or Matron, shall be kept in a separate ward of 
the Workhouse, and shall be dieted and set to work in 
such manner and under such regulations as the Guar- 
dians by any resolution now in force, or to be made 
hereafter, may direct. 
Art. 100. — ^The Guardians shall not admit into the Work- 
house, or any ward of the same, or retain therein, a larger 
number or a different class of paupers than that heretofore 
or hereafter from time to time to be fixed by the Commis- 
sioners ; and in case such number shall at any time be ex- 
ceeded, the fact of such excess shall be forthwith reported 
to the Commissioners by the Clerk. 

Art. 101. — No pauper of unsound mind, who may be 
dangerous, or who may have been reported as such by the 
Medical Officer, or who may require habitual or frequent 
restraint, shall be detained in the Workhouse for any 
period exceeding fourteen days, and the Guardians shall 
cause the proper steps to be taken for the removal of every 
such pauper to some asylum or licensed house as soon as may 
be practicable. 

DiSOIPLINB AND DiBT OF THB PAUPEBS. 

Art. 102. — All the paupers in the Workhouse, except the 
sick and insane, and the paupers of the first, fourth, and 
seventh classes, shall rise, be set to work, leave off work, 
and go to bed at the times mentioned in the Form N. (a) 
hereunto annexed, and shall be allowed such intervals for 
their meals as are therein stated, and these several times 
shall be notified by the ringing of a bell ; provided always, 
that the Guardians may, with the consent of the Commis-

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Bioners, make such alterations in any of the said times or 
intervsds, as the Guardians may think fit. 

Art. 103. — Half an hour after the bell shall haye been 
rang for rising, the names of the paupers shall be called 
over by the Master or Matron respectively, in the seyera 
wards provided for the second, third, fifth, and sixth classes, 
when every pauper, belonging to the respective wards, 
shall be present, and shall answer to his name, and be in- 
spected by the Master and Matron respectively ; provided 
ijiat the paupers of the third and sixth class may be called 
over and inspected by the Schoolmaster and Schoolmistress. 

Art. 104. — The meals shall be taken by all the paupers, 
except the sick, the children, persons of unsound mind, 
casual poor wayfarers, women suckling their children, and 
the paupers of the first and fourth classes, in the dining- 
hall or day-room, and in no other place whatever, and 
during the time of meals order and decorum shall be main- 
tained. 

Art. 105. — No pauper of the second, third, fifth, or 
sixth classes shall go to, or remain in his sleeping-room, 
either in the time hereby appointed for work, or in the 
intervals allowed for meals, except by permission of the 
Master or Matron. 

Art. 106.— The Master and Matron shall (subject to the 
directions of the Guardians) fix the hours of rising and 
going to bed, for the paupers of the first, fourth, and 
seventh classes, and determine the occupation and employ- 
ment of which they may be capable : and the meals for 
such paupers shall be provided at such times and in such 
manner as the Guardians may from time to time direct. 

Art. 107. — The paupers shall be dieted with the food and 
in the manner set forth in the dietary table (a) which may 
be prescribed for the use of the WorUiouse, and no pauper

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shall have or consume any liquor, or any food or provision 
other than is allowed in the said dietary table, except on 
Christmas Day or by the direction in writing of the Me- 
dical Officer, as provided in Art. 108. 
Art. 108.— Provided, 

First. That the' Medical Officer may direct in writing 
such diet for any individual pauper as he may deem 
necessary, and the Master shall obey such direction 
until the next ordinary meeting of the Guardians, 
when he shall report the same in writing to the 
Guardians. 
Secondly. That if the Medical Officer at any time 
certify that he deems a temporary change in the diet 
essential to the health of the paupers in the Work- 
house, or of any class or classes thereof, the Guardians 
shall cause a copy of such certificate to be entered on 
the minutes of their proceedings, and may forthwith 
order, by a resolution, the said diet to be temporarily 
changed, according to the recommendation of the Me- 
dical Officer, and shall forthwith transmit a copy of 
such certificate and resolution to the Commissioners. 
Thirdly. That the Medical Officer shall be consulted by 
the Matron as to the nature of the food of the infants, 
and of their mothers when suckling, and the time at 
which such infants should be weaned. 
Fourthly. That the Guardians may, without any di- 
rection of the Medical Officer, make such allowance of 
food as may be necessary to paupers employed as 
nurses or in the household work ; but they shall not 
allow to such paupers any fermented or spirituous 
Uquors on account of the performance of such work, 
unless in pursuance of a written recommendation of 
the Medical Officer. 
Art. 109. — If any pauper require the Master or Matron 
to weigh the allowance of provisions served out at any 
meal, the Master or Matron shall forthwith weigh such 
allowance in the presence of the pauper complaining, and 
of two other persons. 
Art. 1 10. — The clothing to be worn by the paupers in the 
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Workhouse shall be made of such materials as the Board 
of Guardians may determine. 

Art. 111. — More than two paupers, any one of whom is 
above the age of seven years, shall not be allowed to occupy 
the same bed, unless in the case of a mother and infant 
children. 

Art. 112. — The paupers of the several classes shall be 
kept employed according to their capacity and ability : 
and no pauper shall receive any compensation for his 
labour. 

Art. 113. — No pauper in the Workhouse shall be em- 
ployed or set to work in pounding, grinding, or otherwise 
breaking bones, or in preparing bone dust. 

Art. 114. — The boys and girls who are inmates of the 
Workhouse shall, for three of the working hours, at least, 
every day, be instructed in reading, writing, arithmetic, 
and the principles of the Christian Religion, and such 
other instruction shall be imparted to them as may fit them 
for service, and train them to habits of usefulness, in- 
dustry, and virtue. 

Art. 116. — Any pauper may quit the Workhouse upon 
giving to the Master, or (during his absence or inability 
to act) to the Matron, a reasonable notice of his wish to 
do so ; and in the event of any able-bodied pauper having 
a family, so quitting the house, the whole of such family 
shall be sent with him, unless the Guardians shall, for 
any special reason, otherwise direct ; and such directions 
shall be in conformity with the Regulations of the Com- 
missioners with respect to relief in force at the time. 

Art. 116. — Provided nevertheless, that the Guardians 
may, by any general or special direction, authorize the 
Master to allow a pauper, without giving any such notice 
as is required in Art. 115, to quit the Workhouse, and to 
return after a temporary absence only; and every such 
allowance shall be reported by the Master to the Guardians 
at their next ordinary meeting. 

Art. 117. — Provided also, that nothing herein contained 
shall prevent the Master from allowing the paupers of each 
sex under the age of fifteen, subject to such restrictions as 

b2 
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the Guardians may impose, to quit the Workhouse, under 
the care and guidance of himself, or the Matron, School- 
master, Schoolmistress, Porter, or some one of the assistants 
and servants of the Workhouse, for the purpose of ex- 
ercise. 

Art. 118. — Any person may visit any pauper in the 
Workhouse by permission of the Master, or (in his ab- 
sence) of the Matron, subject to such conditions and re- 
strictions as the Guardians may prescribe ; such interview 
shall take place in a room separate from the other inmates 
of the Workhouse, and in the presence of the Master, 
Matron, or Porter, except where a sick pauper is visited. 

Art. 119.— No written or printed paper of an improper 
tendency, or which may be likely to produce insubordina- 
tion, shall be allowed to circulate, or be read aloud, among 
the inmates of the Workhouse. 

Art. 120. — No pauper shall play at cards, or at any game 
of chance, in the Workhouse ; and the Master may take 
from any pauper, and keep until his departure from the 
Workhouse, any cards, dice, or other articles applicable to 
games of chance, which may be in his possession. 

Art. 121. — No pauper shall smoke In any room of the 
Workhouse, except by the special direction of the Medical 
Officer, or shall have any matches or other articles of a 
highly combustible nature in his possession, and the Master 
may take from any person any articles of such a nature. 

Art. 122. — Any Ucensed minister of the religious per- 
suasion of an inmate of the Workhouse, who may at any 
time of the day, on the request of any inmate, enter the 
Workhouse for the purpose of affording religious assist- 
ance to him, or for the purpose of instructing his 
child or children in the principles of his religion, shall 
give such assistance or instruction, so as not to interfere 
with the good order and discipline of the other inmates of 
the Workhouse, and such religious assistance or instruction 
shall be strictly confined to inmates who are of the religious 
persuasion of such minister, and to the children of such 
inmates, except in the cases in which the Guardians may 
lawfully permit religious assistance or instruction to be 
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^veo to any paupers who are Protestant dissenters, by 
licensed ministers who are Protestant dissenters (a). 

Art. 123. — No work, except the necessary household 
work and cooking, shall be performed by the paupers on 
Sunday, Good Friday, and Christmas Day. 

Art. 124. — Prayers shall be read before breakfest and 
after supper every day. and Divine Service shall be per^ 
formed every Sunday, Good Friday, and Christmas Day in 
the Workhouse (unless the Guardians, with the consent of 
the Commissioners, otherwise direct), and at such prayers 
and Divine Service all the paupers shaU attend, except the 
fiick, persons of unsound mind, the young children, and such 
as are too infirm to do so ; provided that those paupers who 
may object so to attend, on account of their professing 
religious principles differing from those of the Established 
Church, shall also be exempt from such attendance. 

Art. 126. — The Guardians may authorize any inmates 
of the Workhouse, being members of the Established 
Church, to attend Public Worship at a parish church or 
chapel, on every Sunday, Good Friday, and Christmas 
Day, under the control and inspection of the Master or 
Porter, or other officer. 

Art. 126.— The Guardians may also authorize any in- 
mates of the Workhouse, being dissenters from the Esta- 
blished Church, to attend Public Worship at any dissenting 
chapel in the neighbourhood of the Workhouse, on every 
Sunday, Good Friday, and Christmas Day. 



(a) By Stat. 4 & 5 W. 4, c. 76, s. 19, no rules, orders, or re- 
gnlationft of the Commissiouers, nor any bye-law at present in 
force or hereafter to be made, shall obli{^ any inmate of a Work- 
house to attend any religious service which may be celebrated in a 
mode contrary to the reiiRious principles of such inmate, nor shall 
anthorize the education of any child in such Workhouse in any 
religious creed other than that professed by the parents or sur- 
viving parent of such child, and to which such parant or parents 
shall object, or in the case of an orphan, to which the godfather 
or godmother of such orphan shall bo object. See also Art 126, 
tf|fra. 
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PUNISHMBNTS FOR MISBEHAVIOUR OF THE PaUPBRS (a). 

Art. 127. — Any pauper, being an inmate of the Work- 
house, who shall neglect to observe such of the regulations 
in this Order as are applicable to him as such inmate ; — 

Or who shall make any noise when silence is ordered to 
be kept ; 



(a) By Stat. 55 G. 3, c. 137, reciting that persons maintained 
in public workhouses sometimes refuse to work, or are g^ty of 
drunkenness and other misbehaviour, and by the laws in being, 
no sufficient punishment is provided for such offbnces : it is en- 
acted, by sect 5, that in case any person or persons, maintained 
in any public workhouse or workhouses established for the relief, 
maintenance, and employment of the poor, shall refuse to work 
at any work, occupation, or employment, suited to his, her, or 
their age, strength, and capacity, or shall be guilty of drunken- 
ness or other misbehaviour, every such person or persons being 
thereof lawfully convicted before any justice or justices of the 
peace, shall thereupon by such justice or justices of the peaee be 
committed to the common gaol or house of correction [or to the 
common gaol or house of correction of the county or place 
wherein the parish to which the person convicted shall be 
chargeable is situate] (7 & 8 Vict. c. 101, s. 57), there to remain 
without bail or mainprise for any period of time not exceetUng 
[forty-two] {Id. s. 58), days, and during such time to be kept to 
hard labour. 

Also by the same statute, s. 1 (55 G. 3, c. 137), all ** goods, 
chattels, furniture, provisions, clothes, linen, and wearing apparel, 
tools, utensils, materials and things " provided for the use of the 
poor of any parish, &c., are vested in the overseers. And by 
section 2, after directing workhouse goods, &c., to be marked, 
and assigning a penalty for taking such goods, &c« in pawn or 
buying them, or defacing the marks, it is enacted, that " if any 
person shall desert or run away from any workhouse, and carry 
away with him or her any clothes, linen, goods, or things as 
aforesaid," such person, upon being convicted thereof before one 
or more justice or justices of the peace, shall be committed to 
the common gaol or house of correction [or to the common gaol 
or hoiiHe of correction of the county or place wherein the parish 
to which the person convicted shall be chargeable is situate] 
(7 & 8 Vict. c. 101, 8. 67), there to remain for [a period not less 
than seven days, nor greater than three months] (Jd., s. 58) ; and 
the mark aforesaid shall be deemed sufficient evidence of the 
goods, &c. being the property of the overseers. (56 G. 3, c. 137, s. 2.) 
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Or shall use obscene or profane language ; 

Op shall by word or deed insult or revile any person ; 

Or shall threaten to strike or to assault any person ; 

Or shall not duly cleanse his person ; 

Or shall refuse or neglect to work, after having been re- 
quired to do so ; 

Or shall pretend sickness ; 

Or shall play at cards or other game of chance ; 

Or shall refuse to go into his proper ward or yard, or 
•hall enter or attempt to enter, without permission, 
the ward or yard appropriated to any class of paupers 
other than that to which he belongs ; 

Or shall climb over any fence or boundary wall sur- 
rounding any portion of the Workhouse premises, 
or shall attempt to leave the Workhouse otherwise than 
through the ordinary entrance ; 

Or shall misbehave in going to, at, or returning from 
Public Worship out of the Workhouse, or at Divine 
Service or Prayers in the Workhouse ; 

Or having received temporary leave of absence, and 
wearing the Workhouse clothes, shall return to the 
Workhouse after the appointed time of absence, without 
. reasonable cause for the delay ; 

Or shall wilfully disobey any lawful order of any officer 
of the Workhouse, 
ehall be deemed disorderly. 

Art. 128. — Any pauper, being an inmate of the Work- 
house, who shall, within seven days, repeat any one, or com- 
mit more than one, of the offences specified in Art. 127 ; 

Or who shall by word or deed insult or revile the Master 
or Matron, or any other officer of the Workhouse, or 
any of the Guardians ; 

Or shall wilfully disobey any lawful order of the Master 
or Matron after such order shall have been repeated ; 

Or shall unlawfully strike or otherwise unlawfully as- 
sault any person ; 

Or shall wilfully or mischievously damage or soil any 
property whatsoever belonging to the Guardians ; 

Or shall wilfully waste or spoil any provisions, stock. 
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tools, or materials for work, belong^g to the Guar- 
dians ; 

Or shall be drunk ; 

Or shall act or write indecently or obscenely; 

Or shall wilfully disturb other persons at Public Worship 
out of the Workhouse, or at Divine Service or Prayers 
in the Workhouse ; 
shall be deemed refractory. 

Art. 129. — ^The Master may, with or without the direction 
of the Guardians, punish any disorderly pauper by substi- 
tuting*, during a time not greater than forty-eight hours, 
for his dinner, as prescribed by the Dietary, a meal consist- 
ing of eight ounces of bread, or one pound of cooked 
potatoes or boiled rice, and also by withholding from him, 
during the same period, all butter, cheese, tea, sugar, or 
broth, which such pauper would otherwise receive, at any 
meal during the time aforesaid. 

Art. 180. — The Guardians may, by a special direction 
to be entered on their minutes, order any refractory pauper 
to be punished by confinement in a separate room, with or 
without an alteration of diet, similar in kind and duration 
to that prescribed in Article 129 for disorderly paupers; 
but no pauper shall be so confined for a longer period than 
twenty-four hours, or, if it be deemed right that such 
pauper should be carried before a justice of the peace, and 
if such period of twenty-four hours should be insufficient 
for that purpose, then for such further time as may be ne- 
cessary for such purpose. 

Art. 131.— If any offence, whereby a pauper becomes 
refractory under Art. 128, be accompanied by any of the 
following circumstances of aggravation ; (that is to say,) 
if such pauper 

Persist in using violence against any person ; 

Or persist in creating a noise or disturbance, so as to 
annoy other inmates ; 

Or endeavour to excite other paupers to acts of insub- 
ordination ; 

Or persist in acting indecently or obscenely in the pre- 
sence of any other inmate ; 
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Or persist in mUchi^vously breaking or damaging any 
goods or property of the GKiardians ; 
the Master may, without any direction of the Guardians, 
immediately place such refractory pauper in confinement 
for any time not exceeding twelve hours ; which confine- 
ment shall, however, be reckoned as part of any punish- 
ment afterwards imposed by the Guardians for the same 
offence. 

Art. 132. — Every refractory pauper shall be deemed to 
be also disorderly, and may be punished as such ; but no 
pauper who may have been punished for any offence as 
disorderly, shall afterwards" be punished for the same of- 
fence as refractory, and no pauper who may have been 
punished for any offence as refractory, shall afterwards be 
punished for the same offence as disorderly. 

Art. 133. — No pauper shall be punished by confinement 
or alteration in diet for any offence not committed in the 
Workhouse since his last admission, except in such cases as 
are expressly specified in Articles 127 and 128. 

Art. 134. — No pauper who may have been under 
medical care, or who may have been entered in the medical 
weekly return as sick or infirm, at any time in the course 
of the seven days next preceding the punishment, or who 
may be reasonably supposed to be under twelve, or above 
sixty years of age, or who may be pronounced by the 
Medical Officer to be pregnant, or who may be suckling a 
ohild, shall be punished by alteration of diet, or by confine- 
ment, unless the Medical Officer shall have previously 
certified in writing that no injury to the health of such 
pauper is reasonably to be apprehended from the proposed 
punishment; and any modification diminishing such 
punishment which the Medical Officer may suggest, shall 
be adopted by the Master. 

Art J 36. — No pauper shall be confined between eight 
o'clock in the evening, and six o'clock in the morning, 
without being furnished with a bed and bedding suitable to 
the season, and with the other proper conveniences. 

Art. 136. — No child under twelve years of age shall be 
punished by confinement in a dark room, or during the night. 

e3 
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Art. 137.»-No corporal punishment shall be inflicted on 
any male child, except by the Schoolmaster or Master. 

Art. 188. — No corporal punishment shall be inflicted on 
any female child. 

Art. 189. — No corporal punishment shall be inflicted on 
any male child, except with a rod or other instrument, such 
as may have been approved of by the Guardians or the 
Visiting Committee. 

Art. 140. — No corporal punishment shall be inflicted on 
any male child until two hours shall have elapsed from 
the commission of the oflen<^ for which such punishment 
is inflicted. 

Art. 141. — Whenever any male child is punished by 
corporal correction, the Master and Schoolmaster shall (if 
possible) be both present. 

Art. 142. — No male child shall be punished by flogging 
whose age may be reasonably supposed to exceed fourteen 
years. 

Art. 143. — The Master shall keep a book to be fur- 
nished him by the Guardians, in the Form 0. (a) hereunto 
annexed, in which he shall duly enter, 

Firstly, All cases of refractory or disorderly paupers, 
whether children or adults, reported to the Guardians 
for their decision thereon. 

Secondly, AH cases of paupers, whether children or 
adults, who may have been punished without the 
direction of the Guardians, with the particulars of their 
respective oflences and punishments. 

Art. 144. — The person who punishes any child with 
corporal correction shall forthwith report to the Master the 
particulars of the offence and punishment ; and the Master 
shall enter the same in the book specified in Art. 143. 

Art. 145. — Such book shall be laid on the table at every 
ordinary meeting of the Guardians ; and every entry made 
in such book since the last ordinary meeting shall be read 
to the Board by the Clierk.

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The Guardians shall thereupon, in the first place, ^ve 
direction as to the confinement or other punishment of any 
refractory or disorderly pauper reported for their decision, 
«nd such direction shall be entered on the minutes of the 
proceedings of the day, and a copy thereof shall be inserted 
by the Clerk in the book specified in Art. 143. 

The Guardians, in the second place, shall take into their 
consideration the cases in which punishments are reported 
to have been already inflicted by the Master or other officer, 
«id shall require the Master to bring* before them any 
pauper so punished, who may have signified a wish to see 
the Guardians. If the Guardians in any case are of 
opinion that the officer has acted illegally or improperly, 
such opinion shall be entered on the minutes, and shall be 
communicated to the Master, and a copy of the minute of 
such opinion shall be forwarded to the Commissioners by 
the Clerk. 

Art. 146. — If any pauper above the age of fourteen years 
unlawfully introduce or attempt to introduce any spirituous 
or fermented liquor into the Workhouse or abscond from 
the Workhouse with clothes belonging to the Guardians, 
the Master may cause such pauper to be forthwith taken 
before a Justice of the Peace, to be dealt with according to 
law. And whether he do so or not, he shall report every 
such case to the Guardians at their next ordinary meeting. 

Art. 147. — The Master shall cause a legible copy of 
Arts. 127, 128, 129, 130, and 131 to be kept suspended in 
the dining-hall of the Workhouse, or in the room in which 
the inmates usually eat their meals, and also in the Board- 
room of the Guardians.

Art. 148. — ^The Guardians shall appoint one or more 
yisitin>g Committees from their own body; and each of

Workhouse, as well as for such other purposes as Justices are 
now authorized to visit Workhouses under and by virtue of stat. 
30 G. 3, c. 49 (relating to the visiting of Parish Worlchouses), 
and if in the opinion of such Justice such rules, orders, regu- 
lations, or bye-laws, or any of them, have not been duly observed 
and obeyed in such Workhouse, it shall be lawful for such Justice 
to summon the party offending in such respect to appear before 
any two Justices of the Peace, t<» answer any complaint touching 
the non-observance of such rules, orders, regulations, and bye- 
laws, or any of them, and upon conviction before such two Jus- 
tices, of the party so offending, such party shall forfeit and be 
liable to such penalties and punishments as are herein prescribed 
and provided against parties wilfully neglecting or disobeying the 
rules, orders, or regulations of the said commissioners : provided 
always, that where no such rules, orders, regulations, or bye-laws, 
shall have been directed by the said commissioners to be enforced 
and observed in the Workhouse of any parish, nothing in this 
Act contained shall be construed to restrain or prevent any Justice 
of the Peace, Physician, Surgeon, or Apothecary, or the officiating 
Clergyman of any Parish, from visiting such Workhouse, and 
examining and certifying the state and condition of the same and 
of the poor therein, in such manner as they or any of them are 
authorized to do in and by the said last-recited Act. 

(b) And by stat. 10 & 11 Vict. c. 109, s. 24, in all cases where 
Boards of Guardians neglect to appoint a Visiting Committee for 
the purpose of visiting* the Workhouse of the Union, — or when 
three months shall have elapsed during which such Committee 
shall have neglected to visit such Workhouse, the Poor-law Com- 
missioners shall be required to appoint a visitor not being one of

mitted regularly to the Guardians at their ordinary

— Is the Workhouse, with its wards, offices, yards, 
and appurtenances, clean and well ventilated in every 
part?— and is the bedding in proper order? — if not, 
state the defect or omission. 
Q. 2.— Do the inmates of the Workhouse, of all classes, 
appear clean in their persons, and decent and orderly 
in their behaviour; and is their clothing regularly 
changed ? 
Q. 3. — Are the inmates of each sex employed and kept 
at work as directed by the Guardians, and is such 
work unobjectionable in its nature 1 — if any improve- 
ment can be suggested in their employment, state 
the same. 
Q. 4. — Are the infirm of each sex properly attended to, 

according to their several conditions ? 
Q. 6.— Are the boys and girls in the school properly 
instructed as required by the Regulations of the Com- 
missioners, and is their industrial training properly 
attended to ? 
Q. 6. — Are the young children properly nursed and taken 
care of, and do they appear in a clean and healthy 
state? — Is there any child not vaccinated 1 
Q. 7. — Is regular attendance given by the Medical 
Officer ? — Are the inmates of the sick- wards properly 
tended? — Are the nurses efficient? — Is there any in- 
fectious disease in the Workhouse ? 
Q. 8. — Is there any dangerous lunatic or idiot in the 

Workhouse ? 
Q. 9. — Is Divine Service regularly performed? — Arc 

prayers regularly read ? 
Q. 10. — Is ^e established dietary duly observed: and 
are the prescribed hours of meals regularly adhered to f 
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Q. 11. — Are the provisions and other supplies of the 
qualities contracted for? 

Q. 12. — Is the classification properly observed according 
to Arts. 98 and 99? 

Q. 13. — Is any complaint made by any pauper against 
any officer, or in respect of the provisions or accommo- 
dations ? if so, state the name of the complainant, and 
the subject of the complaint. 

Q. 14..— Does the present number of inmates in the 
Workhouse exceed that fixed by the Poor-law Com- 
missioners ? 

Repairs and Alterations of thb Workhousb (a). 

Art. 169. — The Guardians shall once at least in every 
year, and as often as may be necessary for cleanliness, 
cause all the rooms, wards, offices, and privies belonging to 
the Workhouse to be limewashed. 

Art. 151. — ^The Guardians shall cause the Workhouse 
and all its fiirniture and appurtenances to be kept in good 
and substantial repair; and shall, from time to time, 
remedy without delay any such defect in the repair of the 
house, its drainage, warmth, or ventilation, or in the 
furniture or fixtures thereof, as may tend to injure the 
health of the inmates. 

Government of the Workhouse by the 

Guardians. 

Art. 152. — We do declare, that, subject to the rules and 

(a) By Stat. 4 & 5 W. 4, c. 76, s. 23, the Commissiouers may, 
by any writing ander their hands and seal, by and with the consent 
in writing of the majority of the Gaardians of any Union, or with 
the consent of a majority of the ratepayers and owners of any pro- 
perty entitled to vote as therein prescribed, in any Parish, order 
and direct the Overseers or Guardians of any Parish or Union 
having a Workhouse, to enlarge or alter the same in such manner 
as the Commissioners shall deem most proper. . 

Or, without such consent, the Commissioners may, by any 
writing under their hands and seal, order and direct the Over- 
seers or Guardians of any Parish or Union having a Workhoase, 
or Workhouses, or any building capable of being converted into 
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regulations herein contained, the guidance, government, 
and control of every Workhouse, and of the officers, 
servants, assistants, and paupers within such Workhouse, 
shall be exercised by the Guardians of the Union. 

APPOINTMENT OF OFFICERS. 

Art. 163.— The Guardians shall, whenever it may be 
requisite, or whenever a vacancy may occur, appoint lit 
persons to hold the under-mentioned offices (a), and to 
perform the duties respectively assigned to them ; namely, 

1. Clerk to the Guardians. 

2. Treasurer of the Union. 

3. Chaplain. 

a Workhouse or WorkhouseS) to enlarge or alter the same, ac- 
cordiojic to such plan and in such manner as the said Commis- 
sioners shall deem most proper for carrying the provisions of this 
Act into execution : and the Ovei'seers or Guardians to whom any 
such order shall be directed, are .hereby authorized and required 
to assess, raise, and levy such sum or sums of money as may be 
necessary for the purposes specified in such order, by such powers, 
ways, and means as are now by law given to or vested in Church- 
wardens and Overseers or Guardians of the poor, for altering, 
enlarging, and maintaining Workhouses for the use of the poor 
in their respective Parishes or Unions ; provided always, that the 
. principal sum or sums to be raised for such purposes, and charged 
upon any Parish, shall not exceed in the whole the sum of fifty 
pounds, nor in any such case exceed one-tenth of the average 
annual amount of the rates raised for the relief of the poor in 
such parish for the three years ending at the Easter next pre- 
ceding the raising of such money. (4 & 5 W. 4, c. 76, s. 25.) 

(a) By Stat. 4 & 6 W. 4, c. 76, s. 46, the Poor-law Commis- 
sioners may, by order under their hands and seal, direct the 
Overseers or Guardians of any Parish or Union, or of so many 
Parishes or Unions as the said Commissioners in such Order 
may specify and declare to be united for the purpose only of 
appointing and paying officers, — to appoint such paid ofiicers, — 
with such qualifications as the said Commissioners shall think 
necessary, for superintending or assisting in the administra- 
tion of the relief and employment of the poor, and for the 
examining and anditing, allowing or disallowing of accounts 
in such Parish or Union or united Parishes, and otherwise 
carrying the provisions of this Act into execution; and the 
said Commissioners may define and direct the execution of the 
respective duties of such ofiicers, and the places or limits within 
which the same shall be performed, and direct the mode of the 
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4. Medical Officer for the Workhouse. 

5. District Medical Officer. 

6. Master of the Workhouse. 

7. Matron of the Workhouse. 

8. Schoolmaster. 

9. Schoolmistress. 

10. Porter. 

11. Nurse. 

12. Relieving Officer. 

13. Superintendent of Out-door Labour. 

And also such assistants as the Guardians, with the consent 
of the Commissioners, may deem necessary for the effi- 
cient performance of the duties of any of the said offices. 

Art. 154. — ^The officers so appointed to or holding any of 
the said offices, as well as all persons temporarily dis- 
appointment, and determine the contin nance in office or dis- 
missa] of such officers, and the amount and nature of the security 
to be given by guch of them as the said Commissioners shall think 
ought to give security ; the Commissioners also, if they think fit, 
may regulate their salaries, &c. Under this section, however, it 
was holden that the Commissioners had no authority to order the 
Guardians of a Union to appoint a collector of rates for any 
particular Parish in the Union {ante, p. 14) ; they have since, 
however, had authority to make such an order given to them by 
»:tatute, and all buch oi-dcrs were thereby confirmed. (2 & 3 Vict, 
c. 84, s. 2.) But in Unions under Gilbeil's Act, it has been 
holden that the Commissioners have authority to order the 
Guai'dians to appoint an Auditor and Clerk to the Guardians, 
these being ofiieers within the meaning of the above section ; but 
they cannot assign to them other duties than such as are above 
mentioned. (Ajite, p. 15.) And the statute has been holden to 
apply to Pai-ishes under local Acts as well as to those which are 
not so, and the Poor-law Board may make an order for the 
appointment of paid officers accordingly. {Ante, p. 20.) The 
Commissioners, however, cannot themselves appoint, nor can they 
order any other than the Guardians to appoint, any of these paid 
officers.

The word " Officer " in this 46th section of stat. 4 & 5 W. 4, 
c. 76, includes any "Clergyman, Schoolmaster, person duly 
licensed to practise as a medical man. Vestry Clerk, Treasurer, 
Collector, Assistant Overseer, Governor, Master or Mistress of 
a Workhouse, or any other person who shall be employed in 
any Parish or Union in carrying this Act or the laws for the relief 
of the poor into execution, and whether performing one or more 
of the above-mentioned functions." (4 & 5 W. 4, c. 76, s. 109.) • 
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charging the duties of such offices, shall respectively per- 
form such duties as may be required of them by the Rules 
and Regulations of the Commissioners, in force at the 
time, together with all such other duties, conformable with 
the nature of their respective offices, as the Guardians may 
lawfully require them to perform. 

Provided always, that eveiy regulation applying to any 
officer holding his office under this Order, shall apply to 
any officer of the like denomination appointed by the 
Guardians, although such officer may have been appointed 
before this Order shall have come into force. 



Mode of Appointment. 

Art. 155. — Every officer and assistant, to be appoint64 
onder this Order, shall be appointed by a majority of the 
Gruardians present at a meeting of the Board, consisting of 
more than three Guardians, or by three Guardians if no 
more be present. Every such appointment shall, as soon 
as the same has been made, be reported to the Commis- 
sioners by the Clerk. 

Art. X56. — No appointment to any of the offices specified 
in Art. 153, shall be made under this Order, unless a notice 
that the question of making such appointment will be 
brought before the Board has been given and entered on 
the minutes, at one of the twl^ ordinary meetings of the 
Board next preceding the meeting at which the ap- 
pointment is made, or unless an advertisement giving no- 
tice of the consideration of such appointment shall have 
appeared in some public paper by the direction of the 
Guardians at least seven days before the day on which 
such appointment is made : Provided that no such notice or 
advertisement shall be necessaiy for the appointment of an 
assistant or temporary substitute. 

Art. 157. — The Guardians shall not by advertisement, or 
other public notice, printed or written, invite tenders for 
the supply of medicines, or for the medical attendance on 
the paupers of the Union, unless such advertisement or 
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notice shall spedfj the district or place for which such supply 
of medicines and such attendance is required, together 
with the amount of salary or other remuneration. 

Art. 158. — ^The Guardians may from time to time divide 
the Union into districts for general and medical relief, with 
the consent of the Commissioners ; and on any change in 
the division of the Union into districts for general and 
medical relief, or in the assignment of Relieving Officers 
and Medical Officers to such districts, the Clerk shall report 
eveiy such change to the Commissioners for their approba- 
tion. 

Art. 159. — ^The Guardians shall not assign to any Me- 
dical Officer a district which exceeds in extent the area of 
fifteen thousand statute acres, or which contains a population 
exceeding the number of fifteen thousand persons, according 
to the then last enimieration of the population published by 
authority of Parliament. 

Art. 160.-— Provided that, if it be impracticable, con- 
sistently with the proper attendance on the sick poor, for 
the Guardians to divide the Union into districts containing 
respectively an area and population less than is specified in 
Art. 159, then and in such case the Guardians shall cause a 
special minute to be made and entered on the usual record 
of their proceedings, stating the reasons which in their 
opinion make it necessary to form a district exceeding the 
said limits, and shall transmit a copy of such minute to 
the Commissioners for their consideration, and if the Com- 
missioners signify their approval thereof to such Guardians, 
then and in such case, but not otherwise, such Guardians 
may proceed to assign the said district to a Medical 
Officer. 

Art. 161.— Provided also, that the limit of fifteen 
thousand statute acres, prescribed in Art. 159, shall not 
apply to any medical district situate wholly or in part 
within the principality of Wales ; but no medical district 
situate wholly or in part within that principality shall be 
assigned to any Medical Officer residing more than seven 
miles from any part of any parish included within such 
district, unless such district shall have been specially 
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sanctioned by the Commissioners in the same manner as is 
directed in Art. 160. 

QUALIFIOA-TIONS OF OFFICERS. 

Art 162.— No person shall hold the office of Clerk, 
Treasurer, Master, or Relieving Officer under this Order 
who has not reached the age of twenty-one years. 

Art. 163. — No person shall hold the office of Master of a 
Workhouse, or Matron of a Workhouse having no Master, 
unless he or she be able to keep accounts. 

Art. 164. — No person shall hold the office of Relieving 
Officer unless he be able to keep accounts, and unless he 
reside in the district for which he may be appointed to act, 
devote his whole time to the performance of the duties of 
his office, and abstain £rom following any trade or pro- 
fession, and from entering into any other service. 

Art. 166. — No person shall hold the office of Nurse who 
is not able to read written directions upon medicines. 

Art. 166. — Provided always, that the Guardians may 
with the consent of the Commissioners previously ob- 
tained, but not otherwise, dispense with any of the condi- 
tions specified in Arts. 162, 163, 164, and 165. 

Art. 167. — No person shall be appointed to the office of 
Master, Matron, Schoolmaster, Schoolmistress, Porter, or 
Relieving Officer under this Order who does not agree to 
give one month's notice previous to resigning the office, or 
to forfeit one month's amount of salary, to be deducted as 
liquidated damages from the amount of salary due at the 
time of such resignation. 

Art. 168.— No person shall hold the office of Medical 
Officer under this Order unless he possess one of the four 
following qualifications ; that is to say, — 

1. A diploma or deg'ree as surgeon from a Royal College 

or University in England, Scotland, or Ireland, to- 
gether with a degree in medicine from a University 
in England, legally authorized to grant such degree, 
or together with a diploma or license of the Royal 
College of Physicians of London. 

2. A diploma or degree as surgeon from a Royal College 
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or University in England, Scotland, or Ireland, to- 
gether with a certificate to practise as an apothecary 
from the Society of Apothecaries of London. 

3. A diploma or deg^e as surgeon from a Royal College 

or University in England, Scotland, or Ireland, such 
person having been in actual practice as an apothe- 
cary on the first day of August, One thousand 
eight hundred and fifteen. 

4. A warrant or commission as surgeon or assistant- 

surgeon in Her Majesty's Navy, or as surgeon or 
assistant-surgeon or apothecary in Her Majesty's 
Army, or as surgeon or assistant-surgeon in the ser- 
vice of the Honourable East India Company, dated 
previous to the first day of August, One thousand 
eight hundred and twenty-six. 
Art. 169. — Provided always, that if it be impracticable, 
consistently with the proper attendance on the sick poor, 
for the Guardians to procure a person residing within the 
district in which he is to act, and duly qualified in one of 
the four modes recited in Art. 168, to attend on the poor in 
such district, or that the only person resident within such 
district, and so qualified, shall have been dismissed from 
office by the Commissioners, or shall be unfit or incompe- 
tent to hold the office of Medical Officer, then and in such 
case the Guardians shall cause a special minute to be made 
and entered on the usual record of their proceedings, stating 
the reasons which, in their opinion, make it necessary to 
employ a person not qualified as required by Art. 168, and 
shall forthwith transmit a copy of such minute to the Com- 
missioners for their consideration ; and the Commissioners 
may permit the employment by such Guardians of any 
person duly licensed to practise as a medical man, although 
such person be not qualified in one of the four modes re- 
quired by Art. 168. 

Art. 170. — Provided also, that the Guardians may, with 
the consent of the Commissioners, continue in office any 
Medical Officer duly licensed to practise as a medical man, 
already employed by any such Guardians, although such 
Medical Officer may not be qualified in one of the four 
modes required by Art. 168. 
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Art. 171. — No person shall hold the office of Chaplain 
under this Order without the consent of the Bishop of the 
diocese to his appointment, signified in writing. 

Remuneration of the Officers. 

Art. 172. — The Guardians shall pay to the several officers 
and assistants appointed to or holding any office or employ- 
ment under this Order, such salaries or remuneration as 
the Commissioners may from time to time direct or ap- 
prove. 

Provided that the Guardians, with the approval of the 
Commissioners, may pay to any officer or person employed 
by such Guardians a reasonable compensation on account 
of extraordinary services, or unforeseen circumstances con- 
nected with the duties of such officer or person, or the 
necessities of the Union. 

Art. 173. — The salary of every officer, or assistant, ap- 
pointed to or holding any office or employment under this 
Order, shall be payable up to the day on which he ceases 
to hold such office or employment, and no longer. 

Art. 174. — If no remuneration or salary be expressly 
assigned to the Treasurer, the protit arising from the use 
of money from time to time left in his hands shall be 
deemed to be the payment of his services. 

Art. 176. — An officer who may be suspended, and who 
may without the previous removal of such suspension be 
dismissed by the Commissioners, shall not be entitled to 
any salary from the date of such suspension. 

Art. 176. — The Guardians shall not pay to any officer, 
bound to account, to be hereafter appointed, who may have 
been removed, or who may be under suspension from his 
office, any salary claimed by such officer until his accounts 
shall have been audited by the Auditor (a). 

(a) By the Oixler as to accounts, not included Id this collection, 
17 March, 1847, Art. 31, it is provided that the Gaardians may, 
if they think fit, pay to each officer who has not been rernoved 
or suspended from his or her office, and wlio is entitled to 
receive from them payment of any salary, whether by way of

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Art. 177. — No salary of any District Medical Officer 
shall include the remuneration for operations and services 
of the following classes performed by such Medical Officer 
in that capacity for any out-door pauper, but such opera- 
tions and services shaU be paid for by the Guardians, ac- 
cording to the rates specified in this Article.

The above rates shall include the payment for the supply 
of all kinds of apparatus and splints. 

Art. 178. — Provided that, except in cases of sudden ac- 
cident immediately threatening life, no Medical Officer 
shall be entitled to receive such remuneration for any am- 
putation, unless he shall have obtained at his own cost the 
advice of some member of the Royal College of Surgeons 
of London, or some fellow or licentiate of the Royal Col- 
lege of Physicians of London, before performing such am- 
putation, and unless he shall also produce to the Guardians 
a certificate from such member of the Royal College of 
Surgeons, or such fellow or licentiate, stating that in his 
opinion it was right and proper that such amputation 
should be then performed. 



every quarter, provided the accounts of such officer shall have 
been presented by him or her to the Board of Guardians duly 
made up. The Guardians may, however, if they think fit, defer 
the payment of the salary of any officer until his or her accounts 
shall have been allowed by the auditor. This does not relate to 
Medical Officers, or Schoolmasters, or Schoolmistresses; but their 
salaries may be paid at the end of each quarter, without waiting 
for the completion of the audit. {Cire. Let, 23 March, 1855.) 
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Art. 179. — Provided also, that if in any case the patient 
has not survived the operation more than thirty-six hours, 
and has not required and received several attendances after 
the operation hy the Medical Officer who has performed 
the same, such Medical Officer shall be entitled only to one 
half of the payments respectively prescribed above. 

Art, 180. — Provided also, that if several of the fees 
specified in Art. 177, become payable with respect to the 
same person at the same time, and in consequence of the 
same cause or injury, the Medical Officer shall be entitled 
only to one of such fees, and if they be unequal, to the 
highest. 

Art. 181. — In any surgical case, not provided for in 
Art. 177, which has presented peculiar difficulty, or re- 
quired and received long attendance from the District Me- 
dical Officer, the Guardians may make to the said Medical 
Officer such reasonable extra allowance as they may think 
fit, and the Commissioners may approve. 

Art. 182. — In cases in which any Medical Officer, either 
for the Workhouse or a District, shall be called on by order 
of a person legally qualified to make such order, to attend 
any woman in or immediately after childbirth, or shall, 
under circumstances of difficulty or danger, without any 
order, visit any such woman actually receiving relief, or 
whom the Guardians may subsequently decide to have 
been in a destitute condition, such Medical Officer shall be 
paid for his attendance and medicines by a sum of not less 
than ten shillings, nor more than twenty shillings, ac- 
cording as the Guardians may agree with such Officer. 

Art. 183. — Provided that in any special case in which 
great difficulty may have occurred in the delivery, or long 
subsequent attendance in respect of some puerperal malady 
or affection may have been requisite, any District Medical 
Officer shall receive the sum of two pounds. 

Security of the Officers. 

Art. 184.— ^E very Treasurer, Master, Matron of a Work- 
house in which there is no Master, Collector, or Relieving 
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Officer, every person hereinafter appointed as Clerk, and 
every other officer whom the Guardians shall require so to do, 
shall respectively give a bond conditioned for the due and 
faithful performance of the duties of the office, with two 
sufficient sureties, not, in the case of any security to be 
hereafter entered into, being officers of liie same Union : 
and every officer who shall have entered into any such 
security shall give immediate notice to the Guardians of 
the death, insolvency, or bankruptcy of either of such 
sureties, and shall, when required by the Guardians, pro- 
duce a certificate, sig^ned by two householders, that his 
sureties are alive, and believed by them to be solvent, and 
such officer shall supply a fresh surety, in the place of any 
such surety who may die, or become bankrupt or insolvent. 

Art. 185. — Provided that the Guardians may, if they 
think fit, take the security of any society or company 
expressly authorized by statute to guarantee or secure the 
faithful discharge of the duties of such officers (a). 

Art. 186. — Provided also, that the Guardians may with 
the consent of the Commissioners, dispense with such se- 
curity in the case of any banking firm acting as Treasurer, 
or in the case of a Treasurer, being a banker or partner of 
such firm. 

Continuance in Office and Suspension op 
Officers.— Supply op Vacancies 0), 

Art. 187. — Every officer appointed to or holding any 
office under this Order, other than a Medical Officer, shall 
continue to hold the same until he die, or resign, or be re- 
moved by the Commissioners, or be proved to be insane, to 
the satisfaction of the Commissioners. 

Art. 188. — Provided always, that every porter, nurse,

without the consent of the Commissioners ; but every such 
disnuBsal, and the grounds thereof, shall be reported to the 
Commissioners. 

Art. 189. — If any Master and Matron hereafter ap- 
pointed be husband and wife, and one of them should be 
dismissed by order of the Commissioners, or should other- 
wise vacate his or her office, or should die, the other or 
survivor shall, at the expiration of the then current quarter, 
cease to hold his or her office of Master or Matron, as the 
ease may be. 

Art. 190. — No officer of a Workhouse who may have 
been dismissed by any Order of the Commissioners, shall, 
after such dismissal, remain upon the Workhouse premises, 
er enter therein for the purpose of interfering in the ma- 
nagement of such Workhouse, unless the Commissioners 
have consented to his subsequent appointment to an office 
in such Workhouse, under the provisions of the said iirst- 
redted Act, or to his temporary employment therein. 

Art. 191. — Every Medical Officer duly appointed shall, 
nnless the period for which he is appointed be entered on 
the Minutes of the Guardians at the time of making such 
appointment, or be acknowledged in writing by such Me- 
dicsl Officer, continue in office until he may die or resign, 
or become legally disqualified to hold such office, or be 
removed therefrom by the Commissioners (a). 

Art 192. — The Guardians may at their discretion sus- 
pend from the discharge of his or her duties any Master, 
Matron, Schoolmaster, Schoolmistress, Medical Officer, 
Relieving Officer, or Superintendent of Out-door Labour ; 
and the Guardians shall, in case of every such suspension,

shall forthwith resume the performance of his or her duties. 

Art. 193. — If any officer, or assistant, appointed to or 
holding any office or employment under this Order, be 
at any time prevented by sickness or accident, or other 
sufficient reason, £rom the performance of his duties, the 
Guardians may appoint a fit person to act as his tempo- 
rary substitute, and may pay him a reasonable compen- 
sation for his services ; and every such appointment shall 
be reported to the Commissioners as soon as the same shall 
have been made. 

Art. 104. — ^The Vice-Chairman, or some Gtiardian to 
be appointed by the Guardians, may perform any of the 
duties assigned to the Clerk until any vacancy in the office 
shall have been filled, or until a substitute be appointed in 
the case of the sickness, accident, or absence of the Clerk. 

Art. 196. — When any officer may die, resign, or become 
legally disqualified to perform the duties of his office, the 
Guardians shall, as soon as conveniently may be after such 
death, resignation, or disqualification, give notice thereof 
to the Commissioners, and proceed to make a new appoint- 
ment to the office so vacant in the manner prescribed by the 
above regulations. 

Art. 196. — If any officer give notice of an intended re- 
signation to take effect on a future day, the Guardians may 
elect a successor to such officer, in conformity with the 
above regulations, at any time subsequent to such notice. 

Art. 197. — In the case of any Medical Officer who holds 
his office for a specified term, the Guardians may provide 
for the continuance of such officer, or appoint his successor, 
within the three calendar months next before the expi- 
ration of such term (a). 

Pebsonal Discharge op Duties. 
Art, 198. — In every case not otherwise provided for by

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this Order, every officer shall perform his duties in person, 
and shall not intrust the same to a deputy, except with the 
special permission of the Commissioners on the application 
cf the Guardians. 

Art. 199. — Every Medical Officer shall he hound to visit 
and attend personally, as far as may he practicable, the 
poor persons intrusted to his care, and shall be responsible 
for the attendance on them. 

Art 200. — Every Medical Officer shall, as soon as may 
be after his appointment, name to the Guardians some 
legally qualified medical practitioner to whom application 
iat medicines or attendance may be made, in the case of 
bis absence from home, or other hinderance to his personal 
attendance, and who will supply the same at the cost of 
each Medical Officer, and the name and residence of every 
Medical Practitioner so named shall be forwarded by the 
Clerk to each Relieving Officer, and to the Overseers of 
every Parish in the District of such Medical Officer. 

DUTIES OF THE OFFICERS. 

Art. 201. — And We do hereby define and specify the 
duties of the several Officers appointed to or holding their 
offices imder this Order, and direct the execution thereof, 
to be as follows : — 

Duties of the Clerk. 

Art 202.— The following shall be the duties of the 
Clerk :— 

No. 1. To aMend all meetings of the Board of Gtiar- 
dians, and to keep punctually minutes of the proceed- 
ings at every meeting, to enter the said minutes in a 
book, and to submit the same so entered to the pre- 
siding Chairman at the succeeding meeting for his 
signature. 

No. 2. To keep, check, and examine all accounts, books 
of accounts, minutes, books, and other documents as 
required of him by the Regulations of the Commis- 
sioners, or relating to the business of the G>3Axdiaxk&^ 

F 2' 
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and from time to time to produce all snch books and 
documents, together with the necessary vouchers, and 
the bonds of any Officers, with any certificates relating 
thereto, which may be in his custody, to the Auditor 
of the Union, at the place of audit, and at the time and 
in such manner as may be required by the Reg^ulations 
of the Commissioners. 

No. 3. To peruse and conduct the correspondence of 
the Guardians according to their directions, and to 
preserve the same, as well as all orders of the Com- 
missioners, and letters received, together with copies 
of all letters sent, and all letters, books, papers, and 
documents belonging to the Union, or intrusted to him 
by the Guardians, and to make all necessary copies 
thereof. 

No. 4. To prepare all written contracts and agreements 
to be entered into by any parties with the Guardians, 
and to see that the same are duly executed, and to 
prepare all bonds or other securities to be given by any 
of tiie Officers of the Union, and to see that the same 
axe duly executed by such Officers and their sureties. 

No. 5. To receive all requisitions of Guardians for ex- 
traordinary meetings, and to summon such meetings 
accordingly ; and to make, sign, and send all notices 
required to be given to the Guardians, by this or any 
other Order of the Commissioners. 

No. 6. To countersign all orders legally made by the 
Guardians on Overseers, for the payment of money, 
and all orders legally drawn by the Guardians upon 
the Treasurer. 

No. 7. To ascertain, before every ordinary meeting of 
the Board, the balance due to or from the Union, in 
account with the Treasurer, and to enter the same in 
the minute book. 

No. 8. At the first meeting of the Guardians in each 
quarter, to lay before the Guardians, or some Com- 
mittee appointed by them, the non-settled poor ac- 
count, and the non-resident poor account, posted in 
his ledger to the end of the preceding quarter, and to 
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take the directions of the Guardians respecting the 
remittance of cheques or post-office orders to the 
Guardians of any other Union or Parish, or the 
transmission of accounts due from other Unions or 
Parishes, and requests for payments. 

lib. 9. Within fourteen days from the close of each 
quarter, to transmit by post all accounts of relief 
administered in the course of the preceding quarter to 
non-settled poor to the Guardians of the Unions and 
Parishes on account of which such relief was given ; 
and to state in every account so transmitted the names 
and classes of the several paupers to whom the relief 
in question has been administered. 

No. 10. To communicate to the several officers and per- 
sons engaged in the administration of relief within the 
Union, all orders and directions of the Commissioners, 
or of the Guardians ; and, so far as may be, to give the 
instructions requisite for the prompt and correct exe- 
cution of all such orders and directions, and to report 
to the Guardians any neglect or failure therein which 
may come to his knowledge. 

No. II. To conduct all applications by or on behalf of 
the Guardians to any Justice or Justices at their 
Special, Petty, or General Sessions, and if he be an 
attorney or solicitor, to perform and execute all legal 
business connected with the Union, or in which the 
Guardians shall be engaged, except prosecutions at the 
assizes, actions at law, suits in equity, or parliamentary 
business, without charge for anything beyond disburse- 
ments (a). 

(a) By Stat. 7 & 8 Vict. c. 101, s. 68, it is enacted that not- 
withstanding anythinfj^ contained in stat. 6 & 7 Vict. c. 73, as to 
attomies, it shall be lawful for any Clerk or other Officer to any 
Board of Guardians, constituted under the said first-recited Act 
or under any local Act, or to any District Board, if duly em- 
powered by such board to make or resist any application, claim, 
or complaint, or to take and conduct any proceedings on behalf of 
such Board, before any Justice or Justices of the Peace, at Petty or 
Special Sessions, or out of Sessions, although such Clerk or Officer 
be not an attorney or solicitor, or have not obtained a stamped 
certificate in pursuance of the provisions of the said Act. 
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No. 12. To prepare and transmit all reports, answers, or 
returns, as to any question or matter connected with 
or relating to the administration of the laws for the 
relief of the Poor in the Union, or to any other 
business of the Union, which are required by the 
Begulations of the Commissioners, or which the Com- 
missioners, or any Assistant Commissioner, may law- 
fully require from him. 

No. 13. To conduct duly and impartially, and in strict 
conformity with the Regulations in force at the time, 
the annual, or any other Election of Guardians. 

No. 14. To observe and execute all lawful orders and 
directions of the (juardians applicable to his office (b). 

Duties of the Tbeasubeb of the Union. 

Art. 203.— The following shall be the duties of the Trea^ 
surer of the Union : — 

No. 1. To receive all monies tendered to be paid to the 
Gruardians, and to place the same to their credit. 

No. 2. To pay out of any monies for the time being m 
his hands belonging to the Guardians, all orders for 
money which shall be drawn upon him, in conformity 
with Art. 84, when the same shall be presented at the 
house or usual place of business of the Treasurer, and 
within the usual hours of business. 

No. 3. To keep an account, under the proper dates, of all 
monies received and paid by him as such Treasurer, to 
balance the same at Lady Day and Michaelmas in 
every year, and to render an account of such monies 
to the Guardians when required by them to do so.

Duties of a Medical Officer (d). 

Art. 205. — The following shall be the duties of every 
Medical Officer appointed by the Guardians, whether he 
be the Medical Officer for a Workhouse or for a District : — 

No. 1. To give to the Guardians, when required, any 
reasonable information respecting the case of any pauper 
who is or has been under his care ; to make any such 
written report relative to any sickness prevalent among 
the paupers under his care, as the Guardians or the 
Commissioners may require of him ; and to attend any 
meeting of the Board of Guardians when requested by 
them to do so. 

No. 2. To give a certificate respecting children whom it 
is proposed to apprentice, in conformity with Arts. 59 
and 61. 

No. 3. To give a certificate under his hand in every 
case to the Guardians, or the Relieving Officer, or the 
pauper on whom he is attending, of the sickness of such 
pauper or other cause of his attendance, when required 
to do so.

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No. 4. — In keeping the books prescribed by this Order, to 
employ, so far as is practicable, the terms used or recom- 
mended in the regulations and statistical nosology 
issued by the Registrar Genei^d; and also to show 
when the visit or attendance made or given to any 
pauper was made or given by any person employed by 
himself. 

Duties of a Distbict Medical Offioeb. 

Art. 206. —The following shall be the duties of a District 
Medical OflScer : — 

No. 1. To attend duly and punctually upon all poor 
persons requiring medical attendance within the Dis- 
trict of the Union assigned to him, and according to his 
agreement to supply the requisite medicines to such 
persons, whenever he may be lawfully required to fur- 
nish such attendance or medicines by a written or 
printed order of the Guardians, or of a Relieving 
Officer, of the Union, or of an Overseer. 

No. 2. On the exhibition to him of a ticket, according 
to Art. 76, and on application made on behalf of the 
party to whom such ticket was given, to afford such 
medical attendance and medicines as he would be bound 
to supply if he had received in each case an order 
from the Guardians to afford such attendance and 
medicines (e). 

No. 3. To inform the Relieving Officer of any poor person 
whom he may attend without an order. 

No. 4. To make a return to the Guardians at each ordi* 
nary meeting, in a book prepared according to the Form 
marked P. (f) hereunto annexed, and to insert therein 
the date of every attendance, and the other particulars 
required by such Form, in conformity with Art. 205^ 
No. 4.

Duties of the Medical Officer fob the 

Workhouse. 

Art 207. — The following shall be the duties of the Medical 
Officer to the Workhouse : — 

No. 1. To attend at the Workhouse at the periods fixed 
by the Guardians, and also when sent for by the Master 
or Matron. 

No. 2. To attend duly and punctually upon all poor 
persons in the Workhouse requiring medical attendance, 
"and according to his agreement to supply the requisite 
medicines to such persons. 

No. 3. To examine the state of the paupers on their ad- 
mission into the Workhouse, and to give the requisite 
directions to the Master according to Arts. 91 and 92. 

No. 4. To give directions and make suggestions as to the 
diet, classification, and treatment of the sick paupers, 
and paupers of unsound mind, and to report to the 
Guardians any pauper of unsound mind in the Work- 
house whom he may deem to be dangerous, or fit to be 
sent to a Lunatic Asylum. 

No. 5. To give all necessary instruction as to the diet or 
treatment of children and women suckling children, 
and to vaccinate such of the children as may require 
vaccination. 

No. 6. To report in writing to the Guardians any defect 
in the diet, drainage, ventilation, warmth, or other 
arrangements of the Workhouse, or any excess in the 
number of any class of inmates, which he may deem to 
be detrimental to the health of the inmates,

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No. 7. To report in writing to the GKiardians any defect 
which he may ohserve in the arrangements of the in- 
firmary, and in the performance of their duties by the 
nurses of the sick. 

No. 8. To make a return to the Ghiardians, at each ordi- 
nary meeting, in a book prepared according to the 
Form Q. (g) hereunto annexed, and to insert therein 
the date of every attendance, in conformity with Art. 
205, and the other particulars required by such Form 
to be inserted by the Medical Officer, and to enter in 
such return the death of every pauper who shall die 
in the Workhouse, together with the apparent cause 
thereof. 

No. 9. To enter in the commencement of such book, ac- 
cording to the Form marked R. (h) hereunto annexed, 
the proper dietary for the sick paupers in the house in 
so many different scales as he shall deem expedient. 

Duties of thb Master. 

Art. 208. — ^The following shall be the duties of the 
Master : — 

No. 1. To admit paupers into the Workhouse, in obedience 
to the orders specified in Art. 88, and also every person 
applying for admission who may appear to him to re- 
quire relief through any sudden or urgent necessity, 
and to cause every pauper, upon admission, to be 
examined by the Medical Officer, as is directed in 
Art. 91. 

No. 2. To cause every male pauper above the age of seven 
years, upon admission, to be searched, cleansed and 
clothed, and to be placed in the proper ward. 

No. 3. To enforce industry, order, punctuality, and clean- 
liness, and the observance of all regulations for the 
government of the Workhouse by the paupers, and by 
the several officers, assistants, and servants therein.

ISTo, 6. To provide for and enforce the employment of the 
able-bodied adult paupers, during the hours of labour ; 
to assist in training the youths in such employment 
as will best fit them for gaining their own living J 
to keep the partially disabled paupers occupied to the 
extent of their ability; and to dlow none who are 
capable of employment to be idle at any time. 

No. 7. To vidt the sleeping-wards of the male paupers at 
eleven o'clock in the forenoon of every day, and see 
that such wards have been all duly cleansed and are 
properly ventilated. 

19^0. 8. To see that the meals of the paupers are duly pro- 
vided, dressed, and served, according to the directions 
in Arts. 104 and 107, and to superintend the distribu- 
tion of the food. 

IS'a 9. To say, or cause to be said, grace before and after 

meals. 
No. 10. To vifflt all the wards of the male paupers before 
nine o'clock every night in winter, and ten o'clock in 
summer, and see that all the male paupers are in bed, 
and that all fires and lights therein are extinguished, 
except so far as may be necessary for the sick. 

No. 11. To receive from the Porter the keys of the Work- 
house at nine o'clock every night, and to deliver them 
to him again at six o'clock every morning, or at such 
hours as shall from time to time be fixed by the Guar- 
dians. 
No. 12. To see that the male paupers are properly clothed, 

and that their clothes are kept in proper repair. 
No. 13. To cause the birth of every child bom in the 
Workhouse to be registered by the Registrar of Births 
and Deaths within the space of one week after such 
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child, shall haye been bom ; and also to enter such birth 
in a register kept according to Form S. (i) hereunto 
annexed. 

No. 14. To send for the Medical Officer in case any 
pauper is taken ill or becomes insane, and to take care 
that all sick and insane paupers are duly visited by the 
Medical Officer, and are provided with such medicines 
and attendance, diet and other necessaries, as the 
Medical Officer or the Guardians direct, and to apprise 
the nearest relation in the Workhouse of the sickness 
of any pauper, and, in case of dangerous sickness, to 
send for the Chaplain, and any relative or friend of 
the pauper, resident within a reasonable distance, whom 
the pauper may desire to see. 

No. 15. To take care that no pauper at the approach of 
death shall be left unattended either during Uie day or 
the night. 

No. 16. To give immediate information of the death of 
any pauper in the Workhouse to the Medical Officer, 
and to the nearest relations of the deceased who may 
be known to him, and who may reside within a reason- 
able distance ; and if the body be not removed within 
a reasonable time, to provide for the interment thereof. 

No. 17. When requisite, to cause the death of every 
pauper dying in the Workhouse to be duly registered 
by the R^strar of Births and Deaths within five days 
idter the day of such death ; and also to enter such 
death in a register kept according to Form T. (J) 
hereunto annexed. 

No. 18. To deliver an inventory of the clothes and other 
property of any pauper who may have died in the 
Workhouse, to the Guardians at their next ordinary 
meeting. 

No. 19. To keep such portion of the Workhouse Medical 
Belief Book prescribed in this Order as is assigned to

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him in the Form marked Q. {k), and to keep all books or 
accounts which he is, or hereafter may be, by any 
Order of the Commissioners, directed and required to 
keep, to allow the same to be constantly open to the 
inspection of any of the Guardians of the Union, and 
to submit the same to the Guardians at their ordinary 
meetings. 

No. 20. To submit to the Guardians, at every ordinary 
meeting, an estimate of such provisions and other 
articles as are required for the use of the Workhouse, 
and to receive and execute the directions of the 
Guardians thereupon. 

No. 21. To receive all provisions and other articles pur- 
chased or procured for the use of the Workhouse, and 
before placing them in store to examine and compare 
them with the bills of parcels or invoices severally re- 
lating thereto ; and after having proved the accuracy 
of such bills or invoices, to authenticate the same with 
his signature, and submit them to the Guardians at 
their next ordinary meeting. 

No. 22. To receive and take charge of all provisions, 
clothing, linen, and other articles belonging to the 
Workhouse, or confided to his care by the Guardians, 
and issue the same to the Matron or other persons as 
may be required. 

No. 23. To report to the Guardians from time to time 
the names of such children as the Schoolmaster may 
recommend as fit to be put out to service, or other em- 
ployment, and to take the necessary steps for carrying 
into efiect the directions of the Guardians thereon. 

No. 24. To take care that the wards, rooms, larder, 
kitchen, and all other offices of the Workhouse, and all 
the utensils and furniture thereof, be kept clean and in 
good order ; and as often as any defect in the same, or 
in the state of the Workhouse, shall occur, to report the 
same in writing to the Guardians at their next ordinary 
meeting.

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No. 25. To submit to the Guardians, at every ordinary 
meetingi a report of the number of the inmates in the 
Workhouse according to the Form U.(/) hereto 
annexed. 
No. 26. To bring before the Visiting Committee or the 
Guardians any pauper inmate desirous of making a 
complaint or application to the Guardians. 
No. 27. To report forthwith to the Medical Officer and to 
the Guardians, in writing, all cases in which any re- 
straint or compulsion may have been used towards any 
pauper inmate of unsound mind in the Workhouse. 
No. 28. To keep a book, in which he shall enter all his 
written reports to the Guardians or to the Medical 
Officer, and to lay the same before the Guardians at 
every ordinary meeting. 
No. 29. To inform the Visiting Committee and the 
Guardians of the state of the Workhouse in every de- 
partment, and to report in writing to the Guardians 
any negligence or oilier misconduct on the part of any 
of the subordinate officers or servants of the establish- 
ment : and generally to observe and fulfil all lawful 
orders and directions of the Guardians suitable to his 
office. 
Art. 209. — ^The Mastej^ shall not, except in cases of 
necessity, purchase or procure any articles for the use 
of the Workhouse, nor order any alterations or repairs of 
any part of the premises, or of the furniture or other 
articles belonging thereto, nor pay any monies on account 
of the Workhouse, or of the Union, without the authority 
of the Guardians, nor apply any Articles belonging to the 
Guardians to purposes other than those authorized or ap- 
proved of by such Guardians. 

Duties of the Matron. 

Art. 210.— The following shall be the duties of the 
Matron : —

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No. 1. In the absence of the Master, or during his 
inability to act, to act as his substitute in the admission 
of paupers into the Workhouse, according* to Arts. 
88 and 208, Nos. 1 and 2, and to cause every pauper 
Bpon such admission to be examined by the Medical 
Officer, as is directed in Art. 91. 

No. 2. To cause the pauper children under the age of 
seven years, and the female paupers, to be searched, 
cleansed, and clothed upon their admission, and to be 
placed in their proper wards. 

No. 8. To provide for and enforce the employment of the 
able-bodied female paupers during the hours of labour, 
and to keep the partially disabled female paupers oc- 
cupied to the extent of their ability, and to assist the 
Schoolmistress in training up the children so as best to 
fit them for service. 

No. 4. To call over the names of the paupers as is directed 
in Art. 103, to inspect their persons, and see that each 
individual is clean. 

No. 5. To visit the sleeping wards of the female paupers 
at eleven o'clock in the forenoon of every day, and to 
see that such wards have been all duly cleansed and are 
properly ventilated. 

No. 6. To visit all the wards (f£ the females and children 
every night before nine o'clock, and to ascertain that 
all the paupers in such wards are in bed, and all fires 
and lights not necessary for the sick or for \7omen 
suckling their children therein extinguished. 

No. 7. To pay particular attention to the moral conduct 
and orderly behaviour of the females and children, 
and to see that they are dean and decent in their dress 
and persons. 

No. 8. To superintend and give the necessary directions 
for making and mending the linen and clothing sup- 
plied to the male paupers, and all the clothing supplied 
to the female paupers and children, and to take care that 
all such clothing be properly numbered and marked on 
the inside with the name of the Union. 

No. 9. To see that every pauper in the Workhouse has 
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dean linen and stockings once a week, and that all 
the beds and bedding be kq)t in a dean and wholesome 
state. 
19^0. 10. To take charge of the linen and stockings for 
the use of the paupers, and the other linen in use in 
the Workhouse, and to apply the same to such purposes 
as shall be authorized or approved of by the Guardians, 
and to no other. 
No. 11. To superintend and give the necessary directions 
concerning the washing, drying, and getting up of the 
linen, stockings and blankets, and to see that the same 
be not dried in the sleeping-wards, or in the sick- 
wards. 
No. 12. To take proper care of the children and sick 
paupers, and to provide the proper diet for the same, 
and for women suckling infants, and to furnish them 
with such changes of clothes and linen as may be 
necessary. 
No. 13. To assist the Master in the general management 
and superintendence of the Workhouse, and espedally 
in — 
Enforcing the observance of good order, cleanliness, 
punctuality, industry, and decency of demeanour 
among the paupers : — 
Cleansing and ventilating the sleeping-wards and 
the dining-hall, and all other parts of the pre- 
mises; 
Placing in store and taking charge of the provisions, 
clothing, linen, and other articles belonging to 
the Union. 
No. 14. When requested by the Porter in pursuance of 
Art. 214, No. 6, to search any female entering or 
leaving the Workhouse under tiie circumstances des- 
cribed in that Article. 
No. 15« To report to the Master any negligence or other 
misconduct on the part of any of the female officers 
or servants of the establislmient, or any case in 
which restraint or compulsion may have been used 
towards any female inmate of unsound mind. 
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No. 16. And generally to observe and fulfil all lawful 
orders and directions of the Guardians suitable to her 
office. 

Duties of the Chaplain (a). 

Art. 311. — ^The following shall be the duties of tha 
Chaplain :— 

No. 1. To read prayers and preach a sermon to the 
paupers and other inmates of the Workhouse on every 
Sunday, and on Grood Friday and Christmas Bay, 
unless the Guardians, with the consent of the Com- 
missioners, may otherwise direct. 

No. 2. To examine the children, and to catechise such as 
belong to the Church of England, at least once in 
every month, and to make a record of the same, and 
state the dates of his attendance, the general progress 
and condition of the children, and the moral and re- 
ligious state of the inmates generally, in a book to be 
kept for that purpose, to be laid before the Guardians at 
their next ordinary meeting, and to be termed '' The 
Chaplain's Report. 

No. 3. To visit the sick paupers, and to administer 
religious consolation to them in the Workhouse, at 
sueh periods as the Guardians may appoint, and when 
applied to for that purpose by the Master or Matron. 

Duties of the Sohoolmasteb and Sohoolmistbess. 

Art. 212. — ^The following shall be the duties of the 
Schoolmaster and Schoolmistress for the Workhouse, or 
either of them : — 

No. I. To instruct the boys and girls according to the 
directions in Art. 114. 

No. 2. To regulate the discipline and arrangements of

No. 6. To assist the Master and Matron respectively in 
maintaining due subordination in the Workhouse. 

DUTIBS OF ▲ NURSB.. 

Art. 213. — ^The following shall be the duties of a Nurse 

for the Workhouse : — 
No. 1. To attend upon the sick in the sick and lying-in 

wards, and to administer to them all medicines and 

medical applications, according to the directions of the 

Medical Officer. 
No. 2. To inform the Medical Officer of any defects 

which may be observed in the arrangements of the 

sick or lying-in ward. 
No. 3. To take care that a light is kept at night in the 

sick-ward. 

Duties of thb Pobtbr. 

Art. 214. — ^The following shall be the duties of the 
Porter of the Workhouse : — 

No. 1. To keep the gate, and to prevent any person not 
being an officer of the Workhouse, or of the Union, an 
Assistant Poor-law CommissioQer, or any person 
authorized by law, or by the Commissioners, or Guar- 
dians, from entering into or going out of the house 
without the leave of the Master or Matron. 

No. 2. To keep a book in which he shall enter the name 
and business of every officer or other person who shall 
go into the Workhouse, and the name of every officer 
or other person who shall go out thereof, together 
with the time of such ' officer or person's going in or 
out. 



Duties of Officers— The Porter. 115 

No. 8. To receive all paupers who apply or present 
themselves for admission in conformity with Art. 88; 
and if the Master and Matron be both absent, to place 
such paupers in the receiving ward until the Master or 
Matron return. 

No. 4. To examine all parcels and goods before they are 
received into the Workhouse, and prevent the ad- 
mission of any spirituous or fermented liquors or 
other articles contrary to any of the regulations con- 
tained in this Order, or otherwise contrary to law. 

No. 6. To search any male pauper entering or leaving 
the Workhouse whom he may suspect of having pos- 
session of any spirits or other prohibited articles, and 
to require any other person entering the Workhouse 
whom he may suspect of having possession of any 
such spirits or prohibited articles, to satisfy him to the 
contrary before he permit such person to be admitted, 
and in the case of any female, to cause the Matron to 
be called for the purpose of searching her, if necessary. 

No. 6. To examine all parcels taken by any pauper out 
of the Workhouse, and to prevent the undue removal 
of any article from the premises. 

No. 7. To lock all the outer doors, and jtake the keys to 
the Master, at nine o'clock every night, and to receive 
them back from him every morning at six o'clock, or 
at such hours as shall from time to time be fixed by 
the Guardians ; and if any application for admission 
to the Workhouse be made after the keys shall have 
been so taken to the Master, to apprise the Master 
forthwith of such application. 

No. 8. To assist the Master and Matron in preserving 
order, and in enforcing obedience and due subordina- 
tion in the Workhouse. 

No. 9. To inform the Master of all things affecting the 
security and order of the Workhouse, and to obey 
all lawful directions of the Master or Matron, and of 
the Guardians, suitable to his office. 
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Duties of ▲ Relieying Officer (a). 

Art. 215. — ^The following shall be the duties of a Reliev- 
ing Officer : — 

No. 1. To attend all ordinary meetings of the Guardians^ 
and to attend all other meetings when summoned by 
the Clerk. 

No. 2. To receive all applications for relief made to him 
within his district, or relating to any Parish situated 
within his district, and forthwith to examine into the 
circumstances of every case by visiting the house of the 
applicant (if situated within his district), and by making 
aU necessary inquiries into the state of health, the ability 
to work, the condition and family, and the means of such 
applicant, and to report the result of such inquiries in 
the prescribed form to the Guardians, at their next 
ordinary meeting, and also to visit from time to time 
as requisite all paupers receiving relief, and to report 
concerning the same as the Guardians may direct. 

No. 8. In any case of sickness or accident requiring relief 
by medical attendance to procure such attendance by 
giving an order on the District Medical Officer, in 
the Form V. {b) hereunto annexed, or by such other 
means as the urgency of the case may require. 

No. 4. To ascertain from time to time from the District 
Medical Officer the names of any poor persons whom 
such Medical Officer may have attended or supplied 
with medicines without having received an order from 
himself to that effect. 

No. 5. In every case of a poor person receiving medical 
relief, as soon as may be, and from time to time after- 
wards, to visit the house of such person, and until 
the next ordinary meeting of the Guardians, to supply 
such relief (not being in money) as the case on his own

No. 6. In every case of sudden or urgrent necessity, to 
afford such relief to the destitute person as may be re- 
quisite, either by giving such person an order of ad- 
mission into the Workhouse, and conveying him thereto 
if necessary, or by affording him relief out of the Work- 
house, provided that the same be not given in money, 
whether such destitute person be settled in any Parish 
comprised in the Union or not. 

No. 7. To report to the Guardians at their next ordinary 
meeting all cases reported to him by an Overseer in 
conformity with Art. 218, and to obey the directions 
of the Guardians with reference to the relief adminis- 
tered in such cases. 

No. 8. To perform the duties with respect to pauper ap- 
prentices prescribed by Arts. 60, 61, and 62. 

No. 9. To give all reasonable aid and assistance at the 
request of any other Relieving Officer of the Union, by 
examining into the case of any applicant for relief, or 
administering relief to any pauper whose name has 
been entered on the books of such other Relieving 
Officer, and who may be within his own district. 

No. 10. Duly and punctually to supply the weekly al- 
lowances of all paupers belonging to his district, or 
being within the same, and to pay or administer the 
relief of all paupers within his district to the amount 
and in the manner in which he may have been lawfully 
ordered by the Guardians to pay or administer the 
same. 

No. 11. To visit, relieve, and otherwise attend to non- 
settled poor, being within his district, according to the 
directions of the Guardians, whose officer he is, and in 
no other way, subject always to the obligation imposed 
on him in cases of sudden or urgent necessity. 

No. 12. To set apart one or more pages in his out-door 
relief list, in which he shall duly and punctually 
enter up the payments made by authority of his own 
Board of Guardians to non-settled poor, and to take 
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credit for such payments in his receipt and expenditure 
book. 
No. 13. To present his weekly accounts to the Clerk for 
his inspection, and authentication before every ordinary 
meeting of the Guardians, and to the Guardians at such 
meeting, for their approval. 
No. 14. To submit to the Auditor of the Union all his 
books, accounts, and vouchers, at the place of audit, 
and at such time, and in such manner, as may be re- 
quired by the Regulations of the Commissioners. 
No. 15. To assist the Clerk in conducting and completing 
the annual or other election of Guardians, according 
to the Regulations of the Commissioners. 
No. 16. To observe and execute aU lawful orders and 
. directions of the Guardianis, applicable to his office. 
Art. 216. — ^The Relieving Officer shall in no case take 
credit in his accounts, or enter as paid or given by way of 
relief, any money or other articles which have not been 
paid or given previously to the taking of such credit, or the 
making of such entry ; and he shall not take credit in such 
accounts for any money paid to any tradesman or other 
person without producing, at the next ordinary meeting of 
the Guardians, a bill from such tradesman or person with 
voucher of payment. 

Duties of a SuPEBiNTBNDBirr of Out-door 

Labour. 

Art. 217. — The duties of a Superintendent of Out-door 
Labour shall be to superintend any able-bodied paupers not 
inmates of the Workhouse who may be set to work by the 
Guardians, to take care that they perform the work respec- 
tively assigned to them, and to report truly to the Guardians 
respecting the performance of such work. 

RECEIPT AND PAYMENT OF MONEY BY 

OFFICERS. 

Art. 218. — JJo Clerk, Relieving Officer, Master, or other 
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officer appointed to or holding* any office under this Order, 
ahall, directly or indirectly, receive, or bargain to receive 
any gpratuity, per-centage, or allowance of any kind with 
reference to any contract with the Guardians, or in respect 
of any payment made or to be made for goods supplied or 
work executed according to the order of such Guardians or 
on their behalf. 

Art. 219. — No Clerk shall, directly or indirectly, cause 
to be paid to himself, or shall pay away on his own account 
or for his own benefit, any cheque drawn by the Guardians, 
and made payable to any person other than himself {c)» 

Art. 220. — Every Clerk receiving any cheque or money 
£rom the Guardians on account of any other party, shall 
transmit the same within fourteen days to the proper per- 
sons, and shall produce the receipt or acknowledgpnent for 
the same at the next ordinary meeting after the same has 
oome to his hands. 

Art. 221. — Every officer of the Union who may receive 
money on behalf of the Guardians thereof, shall forthwith 
pay Uie same into the hands of the Treasurer of the Union, 
to the credit of the Guardians, notwithstanding that any 
salary or balance may be due ^m the Union to such 
Officer. 

Art. 222. — No Relieving Officer, or other officer of any 
Guardians, nor any Assistant Overseer or Collector, shall 
receive money for the relief of any non-settled pauper on 
behalf of any officer, or of the Guardians, of any other 
Parish or Union, or shall constitute himself in any way 
the agent of any officer or Guardians of such other Parish 
or Union, except as is provided in this Order. 

Art. 223. — If any money be transmitted to any officer, 
contrary to the provisions of this Order, such officer shall 
forthwith pay such money into the hands of the Treasurer 
of the Union whose officer he is, and shall report to the 
Guardians at their next meeting the fact that such money

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has been so received and paid, and shall make a true entry 
accordingly in his accounts. 



EXPLANATION OF TERMS. 

Art. 224. — ^Whenever the word " Parish" is used in this 
Order, it shall be taken to include any place maintaining 
its own poor, whether parochial or extra-parochial. 

Art. 226. — Whenever the word "Overseer" is used, in 
this Order, it shall be taken to include any person acting or 
legally bound to act in the discharge of any of the duties 
usually performed by Overseers of the Poor, so far as such 
duties are referred to in this Order. 

Art. 226. — ^Whenever the word " Commissioner" is used 
in this Order, it shall be taken to mean the Poor-law Com- 
missioners. 

Art. 227. — ^Whenever the word " medicines " is used in 
this Order, it shiall be taken to include all medical and sur- 
gical appliances; whenever the words <' medical atten- 
dance " are used in this Order, they shall be taken to include 
surgical attendance; and whenever the words '' medical 
relief" are used in this Order, they shall be taken to include 
relief by surgical as well as medical attendance. 

Art. 228. — Whenever the words " Medical Officer " are 
used in this Order, they shall be taken to include any 
person duly licensed as a medical man, who may have 
contracted or agreed with any Guardians for the supply of 
medicines, or for medical attendance. 

Art. 220. — YThenever the words Clerk, Master, or Matron 
are used in this Order, they shall be taken to mean the 
Clerk to the Guardians, and the Master or Matron of the 
Workhouse respectively. 

Art. 230. — The term "non-resident poor " in this Order 
shall be taken to mean all paupers in receipt of relief al- 
lowed on account of any Union in relation to which the 
term is used, but not residing therein. 

Art. 231. — ^The term "non-settled poor "in this Order 
shall be taken to mean all paupers residing in the Union 
in relation to which the term is used, but to whom relief 
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It allowed on account of some Parish or Union other than 
that in which they reside. 

Art. 282. — ^Whenever in descrihing any person or party, 
natter or thing, the word importing the singular number 
or the masculine gender only is used in this Order, the same 
shall be taken to include, and shall be applied to, several 
parsons or parties as well as one person or party, and 
ftmales as well as males, and several matters or things 
as wen as one matter or thing, respectively, unless there be 
something in the subject or context repugnant to such con- 
stmotion. 

Art. 288. — YTheneverin this Order any Article is referred 
to by its number, the Article of this Order bearing that 
nnmber shall be taken to be signified thereby.

To the Clerk or Clerks to the Justices of the Petty 
Sessions held for the Division or Divisions in 
which the said Parishes and Townships are 
situate; 

And to all others whom it may concern; 



We, the Poor-law Commissioners, in pursuance of the 
authorities vested in Us by an Act passed in the fifth year 
of the reign of His late Majesty King William the Fourth, 
intituled ^^An Act for the Amendment and better Adminis- 
tration of the Laws relating to the Poor in England and 
WaleSy^ and by all other Acts amending the same, do hereby

By Stat. 4 & 5 W. 4, c. 79, s. 36, it is enacted, that if the Com- 
mifldoners shall, by any orders under their hands and seal, direct 
that the administration of the laws for the relief of the poor of any 
single Parish should be goyerned and administered by a Board of 
Guardians, then such board shall be elected and constituted, and 
authorized and entitled to act for such single Parish, in the like 
manner in all respects as is hereinbefore enacted and provided in 
respect to a Board of Ouardians for united Parishes. But where 
the Poor-law Commissioners under this section made an order 
that the poor-laws should be administered in the Parish of St. 
Pancras by a Boai-d of twenty Guardians, and the Parish was 
already regulated by a local Act, by which the powers of Overseers 
of the poor were vested in certain ex officio directors, and forty 
others, annually nominated by a vestry chosen under the proviaioi\<&

Art 3^ — ^The Guardians shall, before or during every 
such election, appoint a competent number of persons to 
assist the Clerk in conducting and completing the election

not make such appointment within the requisite time, the 
Clerk shall take such measures for securing the necessary 
assistance as he may deem advisable. 

Art. 4.— The persons appointed under Article 3 shall 
obey all the directions relative to the conduct of the election, 
which may be given by the Clerk for the execution of this 
Order. 

Art. 6. — ^The Overseers of the Parish and every Officer 
having the custody of the poor-rate books of the Parish, 
shall attend the Clerk at such times as he shall require their 
attendance, until the completion of the election of Guar- 
dians, and shall, if required by him, produce to him such 
rate-books, and the registers of owners and proxies. 

Art. 6. — The Clerk shall prepare and sign a notice, which 
may be in the Form marked A. {d) hereunto annexed, and 
which shall contain the following particulars :

— Provided that, if any Voter cannot write, he 
shall affix his mark at the foot of the Voting Paper in the 
presence of a witness, who shall attest the affixing thereof, 
and shall write the name of the Voter against such mark, 
as well as the initials of such Voter against the name of 
every Candidate for whom the Voter intends to vote. 

Art. 16. — If the initials of the Voter be written against 
the names of more persons than are to be elected Guardians 
for the Parish, or if the Voter do not sign or affix his mark 
to the Voting Paper, or if his mark be not duly attested, 
or his name be not duly written by the witness, or if a 
proxy do not sign his own name, and state .in writing the 
name of the person for whom he is proxy, such Voter 
shall be omitted in the calculation of votes. 

Art. 17. — The Clerk shall cause the Voting Papers to be 
collected on the Seventh day of April, by the persons ap- 
pointed or employed for that purpose, in such manner as 
he shall direct. 

— No Voting Paper shall be received or admitted, 
unless the same have been delivered at the address in the 
Parish of the Voter, and collected by the persons appointed or 
employed for that purpose, except as is provided in Art. 19.

Art. 25. — The Clerk shall cause copies of such list to he 
printed, and shall deliver or send, or cause to be delivered 
or sent, one or more of such copies to the Overseers of the 
Parish. 

Art. 26. — ^The Overseers shall affix, or cause to be affixed, 
copies of such list^ at the usual places for affixing in the 
Parish notices of parochial business. 

Art. 27. — In case of the decease, necessary absence, re- 
fusal, or disquahtication to act, during the proceedings of 
the election, of the Clerk or any other person appointed or 
employed to act in respect of such election, the deUvery of 
the Nominations, Voting Papers, o^ other documents to the 
successor of the Clerk or person so dying, absenting himself, 
refusing or disqualified to act, shall, notwithstanding the 
terms of any notice issued, be as valid and effectual as if 
they had been dehvered to such Clerk or person. 



Meetings of the Guardians. , 

Art. 28. — The Guardians shall upon the day of the 
week, and at the time of day, and at the place already ap- 
pointed for holding the ordinary meetings, hold an ordinary 
meeting once at least in every week for the execution of 
their duties ; and may, when they think fit, change the 
period, time, and place of such ordinary meeting, with the 
consent of the Commissioners previously obtained. 

Art. 29. — The Guardians shall at the first meeting after 
the Fifteenth day of April, elect out of the whole number

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of Guardians a Chairman and a Vice-Chairman, who, pror 
Tided they be Guardians at the time, shall continue respec- 
tively to act as such Chairman and Vice-chairman for the 
year next ensuing. 

Art. 30. — The Guardians at any time may elect two Vice- 
Chairmen, and if such Vice-Chairmen be appointed at the 
same time, the Guardians shall determine their precedence ; 
according to which precedence one of the said Vice-Chair- 
men shall thenceforth preside and act; as in the case when 
only one Vice-Chairman is elected. 

Art. 31. — If a Chairman or a Vice-Chairman cease to be 
a Guardian, or refuse, or become incapable, to act as Chair- 
man, or Vice-Chairman, before the expiration of the term 
of office, the Guardians shall, within one month after the 
occurrence of the vacancy, refusal, or incapacity, elect some 
other Guardian to be Chairman or Vice-Chairman, as the 
case may be. 

Art. 32. — Whereas no act of any meeting of the Guar- 
dians will be valid unless three Guardians be present and 
concur therein ; if three Guardians be not present at any 
meeting, the Clerk shall make an entry of that fact in the 
minute book, and the time for holding such meeting shall 
be deemed to have expired as soon as the said entry shall 
have been made. But one hour at least shall be allowed 
to elapse from the time fixed for the commencement of 
the meeting, before such entry shall be made. 

Art. 33. — If three or four or more Guardians be present 
at any ordinary meeting, such three, or the majority of 
such four or more Guardians, may adjourn the same, to the 
day of the next ordinary meeting, or to some other day 
previous to the next ordinary meeting. 

Art. 34. — An extraordinary meeting of the Guardians 
may be summoned to be held at any time, upon the requi- 
sition of any two Guardians, addressed to the Clerk. Every 
such requisition shall be made in writing, in the Form 
F. (n) hereunto annexed, and no business other than the

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imsinesB specified in the said requisition, shall be transacted 
at such extraordinary meeting. 

Art, 36. — Notice of every change in the period, time, or 
place of holding any meeting, and notice of the adjourn- 
ment of any meeting, and notice of every extraordinary 
meeting, shall be given in writing to every Guardian. 
Every such notice shall be respectively in the Forms (<?) 
G., H., and I. hereunto annexed, and shall be given or sent 
by the Clerk to every Guardian, or left at his place of abode 
two days, if practicable, befoi'e the day appointed for the 
meeting to which it relates. 

Art. 36. — If any case of emergency arise, requiring that 
a meeting of the Guardians should immediately take place, 
they, or any three of them, may meet at the ordinary place 
of meeting, and take such case into consideration, and may 
make an order thereon (p). 

Proceedings of the Guardians. 

Art. 37. — At every meeting the Chairman, or in his 
absence a Vice-Chairman, shall preside ; but if at the com- 
mencement of any meeting the Chairman and Vice-Chair- 
man or Vice-Chairmen be absent, the Guardians present 
shall elect one of themselves to pi*eside at such meeting as 
Chairman thereof, until the Chairman or a Vice-Chairman 
take the Chair. 

Art. 38. — Every question at any meeting consisting of

to act as Chairman, such Guardians shall elect and appoint 
annually, and from time to time, as vacancies may occur, a 
Chairman, and Vice-Chairman of such Board, and shall at any 
meeting at which no Chairman or Vice-Chairman is present, elect 
a temporary Chairman to preside at that meeting. 
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more than three Guardians shall be determined by a majority 
of the votes of the Guardians present thereat, and voting on 
the question, and when there shall be an equal number of 
votes on any question such question shall be deemed to 
have been lost. 

Art. 39. — No resolution agreed to or adopted by the 
Guardians shall be rescinded or altered by them, unless 
some Guardian shall have given to the Board seven days' 
notice of a motion to rescind or alter such resolution, which 
notice shall be forthwith entered on the Minutes by the 
Clerk. Provided always, that this regulation shall not 
extend to any resolution which immediately concerns the 
allowance of relief to any person, or the punishment of any 
pauper, or to any resolution which the Commissioners may 
request the Guardians to re-consider or amend, or to any 
question of emergency. 

Art. 40. — The Guardians may, from time to time, (as 
occasion may require,) appoint a Committee to consider and 
report on any special subject, and such Committee may meet 
at such times and places as to them may seem convenient ; 
but no act or decision of any such Committee shall of itself 
be deemed to be the act of the Guardians. 

Art. 41. — At every ordinary meeting of the Guardians, 
the business shall, as far as may be convenient, be conducted 
in the following order : 
Firstly. The minutes of the last ordinary meeting, and 
of any other meeting which may have been held since 
such ordinary meeting, shall be read to the Guardians ; 
and, in order that such minutes may be recognised as 
a record of the acts of the Guardians at their last meet- 
ing, they shall be signed by the Chairman presiding at 
the meeting at which such minutes are read, and an 
entry of the same having been so read, shall be made 
in the minutes of the day when read. 
Secondly. The Guardians shall dispose of such business 
as may arise out of the minutes so read, and shall give 
the necessary directions thereon. 
Thirdly. They shall proceed to give the necessary direc- 
tions respecting all applications for relief made since 
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the last ordinary meeting, and also respecting the 
amount and nature of relief to be given and continued 
to the paupers then in the receipt of relief, until the 
next ordinary meeting, or for such other time as such 
relief may be deemed to be necessary. 
Fourthly. They shall hear and consider any application 
for relief which may be then made^ and determine 
thereon. 
Fifthly. They shall read the report of the state of the 
Workhouse or Workhouses, examine all books and 
accounts relative to the relief of the paupers of the 
Parish, and give all needful directions concerning the 
management and discipline of the said Workhouse or 
Workhouses, and the providing of furniture and stores 
and other articles. 
Sixthly. They shall examine the Treasurer's accoimt, 
and shall, when necessary, make orders on the Over- 
seers or other proper authorities of the Parish for pro- 
viding such sums as may be lawfully required by the 
Guardians on account of the Parishes. 
Seventhly. They shall transact any such business as may 
not fall within any of the above classes. 
. Art. 42.— When the Guardians have allowed relief in 
the Workhouse to any applicant, a written or printed order 
for his admission therein, signed by the Clerk, shall be 
forthwith delivered to the applicant, or to any person on his 
behalf. 

Art. 43. — When the Guardians have allowed out-door 
relief, in money or kind, to any applicant, the particulars 
of such relief shall be entered, by the proper Relieving 
Officer, in a ticket according to Form K. (^) hereunto an- 
nexed, and such ticket shall be delivered by him to the 
applicant, or to some person on his behalf. 

Contracts of the Guardians (r). 
Art. 44. — All contracts to be entered into on behalf of

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the Parish relating to the maintenance, clothing, lodging, 
employment, or relief of the poor, or for any other purpose 
relating to or connected with the general management of 
the poor, shall he made and entered into hy the Guardians. 

Art. 45. — ^The Guardians shall require tenders to be made 
in some sealed paper for the supply of all provisions, fuel, 
clothing, furniture, or other goods or materials, the con^- 
sumption of which may be estimated, one month with 
another, to exceed ten pounds per month, and of all proyisions, 
fuel, clothing, furniture, or other goods or materials, the 
cost of which may be reasonably estimated to exceed fifty 
pounds in a single sum, and shall purchase the same upon 
contracts to be entered into after the receipt of such tenders. 

Art 46. — Any work or repairs to be executed in the 
Workhouse, or the premises connected with the Workhouse, 
or any fixtures to be put up therein, which may respec- 
tively be reasonably estimated to exceed the cost of fifty 
pounds in one sum, shall be contracted for by the Guardians 
on sealed tenders, in the manner prescribed in Arts. 45 
and 47. 

Art. 47. — Notice of the nature and conditions of the 
contract to be entered into, of the estimated amount of the 
articles required, of the last day on which tenders will be 
received, and the day on which the tenders will be ojjened, 
shall be given in some newspaper circulating in the Parish, 
ilot less than ten days previous to the last day on which 
such tenders are to be received; and no tender shall be 
opened by the Clerk, or any Guardian, or other person, 
prior to the day specified in such notice, or otherwise than 
at a meeting of the said Guardians. 

Art. 48. — When any tender is accepted, the party making 
the tender shall, in pursuance of these regulations, enter 
into a contract, in writing, with the Guardians, containing 
the terms, conditions, and stipulations mutually agreed 
upon, and whenever the Guardians deem it advisable, the 
party contracting shall find one or more surety or sureties, 
who shall enter into a bond conditioned for the due per- 
formance of the contract, or shall otherwise secure the 
same. 
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Art. 49. — Provided always, that if from the peculiar na- 
ture of any provisions, fuel, clothing, furniture, goods, 
materials, or fixtures to be supplied, or of any work or 
repairs to be executed, it shall appear to the Guardians de- 
sirable that a specific person or persons be employed to 
Bupply or execute the same, without requiring sealed 
tenders as hereinbefore directed, it shall be lawful for 
such Guardians, with the consent of the Commissioners 
first obtained, to enter into a contract with the said person 
or persons, and to require such sureties and securities as 
are specified in Art. 48. 

Art. 60. — Every contract to be hereafter made by any 
Guardians shall contain a stipulation requiring the con- 
tractor to send in his bill or account of the sum due to him 
for goods or work, on or before some day to be named in 
the contract. 

Art. 61. — The Guardians shall fix some day or days, not 
being more than twenty-one days after the end of each 
quarter, for the attendance of contractors and tradesmen, 
or their authorized agents, and the Clerk shall notify such 
day to every contractor or tradesman to whom money may 
be due, or to his agent, or he shall, under the direction of 
the Guardians, cause the same to be advertised in some 
newspaper {s), 

APPRENTICESHIP OF PAUPER CHILDREN {t). 

Parties. 

Art. 52. — No child under the age of nine years, and no 
child (other than a deaf and dumb child) who cannot read 
and write his own name, shall be bound apprentice by the 
Guardians.

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Art. 63. — No child shall be so bound to a person who is 
not a housekeeper, or assessed to the poor-rate in his own 
name; 

Or who is a journeyman, or a person not carrying on 
trade or business on his own account ; 

Or who is under the age of twenty-one ; 

Or who is a married woman. 

The Premium. 

Art. 54. — No premium, other than clothing for the ap- 
prentice, shall be given upon the binding of any person 
above the age of sixteen years, unless such person be 
maimed, deformed, or suffering from some permanent 
bodily infirmity, such as may render him unfit for certain 
trades or sorts of work. 

Art. 66. — ^Where any premium is given it shall in part 
consist of clothes supplied to the apprentice at the com- 
mencement of the binding, and in part of money, one 
moiety whereof shall be paid to the master at the binding, 
and the residue at the termination of the first year of the 
binding. 

Art. 66. — No apprentice shall be bound by the Guardians 
for more than eight years. 

Consent. 

Art. 57. — No person above fourteen years of age shall be 
so bound without his consent. 

And no child under the age of sixteen years shall be so 
bound without the consent of the father of such child| or if 
the father be dead, or be disqualified to give such consent, 
as hereinafter provided, or if such child be a bastard, with- 
out the consent of the mother, if living, of such child. 

Provided, that where such parent is transported beyond 
the seas, or is in custody of the law, having been convicted 
of some felony, or for the space of six calendar months be- 
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fore the time of executing' the indenture has deserted such 
child, or for such space of time has been in the service of 
Her Majesty, or of the East India Company, in any place 
oat of the United Kingdom, such parent, if the father, 
shall be deemed to be disqualified as hereinbefore stated, and 
if it be the mother, no such consent shall be required. 

Place op Service. 

Art. 68. — No child shall be bound to a master whose 
place of business, whereat the child is to work and live,' m 
distant more than thirty miles from the place in which the 
child is residing at the time of the proposed binding, or at 
the time of his being* sent on trial to such master ; 

Unless in any particular case the Commissioners shall, oq 
application to them, otherwise permit. 

Preliminaries to the Binding. 

Art. 59. — If the child whom it is proposed to bind ap- 
prentice, be in the Workhouse, and under the age of four- 
teen years, the Guardians shall require a certificate in 
writing from the Medical Officer of the Workhouse as to 
the fitness in regard to bodily health and strength of such 
child to be bound apprentice to the proposed trade, and 
shall also ascertain from the Master of the Workhouse the 
capacity of the child for such binding in other respects. 

Art. 60.— If the child be not in the Workhouse, but in 
the Parish by the Guardians of which it is proposed that 
he shall be bound, the Relieving Officer of the district in 
which the child is residing shall examine into the circum- 
stances of the case, the condition of the child, and of his 
parents, if any, and the residence of the proposed master, 
the nature of his trade, the number of other apprentices, if 
any, then bound to him, and generally as to tiie fitness of 
the particular binding, and diall report the result of his 
inquiry to the Guardians. 

Art. 61. — If in any case within Art. 60, the Guardians 
think proper to proceed with the binding, they shall, when 
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the child is under the age of fourteen years, direct the Be- 
lieving Officer to take the child to the Medical Officer of 
the district, to be examined as to his iitness in respect of 
bodily health and strengrth for the proposed trade or busi- 
ness ; and such Medical Officer shall certify in writing ac- 
cording to his judgment in the matter, which certificate 
shall be produced by the said Believing Officer to the next 
meeting of the Guardians. 

Art. 62. — If the child be not residing within the Parish, 
the Guardians who propose to bind him shall not proceed to 
do so unless they receive such a report as is required in 
Art. 60 frorA. the Believing Officer of the district in which 
such child is residing, and a certificate from some medical 
man practising in the neighbourhood of the child's residence 
to the effect required in Art. 61. 

Art. 63. — When it is proposed to give a premium other 
than clothing upon the binding of any person above the age 
of sixteen years, the Guardians shall require a certificate in 
writing from some medical practitioner, certifying that the 
person is maimed, deformed, or disabled, to the extent 
specified in such Article (n), and shall cause a copy of such 
certificate to be entered on their minutes before they pro-" 
ceed to execute the indenture. 

Art. 64. — When such certificate, as is required by Arts, 
59, 61, 62, and 63, is received, or in case from the age of 
the child no such certificate is required, the Guardians shall 
direct that the child and the proposed master, or some per* 
son on his behalf, and in case the child be under the age of 
sixteen, that the parent or person in whose custody such 
child shall be tben living, attend some meeting of the 
Board to be then appointed. 

Art. 65. — At such meeting, if such parties appear, the 
Guardians shall examine into the circumstances of the case; 
and if, after making all due inquiries, and hearing the objec- 
tions (if any be made) on the part of the relatives or friends 
of such child, they deem it proper that the binding be eftected, 
they may forthwith cause the indenture to be prepared, and,

if the master be present, to be executed, but if he be not 
present they shall cause the same to be transmitted to him 
for execution, and when executed by him and returned to 
the Guardians, the same shall be executed by the latter, and 
shall be signed by the child, as provided in Art. 67. 

Art. 66. — If the proposed master reside out of the Parish, 
but in some Union or other Parish under a Board of Guar- 
dians, whether formed under the provisions of the said recited 
Act, or of the Act of the twenty-second year of the reign of 
King George the Third, intituled *^ An Act for the better 
Belief and Employment of the Poor,^ or of any local Act, 
the Guardians shall, before proceeding to effect the bind- 
ing, communicate in writing the proposal to the Guardians 
of such Union or Parish, and request to be informed 
whether such binding is open to any objection, and if no ob- 
jection be reported by such Guardians within the space of 
one calendar month, or if the objection does not appear to 
the Guardians proposing to bind the child to be sufficient to 
prevent the binding, the same may be proceeded with ; and 
when the indenture shall have been executed, the Clerk to 
the Guardians who executed the same shall send notice 
thereof in writing to the Guardians of the Union or P^ish 
wherein the said apprentice is to reside. 

Indentubb, 

Art. 67. — The indenture shall be executed in duplicate, by 
the master and the Guardians, and shall not be valid unless 
signed by the proposed apprentice with his name, or if deaf 
and dumb with his mark in the presence of the said Guar- 
dians ; and the consent of the parent, where requisite, shall 
be testified by such parent signing with his name or mark, 
to be properly attested, at the foot of the said indenture ; 
and where such consent is dispensed with under Art. 57, 
the cause of such dispensation shall be stated at the foot of 
the indenture by the Clerk («). 

Art. 68. — The name of the place or places at which the

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apprentice is to work and live shall be inserted in the in- 
denture. 

Art. 69. — One part of such indenture, when executed, 
shall be kept by the Guardians ; the other shall be delivered 
to the master. 

Duties of thb Mastbb of a Pauper AppREimcE. 

Art. 70. — And we do hereby prescribe the duties of the 
master to whom such poor child may be apprenticed, and 
the terms and conditions to be inserted in the said indenture, 
to be as follows : — 

No. 1. The master shall teach the child the trade, 
business, or employment set forth in the indentuie, 
unless the Guardians authorize the substitution of 
another trade, business, or employment. 

No. 2. He shall maintain the said child with proper food 
and nourishment. 

No. 3. He shall provide a proper lodging for the said 
child. 

No. 4. He shall supply the said child with proper 
clothing during the term of the binding, together 
with the necessary provision of linen. 

No. 5. He shall, in case the said child be affected with 
any disease or sickness, or meet with any accident, 
procure, at his own cost, adequate medical or surgical 
assistance, from some duly qualified medical man, for 
such child. 

No. 6. He shall, once at least on every Sunday, cause 
the child to attend some place of divine worship, if 
there be any such within a reasonable distance, ac- 
cording to the religious persuasion in which the child 
has been brought up ; so, however, that no child ahall 
be required by the master to attend any place of 
worship to which his parents or surviving parent may 
object, nor when he shall be above the age of sixteen, 
any place to which he may himself object. 

No. 7. Where such parents or parent or next of kin 
desire it, he shall allow the said child to attend any 
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Sunday or other school which shall be situated 
within the same parish, or within two miles' distance 
from his residence, on every Sunday, and if there be 
no such school which such child can attend, he shall, 
at some reasonable hour on every Sunday, allow any 
minister of the religious persuasion of the child to 
have access to such child for the purpose of imparting 
religious instruction. 

No. 8. Where the apprentice continues bound after the 
age of seventeen years the master shall, in every case 
where the Guardians require him so to do, pay to such 
apprentice, for and in respect of every week that he 
duly and properly serves the said master, as a remu- 
neration, a sum to be inserted in the indenture, or to 
be agreed upon by the Guardians and the said master 
when that time arrives, or if they cannot agree, to 
be settled by some person to be then chosen by the 
said master and such Guardians, and, until such 
sum be agreed upon or settled, not less than one-fourth 
of the amount then commonly paid as wages to 
journeymen in the said trade, business or employ- 
ment. 

No. 9. The master shall, himself or by his agent, pro- 
duce the apprentice to the Guardians by whom such 
apprentice was bound, at their ordinary meeting next 
preceding the end of the first year of the binding, and 
before the receipt of the remainder of the premium, if 
any be due, and shall in like manner produce the said 
apprentice at some one of their ordinary meetings, to 
be held at or about the middle of the term, and when- 
ever afterwards required to do so by the said Guardians : 
Provided, that if the said Parish shall at any time after 
the execution of the said indenture be comprised in any 
Union, the child shall be produced at such times to the 
Guardians of such Union instead of the Guardians of 
the Parish : Provided also, that if the apprentice reside 
out of the Parish by the Guardians whereof he was 
bound, the apprentice shall be produced as herein-before 
directed; to the Guardians of the Union or other Parish, 



\ 
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as described in Art. 66, in which the apprentice may- 
be residing. 
No. 10. The master shall not cause the said apprentice 
to work or live more than ten miles from the place 
or places mentioned in the indenture, according to 
Ai*t. 68, without the leave of the Guardians so binding 
him, to be given imder their common seal : Provided 
that such Guardians may in such license so to be given 
under their common seal, by express words to that 
effect, if they think fit, authorize the master, at any 
time during the residue of the term of the apprentice* 
ship, to change the place of the abode or service of the 
apprentice, without any further application to them or 
their successors. 
Art. 71. — These duties of the master set forth in Art. 70 
shall be enforced by covenants and conditions to be inserted 
in the indenture to be executed by him. 

Art. 72. — The master shall also covenant, under a penalty 
to be specified in the covenant, not to assign or cancel the 
indenture, without the consent of the Guardians, under 
their common seal, previously obtained, and to pay to the 
said Guardians all costs and expenses that they may incur 
in consequence of the said apprentice not being supplied 
with medical or surgical assistance by the mast-er, in case 
the same shall be at any time requisite. 

Art. 73. — The indenture shall be made subject to the 
following provisoes : 

No. 1. That if the master take the benefit of any Act for 
the relief of insolvent debtors or be discharged under 
any such Act, such indenture shall forthwith become 
of no further force or effect. 
No. 2. That if, on a conviction for a breach of any one of 
the aforesaid covenants and conditions before a Justice 
of the Peace, the Guardians who may be parties to the 
said indenture, declare by a resolution that the inden- 
ture is determined, and transmit a copy of such reso- 
lution, under the hand of their Clerk, by the post or 
otherwise, to the said master, such indenture shall, 
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except in respect of all rights and liabilities then accrued, 
forthwith become of no further force or effect. 
. Art. 74. — Nothing contained in this Order shall apply to 
the apprenticing of poor children to the sea service. 

MODE OF OBTAINING MEDICAL RELIEF BY 
PERMANENT PAUPERS. 

Art. 76. — ^The Guardians shall, once at least in every 
year, cause to be prepared by the Clerk or Relieving Officers 
a litit of all such aged and infirm persons, and persons per- 
manently sick or disabled as maybe actually receiving relief 
from such Guardians, and residing within the district of 
each Medical Officer of the Parish, and shall from time to 
time furnish to each District Medical Officer a copy of the 
list aforesaid. 

Art. 76. — Every person whose name is inserted in such 
list shaU receive a ticket in the Form L. (m) hereunto an- 
nexed, and shall be entitled on the exhibition of such ticket 
to the Medical Officer of his district to obtain such advice, 
attendance, and medicines, as his case may require, in the 
Bame manner as if he had received an order from the Guar- 
dians, and such ticket shalKremain in force for the time 
specified therein, unless such person shall cease to be in the 
receipt of relief before the expiration of such time (a?).

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RELIEF OF NON-SETTLED AND NON-RESIDENT 

POOR (z). 

Art. 77.— If any Board of Guardians undertake to ad- 
minister relief allowed to a non-settled pauper living within 
the Parish for which they act, on behalf of the Officers, or of 
the Board of Guardians, of the other Parish or Union, in 
which such pauperis deemed to be settled, every such under- 
taking* shall be made in conformity with the rules and regu- 
lations of the Commissioners in force at the time. 

Alt. 78. — No money shall be transmitted to any Guardians 
or to any Officer of the Parish, to be applied to the relief 
of any non-resident pauper, except in conformity with the 
provisions of this Order. 

Art. 79. — No money shall be paid on account of any non- 
resident pauper to the Guardians or to the Officer of any 
Union or other Parish in which the relief is administered 
by a Board of Guardians, except in one of the three follow- 
ing ways : 

No. 1. By post-office order payable to the Treasurer of 

the Union or other Parish to the account of which the 

money is to be paid, or to the banker of such Treasurer. 

. No 2. By cheque or order payable to the Treasurer of 

such Parish or Union or to his order. 

No. 3. By cheque payable to bearer (where the same may 

lawfully be drawn), and crossed as payable through 

the Treasurer of such Parish or Union, or his banker, 

or through the agent of such Treasurer or banker ; and 

every such cheque shall be so crossed by the Clerk 

before it is signed by the presiding Chairman. 

Art. 80. — Every account for relief duly administered to 

non-resident poor shall be discharged by the Guardians, 

within two calendar months from the receipt of such account, 

by the transmission of the amount due, in one of the modes 

prescribed in Art. 79.

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ORDERS FOR CONTRIBUTIONS AND 

PAYMENTS. 

Art. 81. — The Clerk shall, four weeks at least before the 
twenty-fifth day of March and the twenty-ninth day of 
September respectively in each year, refer to and ascertain 
the cost to the Parish for the maintenance of the poor, and 
other charges incurred in the half of the last year, corre- 
sponding to the half-year next coming, and shall estimate, 
as near as may be, any extraordinary charges to which the 
Parish may be liable in the coming half-year, and he shall 
also estimate the probable balance due to or from the Parish 
at the end of the current half-year, and shall then prepare 
the orders on the Overseers of tiie Parish for the sums which, 
upon such computation, it shall appear necessary for them to 
contribute to the expenses of the Parish for the coming 
half-year ; and the orders so prepared shall be laid before 
the Guardians for their consideration, three weeks at least 
before the expiration of the current half-year. 

Art. 82. — ^The Guardians shall make orders on the 
Overseers or other proper authorities of the Parish, from 
time to time, for the payment to the Guardians of all such 
sums as may be required by them for the relief of the 
Poor of the Parish, and for any other expenses chargeable 
by the Guardians on the Parish ; and in such orders the 
contributions shall be directed to be paid in one sum or by 
instalments, on days specified, as to the Guardians may 
seem fit. ^ 

Art. 83. — Every such order shall be made according to 
the Form M. (a) hereunto annexed. It shall be signed 
by the presiding Chairman of the meeting, and two other 
Guardians present thereat, and shall be countersigned by 
the Clerk (b). 

Art. 84. — The Guardians shall pay every sum greater 
than Five Pounds by an order, which shall be drawn upon

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the Treasurer of the Parish, and shall be signed by the pre- 
siding Chairman and two other Guardians at a meeting, 
and shall be countersigned by the Clerk (c). 

Art. 85.— The Guardians shall examine at their Board, 
or shall cause to be examined by some Committee or Guar- 
dian authorized by them for the purpose, every bill exceed- 
ing in amount one pound (except the salaries of officers) 
brought against the Parish ; and when any such bill has 
been allowed by the Board, or by such Committee or Guar- 
dian, a note of the allowance thereof shall be made on the 
face of the bill before the amount is paid. 

CUSTODY OF BONDS (d). 

Art. 86.— The Guardians shall provide for the safe 
custody, of all bonds given in pursuance of the regulations 
of the Commissioners, so always that no bond given by any 
person shall remain in the custody of such person himself. 

Art. 87. — The Guardians shall, at the audit next after 
the twenty-fifth day of March in every year, cause every 
person having the custody of bonds given by any officer of 
the Parish to produce such bonds to the Auditor for his 
inspection. 

GOVERNMENT OF THE WORKHOUSE (e). 

Admission of Paupers. 

Art. 88. — Every pauper who shall be admitted into the 
Workhouse, either upon his first or any subsequent admis- 
sion, shall be admitted in some one of the following modes 
only ; that is to say ;

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By a written op printed order of the Board of Guardians, 
signed by their Clerk according to Art. 42. 

By a provisional written or printed order, signed by a 
Reheving Officer or an Overseer. 

By the Master of the Workhouse, (or during his absence, 
or inability to act, by the Matron,) without any order 
in any case of sudden or urgent necessity. 

Provided that the Master may admit any pauper de- 
livered at the Workhouse under an order of removal to 
the Parish. 

Art. 89. — No pauper shall be admitted under any written 
or printed order as mentioned in Art. 88, if the same bear 
date more than six days before the pauper presents it at the 
Workhouse. 

Art. 90. — If a pauper be admitted otherwise than by 
an order of the Board of Guardians, the admission of such 
pauper shall be brought before the Board of Guardians at 
their next ordinary meeting, who shall decide on the pro- 
priety of the pauper's continuing in the Workhouse or other- 
wise, and make an order accordingly. 

Art. 91. — As soon as the pauper is admitted, he shall be 
placed in some room to be appropriated to the reception of 
paupers on admission, and shall then be examined by the 
Medical Officer. 

Art. 92. — If the Medical Officer upon such examination 
pronounce the pauper to be labouring under any disease 
of body or mind, the pauper shall be placed in the sick- 
ward, or in such other ward as the Medical Officer shall 
direct. 

Art. 93. — If the Medical Officer pronounce the pauper 
to be free from any such disease, the pauper shall be placed 
in the part of the Workhouse assigned to the class to which 
he may belong. 

Art. 94. — No pauper shall be detained in a receiving 
ward, for a longer time than is necessary for carrying into 
effect the regulations in Arts. 91, 92, and 93, if there be room 
in the proper ward for his reception. 

Art. 95. — Before being removed from the receiving ward-, 
the pauper shall be thoroughly cleansed, and shall be clothed 
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in a workhouse dress, and the clothes which he wore at the 
time of his admission shall be puritied, and deposited in a 
place appropriated for that purpose, with the pauper's name 
affixed thereto. Such clothes shall be restored to the pauper 
when he leaves the Workhouse. 

Art. 96. — Every pauper shall, upon his admission into 
the Workhouse, be searched by or under the inspection of 
the proper officer, and all articles prohibited by any Act of 
Parliament, or by this Order, which may be found upon 
his person, shall be taken from him, and, so far as 
may be proper, restored to him at his departure irom the 
Workhouse. 

Art. 97.— Provided always, that the regulations respect- 
ing the admission, clothing, and searching of paupers shall 
not apply to any casuaV poor wayfarer, unless the Guar- 
dians shall so direct, or unless he is compelled to remain in 
the Workhouse from illness or other sufficient cause, in 
which case he shall be admitted regularly as an inmate (f). 

Classification op the Paupers. 

Art. 98. — The paupers, so far as the Workhouse admits 
thereof, shall be classed as follows : — 
Class 1. Men infirm through age or any other cause. 
Class 2. Able-bodied men, and youths above the age of 

fifteen years. 
Class 3. Boys above the age of seven years, and under 

that of fifteen. 
Class 4. Women infirm through age or any other cause. 
Class 5. Able-bodied women and girls above the age of 

fifteen years. 
Class 6. Girls above the age of seven years, and under 

that of fifteen. 
Class 7. Children under seven years of age. 
To each class shall be assigned that ward or separate build- 
ing and yard which may be best fitted for the reception of 
such class, and each class of paupers shall remain therein, 
without communication with those of any other class.

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Art. 99.— -Provided, 

Firstlj. That the Gtiardians shall from time to time, 
after consulting the Medical Officer, make such ar- 
rangements as they may deem necessary with regard 
to persons labouring under any disease of body or 
mind. 

Secondly. The Guardians shall, so far as drcumstances 
will permit, further subdivide any of the classes 
enumerated in Art. 98, with reference to the moral 
character, or behaviour, or the previous habits of the 
inmates, or to such other grounds as may seem ex- 
pedient. 

Thirdly. That nothing in this Order shall compel the 
Guardians to separate any married couple, being both 
paupers of the iirst and fourth classes respectively, 
provided the Guardians shall set apart for the exclusive 
use of every such couple a sleeping-apartment separate 
from that of the other paupers. 

Fourthly. That any paupers of the fifth and sixth 
classes may be employed constantly or occasionally in 
any of the female sick-wards, or in the care of infants, 
or as assistants in the household work ; and the Master 
and Matron shall make such arrangements as may 
enable the paupers of the fifth and sixth classes to be 
employed in the honsehold work, without communica-* 
tion with the paupers of the second and third classes. 

Fifthly. That any pauper of the fourth class, whom * 
the Master may deem fit to perform any of the duties 
of a nurse or assistant to the Matron, may be so em- 
ployed in the sick-wards, or those of the fourth, fifth, 
sixth, or seventh classes, and any pauper of the first 
class, who may by the Master be deemed fit, may be 
placed in the ward of the third class, to aid in the 
management, and superintend the behaviour, of the 
paupers of such class, or may be employed in the male 
sick-ward. 

Sixthly. That the Guardians for a special reason to be 
entered on their minutes, may place any boy or girl 
between the ages of ten and sixteen years, in a male 

I 
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or female ward respectdvely, different from that to 
which he or she properly belodgs, unless the Commis- 
sioners shall otherwise direct. 
Seventhly. That the paupers of the seventh class may 
he placed in such of the wards appropriated to the 
female paupers as shall he deemed expedient, and the 
mothers of such paupers shall he permitted to have 
access to them at dl reasonable times. 
Eighthly. That the Master (subject to any directions 
given or regulations made by the Guardians) shall 
allow the father or mother of any child in the same 
Workhouse, who may be desirous of seeing such 
child, to have an interview with such child at some 
one time in each day, in a room in the said Workhouse 
to be appointed for that purpose. And the Guardians 
shall make arrangements for permitting the members of 
the same family who may be in different Workhouses 
of the Parish to have occasional interviews with each 
other, at such times, and in such manner, as may best 
suit the discipline of the several Workhouses. 
Ninthly. That casual poor wayfarers admitted by the 
Master or Matron, shall be kept in a separate ward of 
the Workhouse, and shall be dieted and set to work in 
such manner and under such regulations as the Guar- 
dians by any resolution now in force, or to be made 
hereafter, may direct. 
Art. 100. — ^The Guardians shall not admit into the Work- 
house, or any ward of the same, or retain therein, a larger 
number or a different class of paupers than that heretofore 
or hereafter from time to time to be fixed by the Commis- 
sioners ; and in case such number shall at uiy time be ex- 
ceeded, the fact of such excess shall be forthwith reported 
to the Commissioners by the Clerk. 

Art. 101. — No pauper of unsound mind, who may be 
dangerous, or who may have been reported as such by the 
Medical Officer, or who may require habitual or frequent 
restraint, shall be detained in the Workhouse for any 
period exceeding fourteen days, and the Guardians shall 
cause the proper steps to be taken for the removal of every 
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such pauper to some asylum or licensed house as soon as may 
be practicable. 

Discipline and Diet op the Paupers. 

Art. 102. — All the paupers in the Workhouse, except the 
sick and insane, and the paupers of the first, fourth, and 
seventh classes, shall rise, be set to work, leave off work, 
and go to bed at the times mentioned in the Form N. (a) 
hereunto annexed, and shall be allowed such intervals for 
their meals as are therein stated, and these several times 
shall be notified by the rin^ng of a bell ; provided always, 
that the Guardians may, with the consent of the Commis- 
fiioners, make such alterations in any of the said times or 
interv^s, as. the Guardians may think fit. 

Art. 103. — Half an hour after the bell shall have been 
rung for rising, the names of the paupers shall be called 
over by the Master and Matron respectively, in the several 
wards provided for the second, third, fifth, and sixth classes, 
when every pauper, belonging to the respective wards, 
shall be present, and shall answer to his name, and be in- 
spected by the Master and Matron respectively ; provided 
that the paupers of the third and sixth classes may be called 
over and inspected by the Schoolmaster and Schoolmistress. 

Art. 104. — The meals shall be taken by all the paupers, 
except the sick, the children, persons of unsound mind, 
casual poor wayfarers, women suckling children, and the 
paupers of the first and fourth classes, in the dining-hall 
or day-room, and in no other place whatever, and during 
the time of meals order and decorum shall be maintained. 

Art. 105. — No pauper of the second, third, fifth, or 
sixth classes shall go to, or remain in his sleeping-room, 
either in the time hereby appointed for work, or in the in- 
tervals allowed for meals, except by permission of the 
Master or Matron. 

Art. 106. — ^The Master and Matron shall (subject to the 
directions of the Guardians) fix the hours of rising and

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going to bed, for the paupers of the first, fourth, and 
seventh classes, and determine the occupation and employ- 
ment of which they may be capable : and the meals for 
such paupers shall be provided at such times and in such 
manner as the Guardians may from time to time direct. 

Art. 107. — ^The paupers shall be dieted with the food and 
in the manner set forth in the dietary table which may 
be prescribed for the use of the Workhouse, and no pauper 
shall have or consume any liquor, or any food or provision 
other thicn is allowed in the said dietary table, except on 
Christmas Day or by the direction in writing of the Me- 
dical Officer, as provided in Art. 108 (a). 
Art. 108. — Provided, 

First. That the Medical Officer may direct in writing 
such diet for any individual pauper as he may deem 
necessary, and the Master shall obey such direction 
until the next ordinary meeting of the Guardians, 
when he shall report the same in writing to the 
Guardians. 
Secondly. That if the Medical Officer at any time 
certify that he deems a temporary change in the diet 
essential to the health of tiie paupers in the Work- 
house, or of any class or classes thereof, the Guardians 
shall cause a copy of such certificate to be entered on 
the minutes of their proceedings, and may forthwith 
order, by a resolution, the said diet to be temporarily 
changed, according to the recommendation of the Me- 
dical Officer, and shall forthwith transmit a copy of 
such certificate and resolution to the Commissioners. 
Thirdly. That the Medical Officer shall be consulted by 
the Matron as to the nature of the food of the infants, 
and of women when suckling, and the time at which 
such infants should be weaned. 
Fourthly. That the Guardians may, without any di- 
rection of the Medical Officer, make such allowance of 
food as may be necessary to paupers employed as

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nurses or in the household work ; but they shall not 
allow to such paupers any fermented or spirituous 
liquors on account of the performance of such work, 
unless in pursuance of a written recommendation of 
the Medical Officer. 

Art. 109.— If any pauper require the Master or Matron 
to weigh the allowance of provisions served out at any 
meal, the Master or Matron shall forthwith weigh such 
allowance in the presence of the pauper complaining, and 
of two other persons. 

Art. 110.— The clothing to be worn by the paupers in the 
Workhouse shall be made of such materials as the Board 
of Guardians may determine. 

Art. 111. — More than two paupers, any one of whom is 
above the age of seven years, shall not be allowed to occupy 
the same bed, unless in the case of a mother and infant 
children. 

Art. 112.— The paupers of the several classes shall be 
kept employed according to their capacity and ability: 
and no pauper shall receive any compensation for his labour. 

Art. 113. — No pauper in the Workhouse shall be em- 
ployed or set to work in pounding, grinding, or otherwise 
breaking bones, or in preparing bone dust. 

A;rt. 1 1 4. — The boys and girls who are inmates of the 
Workhouse shall, for t^ree of the working hours, at least, 
every day, be instructed in reading, writing, arithmetic, 
and the principles of tlbe Christian Religion, and such 
other instruction shall be imparted to them as may fit them 
for service, and train them to habits of usefulness, in- 
dustry, and virtue. 

Art. 116. — Any pauper may quit the Workhouse upon 
giving to the Master, or (during his absence or inability 
to act) to the Matron, a reasonable notice of his wish to 
do 60 ; and in the event of any able-bodied pauper having 
a family, so quitting the house, the whole of such family 
shall be sent with him, unless the Guardians shall, for 
any special reason, otherwise direct ; and such directions 
shall be in conformity with the Regulations of the Com- 
missioners with respect to relief in force at the time. 
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Art. 116. — Provided nevertheless, that the Guardians 
may, by any general or special direction, authorize the 
Master to allow a pauper, without giving any such notice 
as is required in Art. 1 15, to quit the Workhouse, and to 
return after a temporary absence only; and every such 
allowance shall be reported by the Master to the Guardians 
at their next ordinary meeting. 

Art. 117. — Provided also, that nothing herein contained 
shall prevent the Master from allowing the paupers of each 
sex under the age of fifteen, subject to such restrictions as 
the Guardians may impose, to quit the Workhouse, under 
the care and guidance of himself, or the Matron, School- 
master, Schoolmistress, Porter, or some one of the assistants 
and servants of the Workhouse, for the purpose of ex- 
ercise. 

Art. 118. — Any person may visit any pauper in the 
Workhouse by permission of the Master, or (in his ab- 
sence) of the Matron, subject to such conditions and re- 
strictions as the Guardians may prescribe ; such interview 
shall take place in a room separate from the other inmates 
of the Workhouse, and in the presence of the Master, 
Matron, or Porter, except where a sick pauper is visited. 

Art. 119. — No written or printed paper of an improper 
tendency, or which may be likely to produce insubordina- 
tion, shall be allowed to circulate, or be read aloud, among 
the inmates of the Workhouse. . 

Art. 120. — No pauper shall play at cards, or at any game 
of chance, in the Workhouse ; and the Master may take 
from any pauper, and keep until his departure from the 
Workhouse, any cards, dice, or other articles applicable to 
games of chance, which may be in his possession. 

Art. 121. — No pauper shall smoke in any room of the 
Workhouse, except by the special direction of the Medical 
Officer, or shall have any matches or other articles of a 
highly combustible nature in his possession, and the Master 
may take from any person any articles of such a nature. 

Art. 122. — Any licensed minister of the religious per- 
suasion of an inmate of the Workhouse, who may at any 
time of the day, on the request of any inmate, enter the 
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Workhouse for the purpose of affording religious assists 
ance to him, or for the purpose of instructing his 
child or children in the principles of his religion, shall 
give such assistance or instruction, so as not to interfere 
with the good order and discipline of the other inmates of 
the Workhouse, and such religious assistance or instruction 
shall he strictly confined to inmates who are of the religious 
persuasion of such minister, and to the children of such 
inmates, except in the cases in which the Guardians may 
lawfully permit religious assistance and instruction to be 
given to any paupers who are Protestant dissenters, by 
licensed ministers who are Protestant dissenters (a). 

Art. 123. — No work, except the necessary household 
work and cooking, shall be performed by the paupers on 
Sunday, Good Friday, and Christmas Day. 

Art. 124. — Prayers shall be read before breakfEist and 
after supper every day, and Divine Service shall be per- 
formed every Sunday, Good Friday, and Christmas Day in 
the Workhouse (unless the Guardiems, with the consent of 
the Commissioners, otherwise direct), and at such prayers 
and Divine Service all the paupers shall attend, except the 
sick, persons of unsound mind, the young children, and such 
as are too infirm to do so ; provided that those paupers who 
may object so to attend, on account of their professing 
religious principles differing from those of the Established 
Church, shall also be exempt from such attendance. 

Art. 126. — The Guardians may authorize any inmates 
of the Workhouse, being members of the Established 
Church, to attend Public Worship at a parish church or 
chapel, on every Sunday, Good Friday, and Christmas 
Day, under the control and inspection of the Master or 
Porter, or other officer. 

Art. 126.— The Guardians may also authorize any in- 
mates of the Workhouse, being dissenters from the Esta- 
blished Church, to attend Public Worship at any dissenting 
chapel in the neighbourhood of the Workhouse, on every 
Sunday, Good Friday, and Christmas Day.

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Punishments for Misbehaviour op the Paupers (a). 

Art. 127. — Any pauper, being an inmate of the Work- 
house, who shall neglect to observe such of the regulations 
in this Order as are applicable to him as such inmate ; — 

Or who shall make any noise when silence is ordered to 
be kept ; 

Or shall use obscene or profane language ; 

Or shall by word or deed insult or revile any person; 

Or shall threaten to strike or to assault any person ; 

Or shall not duly cleanse his person ; 

Or shall refuse or neglect to work, after having been re- 
quired to do so ; 

Or shall pretend sickness ; 

Or shall play at cards or other game of chance ; 

Or shall refuse to go into his proper ward or yard, or 
shall enter or attempt to enter, without permission, 
the ward or yard appropriated to any class of paupers 
other than that to which he belongs ; 

Or shall climb over any fence or boundary wall sur- 
rounding any portion of the Workhouse premises, 
or shall attempt to leave the Workhouse otherwise than 
through the ordinary entrance ; 

Or shall misbehave in going to, at, or returning from 
Public Worship out of the Workhouse, or at Divine 
Service or Prayers in the Workhouse ; 

Or having received temporary leave of absence, and 
wearing the Workhouse clothes, shall return to the 
Workhouse after the appointed time of absence, without 
reasonable cause for the delay ; 

Or shall wilfully disobey any lawful order of any officer 
of the Workhouse, 
shall be deemed disorderly. 

Art. 128. — Any pauper, being an inmate of the Work- 
house, who shall, within seven days, repeat any one, or com- 
mit more than one, of the offences specified in Art 127 ;

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Or who shall by word or deed insult or revile the Master 
or Matron, or any other officer of the Workhouse, or 
any of the Guardians; 
Or shall wilfully disobey any lawful order of the Master 
or Matron after such order shall have been repeated ; 
Or shall unlawfully strike or otherwise unlawfully as- 
sault any person ; 
Or shaU wilfully or mischievously damage or soil any 

property whatsoever belonging to the Guardians ; 
Or shall wilfully waste or spoil any provisions, stock, 
tools, or materials for work, belonging to the Guar- 
dians ; 
Or shall be drunk ; 

Or shall act or write indecently or obscenely; 
Or shall wilfully disturb other persons at Public Worship 
out of the Workhouse, or at Divine Service or Prayers 
in the Workhouse ; 
shall be deemed befraotory. 

Art. 129. — The Master may, with or without the direction 
of the Guardians, punish any disorderly pauper by substi- 
tuting, during a time not greater than forty-eight hours, 
for his dinner, as prescribed by the Dietary, a meal consist- 
ing of eight ounces of bread, or one pound of cooked 
potatoes or boiled rice, and also by withholding from him, 
during the same period, all butter, cheese, tea, sugar, or 
broth, which such pauper would otJierwise receive, at any 
meal during the time aforesaid. 

Art. 130. — The Guardians may, by a special direction 
to be entered on their minutes, order any refractory pauper 
to be punished by confinement in a separate room, with or 
without an alteration of diet, similar in kind and duration 
to that prescribed in Article 1:29 for disorderly paupers ; 
but no pauper shall be so confined for a longer period than 
twenty-four hours, or, if it be deemed right that such 
pauper should be carried before a justice of the peace, and 
if such period of twenty-four hours should be insufficient 
for that purpose, then for such further time as may be ne* 
cessary for such purpose. 
Art. 131.— If any offence, whereby a pauper becomes 

i3 
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refractory under Art. 128, be accompanied by any of the 
following circumstances of aggravation ; (that is to say,) 
if such pauper 

Persist in using violence against any person ; 

Or persist in creating a noise or disturbance, so as to 
annoy other inmates ; 

Or endeavour to excite other paupers to acts of insub- 
ordination ; 

Or persist in acting indecently or obscenely in the pre- 
sence of any other inmate ; 

Or persist in mischievously breaking or damaging any 
goods or property of the Guardians ; 
the Master may, without any direction of the Guardians, 
immediately place such refractory pauper in confinement 
for any time not exceeding twelve hours ; which confine- 
ment shall, however, be reckoned as part of any punish- 
ment afterwards imposed by the Guardians for the same 
offence. 

Art. 132. — Every refractory pauper shall be deemed to 
be also disorderly, and may be punished as such ; but no 
pauper who may have been punished for any offence as 
disorderly, shall afterwards be punished for the same of- 
fence as refractory, and no pauper who may have been 
punished for any offence as refractory, shall afterwards be 
punished for the same offence as disorderly. 

Art. 138. — No pauper shall 1%b punished by confinement 
or alteration in diet for any offence not committed in the 
Workhouse since his last admission, except in such cases as 
are expressly specified in Articles 127 and 128. 

Art. 134. — No pauper who may have been under 
medical care, or who may have been entered in the medical 
weekly return as sick or infirm, at any time in the course 
of the seven days next preceding the punishment, or who 
may be reasonably supposed to be under twelve, or above 
sixty years of age, or who may be pronounced by the 
Medical Officer to be pregnant, or who may be suckling a 
child, shall be punished by alteration of diet, or by confine- 
ment, unless the Medical Officer shall have previously 
certified in writing that no injury to the health of such 
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pauper is reasonably to be apprehended from the proposed 
punishment; and any modification diminishing such 
pimishment which the Medical Officer may suggest, shall 
be adopted by the Master. 

Art. J 36. — No pauper shall be confined between eight 
o'clock in the evening, and six o'clock in the morning, 
without being furnished with a bed and bedding suitable to 
the season, and with the other proper conveniences. 

Art. 136. — No child under twelve years of age shall be 
punished by confinement in a dark room, or during the night. 

Art. 137. — No corporal punishment shall be inflicted on 
any male child, except by the Schoolmaster or Master. 

Art. 138. — No corporal punishment shall be inflicted on 
any female child. 

Art. 139. — No corporal punishment shall be inflicted on 
any male child, except with a rod or other instrument, such 
as may have been approved of by the Guardians or the 
Visiting Committee. 

Art. 140. — No corporal punishment shall be inflicted on 
any male child until two hours shall have elapsed from 
the commission of the offence for which such punishment 
is inflicted. 

Art. 141. — Whenever any male child is punished by 
corporal correction, the Master and Schoolmaster shall (if 
possible) be both present. 

Art. 142. — No male child shall be punished by flogging 
whose age may be reasonably supposed to exceed fourteen 
years. 

Art. 143. — The Master shall keep a book to be fur- 
nished him by the Guardians, in the Form O. (a) hereunto 
annexed, in which he shall duly enter. 

Firstly, All cases of refractory or disorderly paupers, 
whether children or adults, reported to the Guardians 
for their decision thereon. 

Secondly, All cases of paupers, whether children or 
adults, who may have been punished without the

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direction of the Guardians, with the particulars of their 
respective offences and punishments. 

Art. 144. — ^The person who punishes any child with 
corporal correction shall forthwith report to the Master the 
paiticulars of the offence and punishment ; and the Master 
shall enter the same in the hook specified in Art. 143. 

Art. 145. — Such book shall be laid on the table at everj 
ordinary meeting of the Guardians ; and every entry made 
in such book since the last ordinary meeting shall be read 
to the Board by the Clerk. 

The Guardians shall thereupon, in the first place, give 
direction as to the confinement or other punishment of any 
refractory or disorderly pauper reported for their decision, 
and such direction shall be entered on the minutes of the 
proceedings of the day, and a copy thereof shall be inserted 
by the Clerk in the book specified in Art. 143. 

The Guardians, in the second place, shall take into their 
consideration the cases in which punishments are reported 
to have been already inflicted by the Master or other officer, 
and shall require the Master to bring before them any 
pauper so punished, who may have signified a wish to see 
the Guardians. If the Guardians in any case are of 
opinion that the officer has acted illegally or improperly, 
such opinion shall be entered on the minutes, and shall be 
communicated to the Master, and a copy of the minute of 
such opinion shall be forwarded to the Commissioners by 
the Clerk. 

Art. 146. — If any pauper above the age of fourteen years 
unlawfully introduce or attempt to introduce any spirituous 
or fermented liquor into the Workhouse or abscond from 
the Workhouse with clothes belonging to the Guardians, 
the Master may cause such pauper to be forthwith taken 
before a Justice of the Peace, to be dealt with according 
to law. And whether he do so or not, he shall report 
every such case to the Guardians at their next ordinary 
meeting. 

Art. 147. — The Master shall cause a legible copy of 
Arts. 127, 128, 129, 130, and 131 to be kept suspended in 
the dining-hall of the Workhouse, or in the room in which 
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the inmates usually eat their meals, and also in the Board- 
room of the Guardians. 

Visiting Committee (a). 

Art. 148. — The Guardians shall appoint one or more 
Visiting Committees from their own body; and each of 
such committees shall carefully examine the Workhouse or 
Workhouses of the Parish once in every week at the least, 
inspect the last reports of the Chaplain and Medical Officer, 
examine the stores, afford, so far as is practicable, to the 
inmates an opportunity of making any complaints, and 
investigate any complaints that may be made to them. 

Art. 149. — ^The Visiting Committee shall j&om time to 
time write such answers as the facts may warrant to the 
following queries, which are to be printed in a book entitled 
The Visitor's Book, to be provided by the Guardians, and 
kept in every Workhouse for that purpose, and to be sub- 
mitted regularly to the Guardians at their ordinary 
meetings : — 

Q. 1. — Is the Workhouse, with its wards, offices, yards, 
and appurtenances, clean and well ventilated in every 
part? —and is the bedding in proper order? — ^if not, 
state the defect or omission. 
Q. 2. — Do the inmates of the Workhouse, of all classes, 
appear clean in their persons, and decent and orderly 
in their behaviour; and is their clothing regularly 
changed ? 
Q. 3. — Are the inmates of each sex employed and kept at 
work as directed by the Guardians, and is such work 
unobjectionable in its nature? — if any improvement can 
be suggested in their employment, state the same. 
Q. 4. — Are the infirm of each sex properly attended to, 

according to their several conditions ? 
Q. 5. — Are the boys and girls in the school properly 
instructed as required by the Regulations of the Com- 
missioners, and is their industrial training properly 
attended to ?

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Q. 6. — Are the young children properly nursed and taken 
care of, and do they appear in a clean and healthy 
state ! — Is thei*e any child not vaccinated ? 

Q. 7.-*Is regular attendance given hy the Medical 
Officer ? — Are the inmates of the sick- wards properly 
tended ? — Are the nurses efficient ? — Is there any in- 
fectious disease in the Workhouse ? 

Q. 8. — ^Is there any dangerous lunatic or. idiot in the 
Workhouse ? 

Q. 9. — Is Divine Service regularly performed ? — ^Arc 
prayers regularly read ? 

Q. 10. — Is the estahlished dietary duly observed : and 
are the prescribed hours of meals regularly adhered to ? 

Q. 11. — Are the provisions and other supplies of the 
qualities contracted for? 

Q. 12. — Is the classification properly observed according 
to Arts. 98 and 99 ? 

Q. 13. — Is any complaint made by any pauper against 
any officer, or in respect of the provisions or accommo- 
dations ? if so, state the name of the complainant, and 
the subject of the complaint. 

Q. 14. — Does the present number of inmates in the 
Workhouse exceed that fixed by the Poor-law Com- 
missioners ? 



Repairs and Alterations op the Workhouse (a). 

Art. 160. — The Guardians shall once at least in ev€lry 
year, and as often as may be necessary for cleanliness, 
cause all the rooms, wards, offices, and privies belonging to 
the Workhouse to be limewashed. 

Art. 151. — ^The Guardians shall cause the Workhouse 
and all its furniture and appurtenances to be kept in good 
and substantial repair; and shall, from time to time, 
remedy without delay any such defect in the repair of the 
house, its drainage, warmth, or ventilation, or in the

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furniture or fixtures thereof, as may tend to injure the 
health of the inmates. 

Government of the Workhouse by the 

Guardians. 

Art. 152. — We do declare, that, subject to the rules and 
regulations herein contained, the guidance, government, 
and control of every Workhouse, and of the officers, 
servants, assistants, and paupers within such Workhouse, 
shall be exercised by the Guardians of the Parish. 

APPOINTMENT OF OFFICERS. 

Art. 163. — The Guardians shall, whenever it may be 
requisite, or whenever a vacancy may occur, appoint lit 
persons to hold the under-mentioned offices (a), and to 
perform the duties respectively assigned to them ; namely, 

1. Clerk to the Guardians. 

2. Treasurer of the Parish. 
8. Chaplain. 

4. Medical Officer for the Workhouse. 
6. District Medical Officer. 

6. Master of the Workhouse. 

7. Matron of the Workhouse. 

8. Schoolmaster. 

9. Schoolmistress. 

10. Porter. 

11. Nurse. 

12. Relieving Officer. 

13. Superintendent of Out-door Labour. 

And also such assistants as the Guardians, with the consent 
of the Commissioners, may deem necessary for the effi- 
cient performance of the duties of any of the said offices. 

Art. 164. — ^The officers so appointed to or holding any of 
the said offices, as well as all persons temporarily dis*

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chargiDg' the duties of such offices, shall respectively pep-' 
form such duties as may be required of them by the Rules 
and Regrulations of the Commissioners in force at the 
time, together with all such other duties conformable with 
the nature of their respective offices, as the Guardians may 
lawfully require them to perform. 

Provided always, that every regulation applying to any 
officer holding his office under this Order, shall apply to 
any officer of the like denomination appointed by the 
Guardians, although such officer may have been appointed 
beiore this Order shall have come into force. 



Mode op Appointment. 

Art 155. — Every officer and assistant, to be appointed 
under this Order, shall be appointed by a majority of the 
Guardians present at a meeting of the Board, consisting of 
more than three Guardians, or by three Guardians if no 
more be present. Every such appointment shall, as soon 
as the same has been made, be reporteiT to the Commis- 
sioners by the Clerk. 

Art. 156. — No appointment to any of the offices specified 
in Art. 153, shall be made under this Order, unless a notice 
that the question of making such appointment will be 
brought before the Board has been given and entered on 
the minutes, at one of the two ordinary meetings of the 
Board next preceding the meeting at which the ap- 
pointment is made, or unless an advertisement giving no- 
tice of the consideration of such appointment shall have 
appeared in some public paper by the direction of the 
Guardians at least seven days before the day on which 
such appointment is made : Provided that no such notice or 
advertisement shall be necessary for the appointment of an 
assistant or temporary substitute. 

Art. 157. — The Guardians shall not by advertisement, or 
other public notice, printed or written, invite tenders fop 
the supply of medicines, or for the medical attendance on 
the paupers of the Parish, unless such advertisement or

notice shall specify the district or place for which such supply 
of medicines and such attendance is required, together 
with the amount of salary or other remimeration. 
- Art. 158. — ^The Guardians may from time to time divide 
the Parish into districts for general and medical relief, with 
the consent of the Commissioners ; and on any change in 
the division of the Parish into districts for general and 
medical relief, or in the assignment of Relieving Officers 
and Medical Officers to such districts, the Clerk shall report 
every such change to the Commissioners for their approba- 
tion. 

Art. 159. — The Guardians shall not assign to any Me- 
dical Officer a district which exceeds in extent the area of 
fifteen thousand statute acres, or which contains a population 
exceeding the number of fifteen thousand persons, according 
to the then last enumeration of the population published by 
authority of Parliament. 

Art. 160.— Provided that, if it be impracticable, con- 
sistently with the proper attendance on the sick poor, for 
the Guardians to divide the Parish into districts containing 
respectively an area and population less than is specified in 
Art. 159, then and in such case the Guardians shall cause a 
special minute to be made and entered on the usual record 
of their proceedings, stating the reasons which in their 
opinion make it necessary to form a district exceeding the 
said limits, and shall transmit a copy of such minute to 
the Commissioners for their consideration, and if the Com- 
missioners signify their approval thereof to such Guardians, 
then and in such case, but not otherwise, such Guardians 
may proceed to assign the said district to a Medical 
Officer. 



QnALIFIOA.TIONS OF OfFIOBRS. 

Art. 161.— No person shall hold the office of Clerk, 
Treasurer, Master, or Relieving Officer under this Order 
who has not reached the age of twenty-one years. 

Art. 162. — No person shall hold the office of Master of a 
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Workhouse, or Matron of a Workhouse having no Master, 
unless he or she be able to keep accounts. 

Art. 163. — No person shall hold the office of Relieving 
Officer unless he be able to keep accounts, and unless he 
reside in the district for which he may be appointed to act, 
devote his whole time to the performance of the duties of 
his office, and abstain from following any trade or pro- 
fession, and from entering into any other service. 

Art. 164. — No person shall hold the office of Nurse who 
is not able to read written directions upon medicines. 

Art. IQ6» — Provided always, that the Guardians may 
with the consent of the Commissioners previously ob- 
tained, but not otherwise, dispense with any of the condi- 
tions specified in ArtSi 161, 162, 163, and 164. 

Art. 166. — No person shall be appointed to the office of 
Master, Matron, Schoolmaster, Schoolmistress, Porter, or 
Relieving Officer under this Order who does not agree to 
give one month's notice previous to resigning the office, or 
to forfeit one month's amount of salary, to be deducted as 
liquidated damages from the amount of salary due at the 
time of such resignation. 

Art. 167. —No person shall hold the office of Medical 
Officer under this Order unless he possess one of the four 
following qualifications ; that is to say,— 

1. A diploma or degree as surgeon from a Royal College 

or University in England, Scotland, or Ireland, to- 
gether with a degree in medicine from a University 
in England, legally authorized to grant such degree, 
or together with a diploma or license of the Royal 
College of Physicians of London. 

2. A diploma or degree as surgeon from a Royal College 

or University in England, Scotland, or Ireland, to- 
gether with a certificate to practise as an apothecary 
from the Society of Apothecaries of London. 

3. A diploma or degree as surgeon from a Royal College 

or University in England, Scotland, or Ireland, such 
person having been in actual practice as an apothe- 
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cary on the first day of August, One thousand 
eight hundred and fifteen. 

4. A warrant or commission as surgeon or assistant- 
surgeon in Her Majesty's Navy, or as surgeon or 
assistant-surgeon or apothecary in Her Majesty's 
Army, or as surgeon or assistant-surgeon in the ser^ 
vice of the Honourable East India Company, dated 
previous to the first day of August, One thousand 
eight hundred and twenty-six. 

Art. 168. — Provided always, that if it be impracticable, 
consistently with the proper attendance on the sick poor, 
for the Guardians to procure a person residing within the 
district in which he is to act, and duly qualified in one of 
the four modes recited in Art. 167, to attend on the poor in 
such district, or that the only person resident within such 
district, and so qualified, shall have been dismissed &om 
office by the Commissioners, or shall be unfit or incompe- 
tent to hold the office of Medical Officer, then and in such 
case the Guardians shall cause a special minute to be made 
and entered on the usual record of their proceedings, stating 
the reasons which, in their opinion, make it necessary to 
employ a person not qualified as required by Art. 167, and 
shall forthwith transmit a copy of such minute to the Com- 
missioners for their consideration ; and the Commissioners 
may permit the employment by such Guardians of any 
person duly licensed to practise as a medical man, although 
such person be not qualified in one of the four modes re- 
quired by Art. 167. 

Art. 169. — Provided also, that the Guardians may, with 
the consent of the Commissioners, continue in office any 
Medical Officer duly licensed to practise as a medical man, 
already employed by any such Guardians, although sudi 
Medical Officer may not be qualified in one of the four 
modes required by Art. 167. 

Art. 170. — No person shall hold the office of Chaplcun 
under this Order without the consent of the Bishop of the 
diocese to his appointment, signified in writing.

Bemunbbation of the Officers. 

Art. 171. — The Guardians shall pay to the several officers 
and assistants appointed to or holding any office or employ- 
ment under this Order, such salaries or remuneration as 
the Commissioners may from time to time direct or ap- 
prove. 

Provided that the Guardians, with the approval of the 
Commissioners, may pay to any officer or person employed 
by such Guardians a reasonable compensation on account 
of extraordinary services, or other unforeseen circumstances 
connected with the duties of such officer or person, or the 
necessities of the Parish. 

Art. 172. — The salary of every officer, or assistant, ap- 
pointed to or holding any office or employment under this 
Order, shall be payable up to the day on which he ceases 
to hold such office or employment, and no longer. 

Art. 173. — If no remuneration or salary be expressly 
assigned to the Treasurer, the profit arising from the use 
of money from time to time left in his hands shall be 
deemed to be the payment of his services. 

Art. 174. — An officer who may be suspended, and who 
may without the previous removal of such suspension be 
dismissed by the Commissioners, shall not be entitled to 
any salary from the date of such suspension. 

Art. 176. — The Guardians shall not pay to any officer, 
bound to account, to be hereafter appointed, who may have 
been removed, or who may be under suspension from his 
office, any salary claimed by such officer until his accounts 
shall have been audited by the Auditor (a). 

Art. 176. — No salary of any District Medical Officer 
shall include the remuneration for operations and services 
of the following classes performed by such Medical Officer 
in that capacity for any out-door pauper, but such opera-

The above rates shall include the payment for the supply 
of all kinds of apparatus and splints. 

Art. 177. — Provided that, except in cases of sudden ac- 
cident immediately threatening life, no Medical Officer 
shall be entitled to receive such remuneration for any am- 
putation, unless he shall have obtained at his own cost the 
advice of some member of the Royal College of Surgeons 
of London, or some fellow or Hcentiate of the Royal Col- 
lege of Physicians of London, before performing such am- 
putation, and unless he shall also produce to the Guardians 
a certificate from such member of the Royal College of 
Surgeons, or such fellow or licentiate, stating that in bis 
opinion it was right and proper that such amputation 
should be then performed. 

Art. 178. — Provided also, that if in any case the patient 
has not survived the operation more than thirty-six hours, 
and has not required and received several attendances after 
the operation by the Medical Officer who has performed 
the same, such Medical Officer shall be entitled only to one 
half of the payments respectively prescribed above. 

Art. 179. — Provided also, tbat if several of the fees 
specified in Art. 176, become payable with respect to the 
same person at the same time, and in consequence of the 
same cause or injury, the Medical Officer shall be entitled 
only to one of such fees, and if they be unequal, to the 
highest. 
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Art. 180. — In any surgical case, not provided for in 
Art. 176, which has presented peculiar difficulty, or re- 
quired and received long attendance from the District Me- 
dical Officer, the Guardians may make to the said Medical 
Officer such reasonable extra allowance as they may think 
fit, and the Commissioners may approve. 

Art. 181. — In cases in which any Medical Officer, either 
for the Workhouse or a District, shall be called on by order 
of a person legally qualified to make such order, to attend 
any woman in or immediately after childbirth, or shall, 
under circumstances of difficulty or danger, without any 
order, visit any such woman actually receiving relief, or 
"^ whom the Guardians may subsequently decide to have 
been in a destitute condition, such Medical Officer shall be 
paid for his attendance and medicines by a sum of not less 
than ten shillings, nor more than twenty shillings, ac-* 
cording as the Guardians may agree with such Officer. 

Art. 182. — Provided that in any special case in which 
great difficulty may have occurred in the delivery, or long 
subsequent attendance in respect of some puerperal malady 
or affection may have been requisite, any District Medical 
Officer shall receive the sum of two pounds. 

• 

Secubitt of the Officsrs, 

Art. 183. — Every Treasurer, Master, Matron of a Work- 
house in which there is no Master, Collector, or Relieving 
Officer, every person hereafter appointed as Clerk, and 
every other officer whom the Gruardians shall require so to do, 
shall respectively give a bond, conditioned for the due and 
futhful performance of the duties of the office, with two 
sufficient sureties, not, in the case of any security to be 
hereafter entered into, being officers of the same Parish, 
and every officer who shall have entered into any such 
security shall give immediate notice to the Guardians of 
the death, insolvency, or bankruptcy of either of such 
sureties, and shall, when required by the Gtiardians, pro- 
duce a certificate, signed by two householders, that his 
sureties are alive, and believed by them to be solvent, and 
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such officer shall supply a fresh surety, in the place of any 
such surety who may die, or become bankrupt or insolvent. 

Art. 184. — Provided that the Guardians may, if they 
think fit, take the security of any society or company 
expressly authorized by statute to ^arantee or secure the 
faithful discharge of the duties of such officers (a). 

Art. 186. — Provided also, that the Guardians may with 
the consent of the Commissioners, dispense with such 9^ 
curity in the case of any banking firm acting as Treasurer, 
or in the case of a Treasurer, being a banker or partner of 
such firm. 

Continuance in Oppicb and Suspension op 
Ofpicbrs. — Supply op Vacancies. 

Art. 186. — Every officer appointed to or holding any 
office under this Order, other tiian a Medical Officer, shall 
continue to hold the same until he die, or resign, or be re- 
moved by the Commissioners, or be proved to their satis- 
faction to be insane. 

Art. 187. — Provided always, that every porter, nurse, 
assistant, or servant may be dismissed by the Guardians 
without the consent of the Commissioners ; but every such 
dismissal, and the grounds thereof, shall be reported to the 
Commissioners. 

Art. 188. — If any Master and Matron hereafter ap- 
pointed be husband and wife, and one of them should be 
dismissed by order of the Commissioners, or should other- 
wise vacate his or her office, or should die, the other or 
survivor shall, at the expiration of the then current quarter, 
cease to hold his or her office of Master or Matron, as the 
case may be. 

Art. 189. — No officer of a Workhouse who may have 
been dismissed by any Order of the Commissioners, shall, 
after such dismissal, remain upon the Workhouse premises, 
or enter therein for the purpose of interfering in the ma-

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nagemeDt of such Workhouse, unless tbe Commissioners 
hare consented to his subsequent appointment to an office 
in such Workhouse, under the provisions of the said first- 
redted Act, or to his temporary employment therein. 

Art. 190. — Every Medical Officer duly appointed shall, 
unless the period for which he is appointed be entered on 
the Minutes of the Guardians at the time of making such 
ippointment, or be acknowledged in writing by such Me- 
dical Officer, continue in office until he may die or resign, 
or become legally disqualiiied to hold such office, or be 
removed therefrom by the Commissioners (a). 

Art. 191. — The Guardians may at their discretion sus- 
pend from the discharge of his or her duties any Master, 
Matron, Schoolmaster, Schoolmistress, Medical Officer, 
Relieving Officer, or Superintendent of Out-door Labour ; 
and the Guardians shall, in case of every such suspension, 
forthwith report the same, together with the cause thereof, 
to the Commissioners; and if the Commissioners remove 
the suspension of such officer by the Guardians, he or she 
shall forthwith resume the performance of his or her duties. 

Art. 192. — If any officer, or assistant, appointed to or 
holding any office or employment under this Order, be 
at any time prevented by sickness or accident, or other 
sufficient reason, from the performance of his duties, the 
Guardians may appoint a fit person to act as his tempo- 
rary substitute, and may pay him a reasonable compen- 
sation for his services ; and every such appointment shall 
be reported to the Commissioners as soon as the same shall 
have been made. 

Art. 193. — The Vice-Chairman, or some Guardian to 
be appointed by the Guardians, may perform any of the 
duties assigned to the Clerk until any vacancy in the office 
shall have been filled, or until a substitute be appointed iti 
the case of the sickness, accident, or absence of the Clerk. 

Art. 194. — When any officer may die, resign, or become 
legally disqualified to perform the duties of his office, the 
Guardians shall, as soon as conveniently may be after such

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death, resignation, or disqualification, give notice thereof 
to the Commissioners, and proceed to make a new appoint- 
ment to the office~so vacant in the manner prescribed by the 
above regulations. 

Art. 196. — If any oflScer give notice of an intended re- 
signation to take effect on a future day, the Guardians may 
elect a successor to such officer, in conformity with the 
above regulations, at any time subsequent to such notice. 

Art. 196. — In the case of any Medical Officer who holds 
his office for a specified term, the Guardians may provide 
for the continuance of such officer, or appoint his successor, 
within the three calendar months next before the expi- 
ration ofsuch term. 

Personal Disohabge op Duties. 

Art. 197. — In every case not otherwise provided for by 
this Order, every officer shall perform his duties in person, 
and shall not intrust the same to a deputy, except with the 
special permission of the Commissioners on the application 
of the Guardians. * 

Art. 198. — Every Medical Officer shall be bound to visit 
and attend personally, as far as may be practicable, the 
poor persons intrusted to his care, and shall be responsible 
for the attendance on them. 

Art. 199. — Every Medical Officer shall, as soon as njay 
be after his appointment, name to the Guardians some 
legally qualified medical practitioner to whom application 
for medicines or attendance may be made, in the case of 
his absence from home, or other hinderance to his personal 
attendance, and who will supply the same at the cost of 
such Medical Officer, and the name and residence of every 
Medical Practitioner so named shall be forwarded by the 
Clerk to each Relieving Officer, and to the Overseera of 
the Parish. 

DUTIES OF THE OFFICERS. 
Art 200. — And We do hereby define and specify the 
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duties of the several Officers appointed to or holding their 
offices under this Order, and direct the execution thereof, 
to be as follows : — 

DUTIBS OF THB ClEBE. 

Art. 201.--The following shall be the duties of the 
Clerk :— 

No. 1. To attend all meetings of the Board of Gxiar- 
dians, and to keep punctually minutes of the proceed- 
ings at every meeting, to enter the said minutes in a 
book, and to submit the same so entered to the pre- 
siding Chairman at the succeeding meeting for his 
signature. 

No. 2. To keep, check, and examine all accounts, books 
of accounts, minutes, books, and other documents as 
required of him by the Regulations of the Commis- 
sioners, or relating to the business of the Guardians, 
and from time to time to produce all such books and 
documents, together with the necessary vouchers, and 
the bonds of any Officers, with any certificates relating 
thereto, which may be in his custody, to the Auditor 
of the Parish, at the place of audit, and at the time and 
in such manner as may be required by the Regulations 
of the Commissioners. 

No. 3. To peruse and conduct the correspondence of 
the Guardians according to their directions, and to 
preserve the same, as well as all orders of the Com- 
missioners, and letters received, together with copies 
of all letters sent, and all letters, books, papers, and 
documents belonging to the Parish, or intrusted to him 
by the Guardians, and to make all necessary copies 
thereof. 

No. 4. To prepare all written contracts and agreements 
to be entered into by any parties with the Guardians, 
and to see that the same are duly executed, and to 
prepare all bonds or other securities to be given by any 
of the Officers of the Parish, and to see that the same 
are duly executed by such Officers and their sureties. 
No. 5. To receive all requisitions of Guardians for ex- 
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traordinaiy meetings, and to summon such meeting 
accordingly ; and to make, sign, and send all notices 
required to be given to the Guardians, by this or any 
other Order of the Commissioners. 

No. 6. To countersign all orders legally made by the 
Guardians on Overseers, for the payment of money, 
and all orders legally drawn by the Guardians upon 
the Treasurer. 

No. 7. To ascertain, before every ordinary meeting of 
the Board, the balance due to or from the Parish, in 
nccount with the Treasurer, and to enter the same in 
the minute book. 

No. 8. At the first meeting of the Guardians in each 
quarter, to lay before the Guardians, or some Com- 
mittee appointed by them, the non-settled poor ac- 
count, and the non-resident poor account, posted in 
his ledger to the end of the preceding quarter, and to 
take the directions of the Guardians respecting the 
remittance of cheques or post-office orders to the 
Guardians of any Union or other Parish, or the 
transmission of accounts due from Unions or other 
Parishes, and requests for payments. 

No. 9. Within fourteen days from the close of each 
quarter, to transmit by post all accounts of relief 
administered in the course of the preceding quarter to 
non-settled poor to the Guardians of the Unions and 
other Parishes on account of which such relief was 
given ; and to state in every account so transmitted the 
names and classes of the several paupers to whom the 
rehef in question has been administered. 

No. 10. To communicate to the several officers and per- 
sons engaged in the administration of relief within the 
Parish, all orders and directions of the Commissioners, 
or of the Guardians ; and, so far as may be, to give the 
instructions requisite for the prompt and correct exe- 
cution of all such orders and directions, and to report 
to the Guardians any neglect or failure therein which 
may come to his knowledge. 

No. 11. To conduct all applications by or on behalf of 

K 2 
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the Guardians to any Justice or Justices at their 
Special, Petty, or General Sessions, and if he be an 
attorney or solicitor, to perform and execute all legal 
business connected with the Parish, or in which the 
Guardians shall be engaged, except prosecutions at the 
assizes, actions at law, suits in equity, or parliamentary 
business, without charge for anything beyond disburse- 
ments (a). 

No. 12. To prepare and transmit all reports, answers, or 
returns, as to any question or matter connected with 
or relating to the administration of the laws for the 
reUef of the Poor in the Parish, or to any other 
business of the Parish, which are required by the 
Eegulataons of the Commissioners, or which the Com- 
missioners, or any Assistant Commissioner, may law- 
fully require from him. 

No. 13. To conduct duly and impartially, and in strict 
conformity with the Regulations in force at the time, 
the annual, or any other Election of Guardians. 

No. 14. To observe and execute all lawful orders and 
directions of the Guardians applicable to his o£Bce (h). 

Duties op thb Tbeasuber of thb Parish. 

Art. 202. — The following shall be the duties of the Trea- 
surer of the Parish : — 

No. 1. To receive all monies tendered to be paid to the 
Guardians, and to place the same to their credit. 

No. 2. To pay out of any monies for the time being in 
his hands belonging to the Guardians, all orders for 
money which shall be drawn upon him, in conformity 
with Art. 84, when the same shall be presented at the 
house or usual place of business of the Treasurer, and 
within the usual hours of business. 

No, 3. To keep an account, under the proper dates, of all

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monies received and paid by him as such Treasurer, to 
balance the same at Lady Day and Michaelmas in 
every year, and to render an account of such monies 
to the Guardians when required by them to do so. 

No. 4. Whenever there are not funds belonging to the 
Guardians in his hands as Treasurer of the Parish, to 
report in writing the fact of such deficiency to the 
Commissioners. 

No. 5. To submit a proper account, together with the 
bonds of any officers which may be in his custody, to 
the Auditor at the place of audit, and at the time and 
in such manner as may be required by the Eegulations 
of the Commissioners. 

No. 6. — ^To receive the monies payable to him as Trea- 
surer of the Parish, under any Act of Parliament or 
other authority of law. 

Art. 203. — Provided that the regulations in Art. 202 shall 
not be applicable to cases in which the Governor and Com- 
pany of the Bank of England may act as Treasurer of the 
Parish, or Bankers to the Guardians. 

Duties of a Mbdioal Officer {c). 

Art. 204. — ^The following shall be the duties of every 

Medical Officer appointed by the Guardians, whether he 

be the Medical Officer for a Workhouse or for a District : — 

No. 1. To give to the Guardians, when required, any 

reasonable information respecting the case of any pauper 

who is or has been under his care ; to make any such 

written report relative to any sickness prevalent among 

the paupers under his care, as the Guardians or the 

Commissioners may require of him ; and to attend any 

meeting of the Board of Guardians when requested by 

them to do so. 

No. 2. To give a certificate respecting children whom it

Na 8. To give a certificate under his hand in every 
case to the Guardians, or the Relieving Officer, or the 
pauper on whom he is attending, of the sickness of such 
pauper or other cause of his attendance, when required 
to do so. 

No. 4. — In keeping the books prescribed by this Order, to 
employ, so far as is practicable, the terms used or recom- 
mended in the regulations and statistical nosology 
issued by the Begistrar General; and also to show 
when the visit or attendance made or given to any 
pauper was made or given by any person employed by 
himself. 



Duties of a District Medical Officer. 

Art. 205.^The following shall be the duties of a District 
Medical Officer : — 

No. 1. To attend duly and panctually upon all poor 
persons requiring medical attendance within the Dis- 
trict of the Parish assigned to him, and according to his 
agreement to supply the requisite medicines to such 
persons, whenever he may be lawfully required to fur- 
nish such attendance or medicines by a written or 
printed order of the Guardians, or of a Relieving 
Officer, of the Parish, or of an Overseer, 

No. 2. On the exhibition to him of a ticket, according 
to Art. 76, and on application made on behalf of the 
party to whom such ticket was given, to afford such 
medical attendance and medicines as he would be bound 
to supply if he had received in each case an order 
from the Guardians to afford such attendance and 
medicines. 

No. 3. To inform the Relieving Officer of any poor person 
whom he may attend without an order. 

No. 4. To make a return to the Guardians at each ordi- 
nary meeting, in a book prepared according to the ForiA 
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marked P. (d) hereunto annexed, and to insert therein 
the date of every attendance, and the other particulars 
required bj such Form^ in conformity with Art. 204, 
No. 4. 

Provided, however, that the Medical OflScer may, with 
the consent oi the Guardians, but not otherwise, make 
the entries which he is directed to make in such book 
on detached sheets of paper, according to the same 
Form, and cause the same to be laid before the Guar- 
dians at every ordinary meeting, instead of such book ; 
and the Guardians shall, in that case, cause such sheets 
to be bound up at the end of the year. 

Duties of thb Mbdioal Offiobr fob the 

wobkhousb. 

Art. 206. — The following shall be the duties of the Medical 
Officer for the Workhouse : — 

No. 1. To attend at the Workhouse at the periods fixed 
by the Guardians, and also when sent for by the Master 
or Matron. 

No. 2. To attend duly and punctually upon aU poor 
persons in the Workhouse requiring medical attenduice, 
and according to his agreement to supply the requisite 
medicines to such persons. 

No. 3. To examine the state of the paupers on their ad- 
mission into the Workhouse, and to give the requisite 
directions to the Master according to Arts. 91 and 92. 

No. 4. To give directions and make suggestions as to the 
diet, classification, and treatment of the sick paupers, 
and paupers of unsound mind, and to report to the 
Guardians any pauper of unsound mind in the Work- 
house whom he may deem to be dangerous, or fit to be 
sent to a* Lunatic Asylum, 

No. 5. To give all necessary instructions as to the diet or 
treatment of children and women suckling children,

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and to vaccinate such of the children as may require 
vaccination. 

No. 6. To report in writing to the Guardians any defect 
in the diet, drainage, ventilation, warmth, or other 
arrangements of the Workhouse, or any excess in the 
number of any class of inmates, which he may deem to 
be detrimental to the health of the inmates. 

No. 7. To report in writing to the Guardians any defect 
which he may observe in the arrangements of the in- 
firmary, and in the performance of their duties by the 
nurses of the sick. 

No. 8. To make a return to the Guardians, at each ordi- 
.nary meeting, in a book prepared according to the 
Form Q. (e) hereunto annexed, and to insert therein 
the date of every attendance, in conformity with Art. 
204, and the other particulars required by such Form 
to be inserted by the Medical Officer, and to enter in 
such return the death of every pauper who shall die 
in the Workhouse, together with the apparent cause 
thereof. 

No. 9. To enter in the commencement of such book, ac- 
cording to the Form marked R. {^f) hereunto annexed, 
the proper dietary for the sick paupers in the house in 
so many different scales as he shall deem expedient. 

Duties of.tbb Mastbb. 

Art. 207. — The following shall be the duties of the 
Master : — 

No. 1. To admit paupers into the Workhouse, in obedience 
to the orders specified in Art. 88, and also every person 
applying for admission who may appear to him to re- 
quire relief through any sudden or urgent necessity, 
and to cause every pauper, upon admission, to be 
examined by the Medical Officer, as is directed in 
Art. 91.

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No. 2. To cause every male pauper abore the age of seven 
years, upon admission, to be searched, cleansed and 
clothed, and to be placed in the proper ward. 

No. 3. To enforce industry, order, punctuality, and clean- 
liness, and the observance of all regulations for the 
government of the Workhouse by the paupers, and by 
the several officers, assistants, and servants therein. 

No. 4. To read prayers to the paupers before breakfast 
and after supper every day, or cause prayers to be read, 
according to Art. 124. 

No. 5. To cause the paupers to be inspected, and their 
names called over, in conformity with Art. 103, in order 
that it may be seen that each individual is clean and in 
a proper state. 

No. 6. To provide for and enforce the employment of the 
able-bodied adult paupers, during the hours of labour ; 
to assist in training the youths in such employment 
as will best fit them for gaining their own living; 
to keep the partially disabled paupers occupied to the 
extent of their ability ; and to allow none who are 
capable of employment to be idle at any time. 

No. 7. To visit the sleeping-wards of the male paupers at 
eleven o'clock in the forenoon of every day, and see 
that such wards have been all duly cleansed and are 
properly ventilated. 

No. 8. To see that the meals of the paupers are duly pro- 
vided, dressed, and served, according to the directions 
in Arts. 104 and 107, and to superintend the distribu- 
tion of the food. 

No. 9. To say, or cause to be said, g^ace before and after 
meals. 

No. 10. To visit all the wards of the male paupers before 
nine o'clock every night in winter, and ten o'clock in 
summer, and see that all the male paupers are in bed, 
and that all fires and lights therein are extinguished, 
except so far as may be necessary for the sick. 

No. 11. To receive from the Porter the keys of the Work- 
house at nine o'clock every night, and to deliver them 
to him again at six o'clock every morning, or at-.si^ch 

k3 
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hours as shall from time to time be fixed by the Guar- 
dians. 

Ko. 12. To see that the male paupers are properly clothed, 
and that their olothes are kept in proper repair. 

No. 13. To cause the birth ci every child bom in the 
Workhouse to be registered by the Registrar of Births 
and Deaths within the space of one week after such 
child shall have been bom ; and also to enter such birth 
in a register kept according to Form S. (g) hereimto 
annexed. 

No. 14. To send fnr the Medical Officer in case any 
pauper is taken ill or becomes insane, and to take care 
that all sick and insane paupers are duly visited by the 
Medical Officer, and are provided with such medicines 
and. attendance, diet and other necessaries, as the 
Medical Officer or the Guardians direct, and to^apprise 
the nearest relation in the Workhouse of the sickness 
of any pauper, and, in the case of dangerous sickness, to 
send for the Chaplain, and any relative or friend of 
the pauper, resident within a reasonable distance, whom 
the pauper may desire to see. 

No. 15. To take care that no pauper at the approach of 
death shall be left unattended either during the day or 
the night. 

No. 16. To give immediate information of the death of 
any pauper in the Workhouse to the Medical Officer, 
and to the nearest relations of the deceased who may 
be known to him, and who may reside within a reason- 
able distance ; and if the body be not removed within 
a reasonable time, to provide for the interment thereof. 

No. 17. When requisite, to cause the death of every 
pauper dying in the Workhouse to be duly registered 
by the Registrar of Births and Deaths within five days 
after the day of such death ; and also to enter such 
death in a register kept according to Form T. (h) 
hereunto annexed.

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No. 18. To deliver an inventory of the clothes and other 
property of any pauper who may have died in the 
Workhouse, to the Guardians at their next ordinary 
meeting. 

No. 19. To keep such portion of the Workhouse Medical 
Relief Book prescribed in f is Order as is assigned to 
him in the Form marked Q., and toke^ all books or 
accounts which he is, or hereafter may be, by any 
Order of the Commissioners, directed and required to 
keep, to allow the same to be constantly open to the 
inspection of any of the Guardians of the Parish, and 
to submit the same to the Guardians at their ordinary 
meetings. 

No. 20. To submit to the Guardians, at every ordinary 
meeting, an estimate of such provisions and other 
articles as are required for the use of the Workhouse, 
and to receive and execute the directions of the 
Guardians thereupon. 

No. 21. To receive all provisions and other articles pur- 
chased or procured for the us& of the Workhouse, and 
before placing them in store to examine and compare 
them with the bills of parcels or invoices severally re- 
lating thereto ; and after having proved the accuracy 
of such bills or invoices, to authenticate the same with 
his signature, and submit them to the Guardians at 
their next ordmary meeting. 

No. 22. To receive and take charge of all provisions, 
clothing, linen, and other articles belonging ta the 
Workhouse, or confided to his care by the Guardians, 
and issue the same to the Matron or other persons as 
may be required. 

No. 23. To report to the Guardians from time to time 
the names of such children as the Schoolmaster may 
recommend as fit to be put out to service, or other em- 
ployment, and to take the necessary steps for carrying 
into effect the directions of the Guardians thereon. 

No. 24. To take care that the wards, rooms, larder, 
kitchen, and all other offices of the Workhouse, and all 
the utensils and furniture thereof, be kept clean and in 
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good order ; and as often as any defect in the same, or 
in the state of the Workhouse, shall occur, to report the 
same in writing to the Guardians at their next ordinary 
meeting. 
No. 25. To submit to the Guardians, at eTery ordinaiy 
meeting, a report of the number of the inmates in the 
Workhouse according to the Form U. (t) hereto 
annexed. 
No. 26. To bring before the Visiting Committee or the 
Guardians any pauper inmate desirous of making a 
complaint or application to the Guardians. 
No. 27. To report forthwith to the Medical Officer and to 
the Guardians, in writing, all cases in which any re- 
straint or compulsion may have been used towards any 
pauper inmate of unsound mind in the Workhouse. 
No. 28. To keep a book, in which he shall enter all his 
written reports to the Guardians or to the Medical 
Officer, and to lay the same before the Guardians at 
■ every ordinary meeting. 
No. 20. To inform the Visiting Committee and the 
Guardians of the state of the Workhouse in every de- 
partment, and to report in writing to the Guardians 
any negligence or other misconduct on the part of any 
of the subordinate officers or servants of the establish- 
ment : and generally to observe and fulfil all lawful 
orders and directions of the Guardians suitable to his 
office. 
Art. 208. — The Master shall not, except in case of 
necessity, purchase or procure any articles for the use 
of the Workhouse, nor order any alterations or repairs of 
any part of the premises, or of the furniture or other 
articles belonging thereto, nor pay any monies on account 
of the Workhouse, or of the Parish, without the authority 
of the Guardians, nor apply any articles belonging to the 
Guardians to purposes other than those authorized or ap- 
proved of by such Guardians.

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Duties op the Matron. 

Art. 209.-' The following shall be the duties of the 
Matron : — 

No. 1. In the absence of the Master^ or daring his 
inability to act, to act as his substitute in the admission 
of paupers into the Workhouse, according to Arts. 
88 and 207, Nos. 1 and 2, and to cause every pauper 
upon such admission to be examined by the Medical 
Officer, as is directed in Art. 91. 

No. 2. To cause the pauper children under the age of 
seven years, and the female paupers, to be searched, 
cleansed, and clothed upon their admission, and to be 
placed in their proper wards. 

No. 3. To provide for and enforce the employment of the 
able-bodied female paupers during the hours of labour, 
and to keep the partially disabled female paupers oc- 
cupied to the extent of their ability, and to assist the 
Schoolmistress in training up the children so as best to 
fit them for service. 

No. 4. To call over the names of the paupers as is directed 
in Art. 103, to inspect their persons, and ^ee that each 
individual is clean. 

No. 6. To visit the sleeping wards of the female paupers 
at eleven o'clock in the forenoon of every day, and to 
see that such wards have been all duly cleansed and are 
properly ventilated. 

No. 6. To visit all the wards of the females and children 
every night before nine o'clock, and to ascertain that 
all the paupers in such wards are in bed, and all fires 
and lights not necessary for the sick or for women 
suckling children therein extinguished. 

No. 'I, To pay particular attention to the moral conduct 
and orderly behaviour of the females and children, 
and to see that they are clean and decent in their dress 
and persons. 

No. 8. To superintend and give the necessary directions 
for making and mending the linen and clothing sup- 
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plied to the male paupers, and all the clothing supplied 
to the female paupers and children, and to take care that 
all such clothing be properly numbered and marked on 
the inside with the name of the Parish. 
No. 9. To see that every pauper in the Workhouse has 
clean linen and stockings once a week, and that all 
the beds and bedding be kept in a clean and wholesome 
state* 
No. 10. To take charge of the lin^i and stockingps for 
the use of the paupers, and the other Unen in use in 
the Workhouse, and to apply the same to such purposes 
as shall be authorized or approved of by the Guardians, 
and to no other. 
No. 11. To superintend and give the necessary directions 
concerning the washing, drying, and getting up of the 
linen, stockings and blankets, and to see that the same 
be not dried in the sleeping-wards, or in the sick- 
wards. 
No. 12. To take proper care of the children and sick 
paupers, and to provide the proper diet for the same, 
and for women suckling infants, and to furnish them 
with such changes of clothes and linen as may be 
necessary. 
No. 13. To assist the Master in the g^eral management 
and superintendence of the Workhouse, and especially 
in — 

Enforcing the observance of good order, cleanliness, 
punctuality, industry, and decency of demeanour 
among the paupers : — 
Cleansing and ventilating the sleeping-wards -and 
the dining-hall, and all other parts of thepie- 
mises; 
Placing in store and taking charge of the provisions, 
clothing, linen, and other articles belonging to 
the Parish. 
No. 14. When requested by the Porter in pursuance of 
Art. 213, No. 5, to search any female entering or 
leaving the Workhouse under the circumstances des- 
cribed in that Article. 
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No. 15. To report to the Master any negligence or other 
misconduct on the part of any of the, female officers 
or serrants of the establishinent, or any case in 
which restraint or compulsion may have been used 
towards any female inmate of unsound mind. 

No. 16. And generally to observe and fulfil all lawful 
orders and directions of the Guardians suitable to her 
office. 

Duties op the Chaplain (k). 

Art. 210. — The following shall be the duties of the 
Chaplain : — 

No. 1. To read prayers and preach a sermon to the 
paupers and other inmates of the Workhouse on every 
Sunday, and on Good Friday and Christmas Day, 
unless the Guardians, with the consent of the Com- 
missioners, may otherwise direct. 

No. 2. To examine the children, and to catechise such as 
belong to the Church of England, at least once in 
every month, and to make a record of the same, and 
state the dates of his attendance, the general progress 
and condition of the children, and the moral and re- 
ligious state of the inmates generally, in a book to be 
kept for that purpose, to be laid before the Guardians at 
their next ordinary meeting, and to be termed ^' The 
Chaplain's Eepobt." 

No. 3. To visit the sick paupers, and to administer 
religious consolation to them in the Workhouse, at 
Bueh periods as the Guardians may appoint, and when 
i^lied to for that purpose by the Master or Matron. 

Duties of the Sohoolmasteb and Sohoolmistbess. 
Art. 211.— The following shall be the duties of the

No. 2. To regulate the discipline and arrangements of 

the school, and the industrial and moral training of 

the children, subject to the direction of the Guardians. 
No. 3. To accompany the children when they quit the 

Workhouse for exercise, or for attendance at public 

worship, unless the Guardians shall otherwise direct. 
No. 4. To keep the children clean in their persons, and 

orderly and decorous in their conduct. 
No. 5. To assist the Master and Matron respectively in 

maintaining due subordination in the Workhouse. 

DUTIBS OF ▲ NUBSE. 

Art. 212. — ^The following shall be the duties of a Nurse 

for the Workhouse : — 
No. 1. To attend upon the sick in the sick and lying-in 

wards, and to administer to them all medicines and 

medical applications, according to the directions of the 

Medical Officer. 
No. 2. To inform the Medical Officer of any defects 

wliich may be observed in the arrangements of the 

sick or lying-in ward. 
No. 3. To take care that a light is kept at night in the 

sick-ward. 

Duties of the Pobteb. ^^ 

Art. 213. — ^The following shall be the duties ,fli^£ie 
Porter of the Workhouse : — 

No. 1 . To keep the gate, and to prevent any person not 
being an officer of the Workhouse, or of the Parish, an 
Assistant Poor-law Commissioner, or any person 
authorized by law, or by the Commissioners, or Guar- 
dians, from entering into or going out of the house 
without the leave of the Master or Matron. 

No. 2. To keep a book in which he shall enter the name 
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and busineBs of every officer or other person who shall 
go into the Workhouse, and the name of every officer 
or other person who shall go out thereof, together 
with the time of such officer or person's going in or 
out. 

No. 3. To receive all paupers who apply or present 
themselves for admission in conformity with Art. 88 ; 
and if the Master and Matron be both absent, to place 
such paupers in the receiving ward until the Master or 
Matron return. 

No. 4. To examine all parcels and goods before they are 
received into the Workhouse, and prevent the ad- 
mission of any spintuous or fermented liquors or 
other articles contrary to any of the regulations con- 
tained in this Order, or otherwise contrary to law. 

No. 5. To search any male pauper entering or leaving 
the Workhouse whom he may suspect of having pos- 
session of any spirits or other prohibited articles, and 
to require any other person entering the Workhouse 
whom he may suspect of having possession of any 
such spirits or prohibited articles, to satisfy him to the 
contrary before he permit such person to be admitted, 
and in the case of any female, to cause the Matron to 
be called for the purpose of searching her, if necessary. 

No. 6. To examine all parcels taken by any pauper out 
of the Workhouse, and to prevent the undue removal 
of any article from the premises. 

No. 7. To lock all the outer doors, and take the keys to 
the Master, at nine o'clock every night, and to receive 
jflMm back from him every morning at six o'clock, or 
nMuch hours as shall from time to time be fixed by 
the Guardians ; and if any application for admission 
to the Workhouse be made after the keys shall have 
been so taken to the Master, to apprise the Master 
forthwith of such application. 

No. 8. To assist the Master and Matron in preserving 
order, and in enforcing obedience and due subordina- 
tion in the Workhouse. 

No. 9. To inform the Master of all things a£fectin^ the 
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security and order of the Workhouse, and to obey 
all lawful directions of the Master or Matron, and of 
the GKiardianSy suitable to his office. 

DiTTiBS OP ▲ Rblieting Offigeb (a)* 

Art 214. — ^The following shall be the duties of a Reliev* 
ing Officer : — 

No. 1. To attend all ordinary meetings of the Guardians, 
and to attend all other meetings when summoned by 
the Clerk. 

No. 2. To recdve all applications for relief made to him 
within his district, or relating to any part of his dis- 
trict, and forthwith to examine into the circumstances 
of every case by visiting the house of the applicant 
(if situated within his district), and by making all 
necessary inquiriea into the state of health, the ability 
to work, the condition and family, and the means of such 
applicant, and to rep<^ the result of such inquiries in 
the prescribed form to the Guardians, at their next 
ordinary meeting, and also to visit firom time to time 
aa requisite all paupers receiving relief, and to report 
concerning the same t» the Guardians may direct. 

No. 3. In any case of sickness or accident requiring relief 
by medical attendance to procure such attendance by 
giving an order on the District Medical Officer, in 
the Form V. (b) hereunto annexed, or by such other 
means as the urgency of the case may require. 

No. 4. To ascertain from time to time from ibiDistrict 
Medical Officer the names of any poor pers^ttS^hom 
such Medical Officer may have attended oj^'iopplied. 
with medicines without having received an order from 
himself to that effect. 

No. 5. In every case of a poor person receiving medical 
relief, as soon as may be, and from time to time after- 
wards, to visit the house of such person, and until

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the next ordinary meeting of the Guardians, to supply 
such relief (not being in money) as the case on his own 
view, or on the certificate of the District Medical 
Officer, may seem to require. 

No. 6. In every case of sudden or urgent necessity, to 
afford such relief to the destitute person as may be re- 
quisite, either by giving such person an order of ad-* 
mission into the Workhouse, and conveying him thereto 
if necessary, or by affording him relief out of the Work- 
house, provided that the same be not given in money, 
whether such destitute person be settled in the Parish 
or not. 

No. 7. To report to the Guardians at their next ordinary 
meeting all cases reported to him by an Overseer as 
having been relieved by such Overseer, and to obey 
the directions of the Guardians with reference to the 
relief administered in such caafti. 

No. 8. To perform the duties with respect to pauper ap- 
prentices prescribed by Arts. 60, 61, and 62. 

No. 0. To give all reasonable aid and assistance at the 
request of any other Relieving Officer of the Parish, by 
examining into the case of any applicant for relief, or 
administering relief to any pauper whose name has 
been entered on the books of such other Relieving 
Officer, and who may be within his own district. 

No. 10. Duly and punctually to supply the weekly al- 
lowances of all paupers belonging to his district, or 
being within the same, and to pay or administer the 
relief of all paupers within his district to the amount 
and in the manner in which he may have been lawfully 
ordered by the Guardians to pay or administer the 
same. 

No. 11. To visit, relieve, and otherwise attend to non- 
settled poor, being within his district, according to the 
directions of the Guardians, whose officer he is, and in 
no other way, subject always to the obligation imposed 
on him in cases of sudden or urgent necessity. 

No. 12. To set apart one or more pages in his out-door 
relief list, in which he shall duly and punctufilly 
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enter op the payments made by authority of his own 
Board of Guardians to non-settled poor, and to take 
credit for such payments in his receipt and expenditure 
book. 
No. 13« To present his weekly accounts to the Clerk for 
his inspection^ and authentication before every ordinary 
meeting of the Guardians, and to the Guardians at such 
meeting, for their approval. 
No, 14. To submit to the Auditor of the Parish all his 
books, accounts, and vouchers, at the place of audit, 
and at such time, and in such manner, as may be re- 
quired by the Regulations of the Commissioners. 
'No, 15. To assist the Clerk in conducting and completing 
the annual or other election of Guardians, according 
to the Regulations of the Commissioners. 
No. 16. To observe and execute all lawful orders and 

directions of the teardians, applicable to his office. 
Art. 215. — The Relieving Officer shall in no case take 
credit in his accounts, or enter as paid or given by way of 
relief, any money or other articles which have not been 
paid or given previously to the taking of such credit, or the 
making of such entry ; and he shall not take credit in such 
accounts for any money paid to any tradesman or other 
person without producing, at the next ordinary meeting of 
the Guardians, a bill from such tradesman or person with 
voucher of payment. 

DuTjiss op A. Supsbhtfendbnt op Out-doob 

Laboub. 

Art. 216. — ^The duties of a Superintendent of Out-door 
Labour shall be to superintend any able-bodied paupers not 
inmates of the Workhouse who may be set to work by the 
Guardians, to take care that they perform the work respec- 
tively assigned to them, and to report truly to the Guardians 
respecting the performance of such work. 

RECEIPT AND PAYMENT OF MONEY BY 

OFFICERS. 

Art. 217. — No Clerk, Relieving Officer^ Master, or other 
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officer appointed to or holding any office under this Order, 
shall, directly or indirectly, receive, or bargain to receive 
any gratuity, per-centage, or allowance of any kind with 
reference to any contract with the Guardians, or in respect 
of any payment made or to be made for goods supplied or 
work executed according to the order of such Guardians or 
on their behalf. 

Art, 218. — No Clerk shall, directly or indirectly, cause 
to be paid to himself, or shall pay away on his own account 
or for his own benefit, any cheque drawn by the Guardians, 
and made payable to any person other than himself (c). 

Art. 219. — Every Clerk receiving any cheque or money 
from the Guardians on account of any other party, shall 
transmit the same within fourteen days to the proper per- 
sons, and shall produce the receipt or acknowledgment for 
the same at the next ordinary meeting after the same has 
come to his hands. 

Art. 220. — Every officer of the Parish who may receive* 
money on behalf of the Guardians thereof, shall forthwith 
pay the same into the hands of the Treasurer of the Parish, 
to the credit of the Guardians, notwithstanding that any 
salary or balance may be due from the Parish to such 
Officer. 

Art. 221. — No Believing Officer, or other officer of the 
Guardians, nor any Assistant Overseer or Collector, shall 
receive money for the relief of any non-settled pauper on 
behalf of any officer, or of the Guardians, of any other 
Parish or Union, or shall constitute himself in any way 
the agent of any officer or Guardians of such other Parish 
or Union, except as is^ provided in this Order. 

Art. 222. — If any money be transmitted to any officer, 
contrary to the provisions of this Order, such officer shall 
forthwith pay such money into the hands of the Treasurer 
of the Parish whose officer he is, and shall report to the

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Guardians at their next meeting the fact that such money 
has been so received and paid, and shall make a true entiy 
accordingly in his accounts. 



EXPLANATION OF TERMS. 

Art. 223. — Whenever the word " Parish " is used in this 
Order, it shall be taken to include any township or other 
place maintaining its own poor, whether parochial or extra^ 
parochial. 

Art. 224. — Whenever the word "Overseer" is used in 
this Order, it shall be taken to include any person acting or 
legally bound to act in the discharge of any of the duties 
usually performed by Overseers of the Poor, so far as such 
duties are referred to in this Order. 

Art. 226. — Whenever the word " Commissioner " is used 
in this Order, it shall be taken to mean the Poor-law Com- 
missioners. 

Art. 226. — Whenever the word " medicines " is used in 
this Order, it shall be taken to include all medical and sur- 
gical appliances; whenever the words "medical atten- 
dance " are used in this Order, they shall be taken to include 
surgical attendance; and whenever the words "medical 
relief" are used in this Order, they shall be taken to include 
relief by surgical as well as medical attendance. 

Art. 227. — Whenever the words " Medical Officer " are 
used in this Order, they shall be taken to include any 
person duly licensed as a medical man, who may have 
contracted or agreed with any Guardians for the supply of 
medicines, or for medical attendance. 

Art. 228. — Whenever the words Clerk, Master, or Matron 
are used in this Order, they shall be taken to mean the 
Clerk to the Guardians, and the Master or Matron of the 
Workhouse respectively. 

Art. 229. — ^TTie term "non-resident poor " in this Order 
shall be taken to mean all paupers in receipt of relief al- 
lowed on account of any Parish or Union in relation to 
which the term is used, but not residing therein. 

Art. 230.--The term "non-settled poor "in this Order 
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•hall be taken to mean all paupers residing in tbe Parish 
in relation to which the term is used, but to whom relief 
is allowed on account of some Parish or Union other than 
the Parish in which they reside. 

Art. 231. — Whenever in describing any person or party, 
matter or thing, the word importing the singular number 
er the masculine gender only is used in this Order, the same 
shall be taken to include, and shall be applied to, several 
persons or parties as well as one person or party, and 
females as well as males, and several matters or things 
as well as one matter or thing, respectively, unless there be 
something in the subject or context repugnant to such con- 
struction. 

Art. 232. — Whenever in this Order any Article is referred 
to by its number, the Article of this Order bearing that 
number shall be taken to be signified thereby.

Wia, the Poor Law Commissioners, do hereby, under the 
authority of an Act passed in the fifth year of the reign of 
His late Majesty, King William the Fourth, intituled *'An 
Act for the Amendment and better Administration of the 
Laws relating to the Poor in England and Wales, ^ rescind 
all such of the provisions Qontained in any Order or Orders 
under the hands and seal of the Poor Law Commissioners 
as direct the payment of expenses to be incurred in the 
election of Guardians of the Poor for the several Parishes 
comprised in the several Unions named in the Schedules 
hereunto annexed. 

And whereas, by a General Order, under the hands and 
seal of the Poor Law Commissioners, bearing even date 
herewith, addressed to the Guardians of the Poor of the 
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said seyeral Unions, the said Commissioners have (amongst 
other things) prescribed the manner of conducting tiie 
future election of Guardians of the Poor for the several 
Parishes comprised in the said Unions ; and it is expedient 
that provision should be made for the payment of the 
expenses to be incurred in such elections. 

Now, therefore, We, the said Poor Law Commissioners, 
do hereby Order and Direct in regard thereto, with reference 
to each of the said Unions named in the said Schedules as 
follows: — That the expenses of every future election of 
Guardians of the Poor of the several Parishes comprised in 
the said Unions shall be defrayed by the GKiardians of the 
said Unions in the manner herein-after set forth \ that is to 
say- 
Art. 1. — The cost of providing the several Forms marked 
(A.), (D.), and (E.), contained in the said Order, being 
the Notice of Election, the Notice to the Guardians 
elected, and the Certificate of the Election, shall be 
defrayed out of the common fund of the Union. 
Art. 2.— The cost of providing the Form marked (C.) 
contained in the said Order, being the Voting Paper, 
shall be defrayed out of the funds in the possession of 
the said Guardians belonging to the respective Parishes 
to which the Voting Papers shall relate. 
Art. 3. — The compensation which shall be paid to the 
Clerk, or to the person appointed under the authority 
of the said recited Order to act as such in the per- 
formance of the duties thereby prescribed, shall include 
the remuneration of the persons who may have been 
appointed or employed to assist him in conducting and 
completing the election, and shall, in respect of the 
several Unions named in the following Schedule 
marked A., be such sum, not exceeding Ten Pounds^ as 
the Guardians shall determine, and shall, in respect 
of the several Unions named in the following Schedule 
marked B., be such sum not exceeding Fifteen Pounds, 
as the Guardians shall determine, and such sums re- 
spectively shall be defrayed out of the common fund of 
the Unions. 
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Art. 4. — And in the case of every contested election one 
farthiHg* per head on the population of the Parish in 
which the contest shall have taken place, if the popu- 
lation shall be more than live hundred, and one half- 
penny per head on the population of the Parish in which 
the contest shall have taken place, if the population be 
not more than five hundred, shall be paid to the said 
Clerk or other person as aforesaid in addition to such 
compensation, and shall be defrayed out of the funds 
in the possession of the said Guardians belon^ng to 
such Parish.

The following is the Circular from the Poor-law Board 
to Boards of Guardians accompanying the above General 
Order : — 

Poor-law Board, Whitehall^ 

Sir, Ith April, 1867. 

The Poor-law Board having observed with much 
regret the frauds which have been lately committed by 
the Officers of some Unions upon Boards of Guardians, and 
considering that the Form of Order for payment of money 
commonly used by the Guardians offers undue facility for 
the commission of such firauds, have deemed it right to 
issue the General Order, a copy whereof isherewith enclosed. 

The Form of Order, to which the Board refer, is that of 
a cheque payable to hearer; whoever therefore may possess 
such a cheque can obtain payment from the Treasurer. 

The Board have now required that in all cases the Order 
shall be made payable to the person in whose favour it is 
drawn, or to Ms order. Thus, the creditor of the Guardians 
must obtain the Order, and the payment can only be made 
to him, or to some person through his endorsement, unless 
his name be forged upon it. 

As this instrument will be made under an Order of this 
Board, and therefore in pursuance of the statute 4 & 6 W. 4, 

n2 
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€. 76, it will, when issued by the Board of Guardians, be 
exempt from stamp duty. The Guardians will doubtless 
remember the letter of this Board on the subject of Orders 
of Guardians upon their Treasurer, dated January 4th, 1854, 
and published in the Seventh Annua] Report of the Poor- 
law Board, Appendix I. page 16. 

The Board take this opportunity of recalling to the atten- 
tion of the Guardians Art. 51 of the General Consolidated 
Order, which is as follows : 

'^ The Guardians shall fix some day or days, not being 
more than twenty-one days aft^ the end of each 
quarter, for the attendance of contractors and trades- 
men, or their authorized agents, and the Clerk shall 
notify such day to every contractor or tradesman to 
whom money may be due, or to his agent, or he 
shall, under the direction of the Guardians, cause 
the same to be advertised in some newspaper." 
The Board believe, that if this Article were in all cases 
duly and punctually observed, the affairs of the Guardians 
would be conducted in many Unions with greater regularity 
than is now the case, and there would be greater security 
for their creditors, and less risk of improper dealing with 
their cheques and orders for payment. 

The Board have addressed a communication to the Trea- 
surer, of which they enclose a copy.

In pursuance of the powers Tested in ns by an Act passed 
in the fifth year of the reign of His late Majesty King 
William the Fourth, intituled '^ An Act for the Amendment 
and better Administration of the Laws relating to the Poor 
in England and Wales," and an Act passed in the seventh 



(a) The Bales, Regulations and Orders have already been 
given as to apprentices within Unions, (ante p. 63), and within 
parishes or townships under Guardians (antep, 165). The present 
Order relates to apprentices in Parishes which are not under

By Stat. 48 £1. c. 2, after directing the Churchwardens and 
Overseers of every Parish to raise a fund for the purpose, (amongst 
other things) of setting to work the children of those who shall 
not be thought able to keep and maintain them (s. 1), it is enacted 
by sect. 6, *' that it shall be lawful for the said Churchwardens 
and Overseers, or the greater part of them, by the assent of any 
two justices of the peace, to bind any such children as aforesaid 
to he apprentices, where they shall see convenient, until such 
man-child shall come to the age of [twenty-one years (18 G. 3, 
^•^7)], and such woman-child to the age of one-and-twenty 
years, or the time of her marriage ; the same to be as efibctual to 
all purposes, as if such child were of full age, and by indenture 
of covenant bound him or herself." It is not necessary that 
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and eighth year of the reig^n of Her present Majesty, Queen 
Victoria, intituled " An Act for the further Amendment of 
the Laws relating to the Poor in England," We, the Poor- 
law Commissioners, do make the following Rules and Regu- 
lations in regard to the Apprenticing of the Poor Children 
of the several Parishes named in the Schedule hereunto 
annexed. 

The Parties. 

Art. 1.— No child under the age of nine years shall be 
bound apprentice. 

And no child that cannot read and write his own name : 

No child shall be so bound to a person who is not a house- 
keeper, or assessed to the poor-rate in his own name : 

Or who is a journeyman, or a person not carrying on 
trade or business on his own account ; 

Or who is imder the age of twenty-one ; 

Or a married woman. 

The Premium. 

Art. 2. — No premium other than clothing for the appren- 
tice shall be given upon the binding of any person aboTe 
the age of fourteen, unless such person be maimed,, de- 
formed, or suffering from some permanent bodily infirmity, 

the child should be chargeable to the parish, or even residing 
within it, to authorize the Overseers to put it apprentice ; it is 
sufficient if it be the child of a i)erson settled in the parish, who 
the Overseers think is not able to maintain it. (i?. v. St, Georffe, 
Exeter, 3 Ad. & £1. 373). 

No child, however, shall be bound as a parish apprentice, 
until it shall have attained the age of nine years (66 G. 3, 
c. 139, s. 7). 

By Stat. 7 & 8 Yict. c. 101, s. 12, the Poor-law CommissionerB 
may, by order under their hands and seal, prescribe the duties of 
the masters to whom poor children may be apprenticed, and the 
terms and conditions to be inserted in the indentures by which 
such children may be so bound as apprentices ; and every master 
of such apprentice who wilfully refuses or neglects to perform 
any of such terms or conditions so inserted in any such iddenture^ 
shall be liable, upon conviction thereof before any two justices^ 
to forfeit any sum not exceeding twenty pounds. 
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so that the nature of the work or trade which such person 
is fit to perform or exercise is restricted (a). 

Art. 3. — Where any premium is given it shall consist in 
part of clothes supplied to the apprentice at the commence* 
ment of the hinding, and in part of money. 

Tbrm. 

Art. 4. — No apprentice shall he hound for more than 
eight years. 

Art. 5. — No person ahove fourteen years of age shall he 
00 bound without his consent. 

And no child under the age of sixteen years shall be so 
bound without the consent of the father of such child, or if 
the father be dead, or be disqualified to give such consent, 
as hereinafter provided, or if such child be a bastard, with- 
out the consent of the mother, if living, of such child. 

Provided, that where the parent of such child, whose 
consent would be otherwise requisite, is transported beyond 
the seas, or is in the custody of the law, having been con- 
victed of some felony, or for the space of six calendar 
months before the time of executing the indenture has 
deserted such child, or for such space of time has been in 
the service of Her Majesty or of the East India Company, 
in foreign parts, such parent, if the father, shall be deemed 
to be disqualified as hereinbefore stated, and if it be the 
mother, no such consent shall be required. 

Plaob of Sbrviob. 

Art. 6. — No child shall be bound to a master whose 
place of business, whereat the child is to work and live, 
shall be distant more than thirty miles from the place in 
which the child is residing at the time of the binding ; 

Unless in any particular case the Poor-law Commis- 
sioners shaU, on application to them, otherwise permit. 

Pbblxminabibs to thb Binding. 
Art. 7. — If the child, whom it is proposed to bind 

{a) By a subsequent Order, dated 22nd August, 1845, this 
clause has been amended as follows : — 

It shall be lawful for the Overseers of any of the said Parishes 
to give a premium, other than clothing, upon the binding as an 
apprentice of any person not above the age of sixteen years. 
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apprentice, be in the Workhouse, and under the age of 
fourteen, the Overseers shall require a certificate in writing 
from some medical man duly licensed to practise, as to the 
fitness in regard to bodily health and strength of such 
child to be bound apprentice to the proposed trade, and 
shall also ascertain from the Master of the Workhouse the 
capacity of the child for such binding in other respects. 

Art. 8. — If the child be not in the Workhouse, but in the 
Parish by which it is proposed that it shall be bound, the 
Overseers shall examine into the circumstances of the case, 
the condition of the child, and of his parents, if any, and 
the residence ef the proposed master, the nature of his 
trade, the number of other apprentices, if any, then bound 
to him, and generally as to the fitness of the particular 
binding. 

Art. 9. — ^The Overseers shall, when the child is imder the 
ag^ of fourteen, direct such child to be taken to a medical 
man duly licensed to practise, to be examined as to his 
fitness in respect of bodily health and strength for the pro- 
posed trade or business, in order that such medical man may 
certify in writing according to his judgment in the matter, 
which certificate shall be obtained by the said Overseers 
previously to the binding. 

Art. 10. — If the child be residing in some other Pariah 
or Union, the Overseers who propose to bind him shall not 
proceed to do so unless they receive such a report as is re- 
quired in Art. 8, from the Relieving Officer, or some other 
officer administering the relief of the Poor of the district 
in which such child is residing, and a certificate from some 
medical practitioner of the neighbourhood of the child's 
residence to the effect required in Art. 9. 

Art. 11. — ^When a premium is proposed to be g^ven, in a 
case within the provisions of Art. 2, the Overseers shall re- 
quire a certificate in writing of some medical practitionoTi 
certifying that the person is maimed, deformed, or disabled^ 
to the extent specified in such article, before they proceed 
to execute the indenture : and shall cause such certificate 
to be deposited with the books and documents of the 
Parish. 
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Art. 12. — ^When such certificate as is required by Arts. 
7f 9f and 10 is received, or in case, from the age of the 
child, no such certificate is required, the Overseers shall 
direct that the child, and the proposed master, or some per- 
flon on his behalf, and, in case the child be under the age 
cf sixteen, the parent or person in whose custody such 
child shall be then living, ^all attend some meeting of the 
OvenBeers to be appointed for such purpose. 

Art. 13. — At sudi meeting, if such parties appear, and 
tlie said Overseers, after making all due inquiries, and 
hearing the objections (if any be made) on the part of the 
relatives or friends of such child, shall deem it proper that 
the binding shall be Isffected, they may forthwith cause the 
mdenture to be prepared, and to be executed in such manner 
and with such sanction as the law shall require : provided 
that when the same shall have been executed by the master 
and the other parties lawfully authorized, the same shall be 
signed by the child, as hereinafter provided. 

Art 14. — If the proposed master reside out of the Parish 
oo account of which the binding is to be effected, but in 
some Union or Parish under a Board of Guardians, whether 
formed under the provisions of the first-recited Act or of 
the Act of the twenty-second year of the reign of King 
George the Third, intituled '' An Act for the better BelieJ 
and Employment qf the Poor," or of any local Act, the 
Overseers shall, before proceeding to effect the binding, 
communicate in writing the proposal to the Guardians of 
such Union or Parish, and request to be informed whether 
such binding is open to any objection ; and if no objection 
be reported by such Guardians within the space of one 
calendar month, or if the objection does not appear to the 
Overseers proposing to bind the child to be sufficient to 
prevent the binding, the same may be proceeded with ; and 
when the indentures shall have been executed, the Overseers 
who executed the same shall cause notice thereof in writing 
to be sent to the Ghiardians of the Union or Parish wherein 
the said apprentice is to reside.

Art. 15 — ^The indenture shall be executed in duplicate by 
the master and the Overseers, and shall not be vidid unless 
signed by the proposed apprentice, without aid or assistance, 
in the presence of the said Overseers ; and the consent of 
the parent, where requisite, shall be testified by such parent 
signing with his name or mark, to be properly attested, at 
the foot of the said indenture ; and where such consent is 
dispensed with under the provision contained in Art. 5, the 
cause of such dispensation shall be stated at the foot of the 
indenture by the said Overseers. 

Art. 16.— The indenture shall contain mention of the 
place or places at which the apprentice is to work and live. 

Art. 17. — One part of such indenture, when executed, 
shall be kept by the Overseers, the other shall be delivered 
to the master. 

DUTIBS OF THB MaSTEB« 

Art. 18. — And we do hereby prescribe the duties of the 
master to whom such poor child, may be apprenticed, and 
the terms and conditions to be inserted in the said indenture^ 
as follows :— 

No. 1. The master shall teach the child the trade, 
business or employment set forth in the indenture, 
unless the Overseers or their successors, or the Ghiar- 
dians of any Union in which the Parish may hereafter 
be comprised, or of the Parish itself, in case it shall be 
placed under a Board of Guardians, shall authorize 
the substitution of another trade or business. 

No. 2. He shall maintain the said child with proper food 
and nourishment. 

No. 3. He shall provide a proper lodging for the said child. 

No. 4. He shall supply to the said child one suit of proper 
clothing every year during the term of the binding. 

No. 5. He shall, in case the said child be affected wiib 
any disease or sickness, or meet with any accident, 
procure, at his own cost, adequate medical or surgical 
assistance, to be supplied by some duly qualified 
medical man, for such child. 
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No. 6. He shall, once at least on every Sunday, cause the 
child to attend some plaoe of divine worship, if there 
be any such within a reasonable distance, according to 
the religious persuasion in which the child has been 
brought up; so, however, that no child shall be 
required by the master to attend any place of worship 
to which his parents or surviving parent may object, 
nor, when he shall be above the age of sixteen, any 
place to which he may himself object. 

No. 7. Where his parents or parent, or next of kin shall 
desire it, he shall allow the said child whjje under the 
age of sixteen, to attend any Sunday or other school 
which shall be situated within the same parish, or 
within two miles distance from his residence, on every 
Sunday ; and if there be no such school which such 
child can attend, shall, at some reasonable hour on 
every Sunday, allow any minister of the religious per- 
suasion of the child to have access to such child for 
the purpose of imparting religious instruction. 

No. 8. Where the apprentice continues bound after the 
age of seventeen years, the master shall pay to such 
apprentice, for and in respect of every week that he 
duly and properly serves the said master, as a remune- 
ration, a sum to be inserted in the indenture, or to be 
agreed upon by the Overseers for the time being, or the 
Guardians of the Union in which such Parish may 
then be included, or of the Parish, if it shall be under 
a Board of Guardians, and the said master when that 
time arrives, or, if they cannot agree, to be settled by 
some person to be then chosen by the said master and 
such Overseers or Guardians ; and until such sum be 
agreed upon or settled, not less than one-fourth of the 
amount then commonly paid as wages to journeymen 
in the said trade, business, or employment (a). 

(a) The Overseers who shall bind any poor pei'son apprentice, 
may diapense with the condition, by the said Order required to be 
inserted in the indenture of apprenticeship, providing for the 
payment of the remuneration to the apprentice after the age of 
seventeen years. — {Order of^nd August, 1845). 
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No. 0. The master shall, by himself or by his agent, pro- 
duce the apprentice to the Overseers by whom such 
apprentice was bound, or to their successors in office, 
at the end of the first year of the binding, and at the 
middle of the term, and whenever afterwards required 
to do so by the said Overseers or their successors (a). 
Provided that, if the said parish shall at any time 
after the execution of the said indenture be com^ 
: prised in any Union, or be placed under a Board 
of Guardians, the child shall be produced at such 
times to such Guardians instead of the Overseers 
of the parish. 
Provided also, that if the apprentice reside out of 
the Parish by the Overseers whereof he was 
bound, the apprentice shall be produced, as herein-^ 
before directed, to any Board of Guardians of the 
Union or Pariah, as described in Art. 14 ; or if 
there be no such Board of Guardians, then to the 
Overseers of the Parish in which the apprentice 
may be residing. 
1^0. 10« llie master shall not cause the said apprentice to 
work or live more than ten miles from the place or 
places mentioned in the indenture, according to Art* 
16, without the leave of the Overseers so binding him, 
or their successors. 
Art. 19. — These duties of the master shall be enforced by 
covenants and conditions to be inserted in the said indenture 
so to be executed by him. 

Art. 20. — The master shall also covenant not to assign 
nor to cancel the indenture without the consent of tihe 
Overseers or Ghiardians, as mentioned in the next Article, or 
their respective successors, previously obtained, under a 
penalty to be specified in the said covenant ; and to pay to 
the said Overseers or Guardians, or their respective suo- 



(a) Provided, that sach oyerseers may in such licence so to be 
given, by express words to that effect, if they think fit, authorize 
the master at any time during the residue of the term of the ap- 
prenticeship, to change the place of the abode or service of ^e 
apprentice, without any further application to them or their suc-

cessorsy all costs and expenses that may be incnrred on ac- 
count of the said Parish in consequence of the said appren- 
tice not being supplied with medical or surgical assistance 
by the master^ in case the same shall be at any time re- 
quisite. 

Art. 21. — ^The master shall also further covenant that, if 
the Parish shall at any time after the execution of the said 
indenture be comprised in any Union, or be placed under a 
Board of Guardians, he will discharge all the obligations 
incurred by him under the said indenture, in reference to 
the Overseers, according to the directions of the Guardians 
of such Union or Parish, as though such Guardians had 
been the parties to the said indenture instead of the Over- 
seers. 

Art. 522. — The indenture shall be made subject to the 
following provisoes : — 

1. That if the master take the benefit of any Act for 
the relief of insolvent debtors, or be discharged under 
any such Act, such indenture shall forthwith become 
of no further force or effect. 

2. That, if on a conviction for a breach of any one of 
the aforesaid covenants before a justice of the peace, 
in pursuance of the provisions of the statute in such 
case made and provided, the overseers who may be 
parties to the said indenture, or their successors, 
shall declare by a notice that the indenture shall be 
determined, and shall transmit a copy of such notice, 
under the hands of the majority of them, by the post 
or otherwise, to the said master, such indenture shall, 
except in respect of aU rights and liabilities then 
accrued, forthwith become of no further force or 
effect. 

Explanation of Tbrms. 

Art. 23. — Whenever the word " Parish" is used in this 
order it shall be taken to include any place maintaining its 
own poor, whether parochial or extra-parochial. 

Art. 24. — The word " Overseers " shall include Church-* 
wardens, where there are any such for the Parish. 
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Art. 26.— The word " Child " in this Order shall signify 
any person under the age of twenty-one years. 

Art. 26. — Whenever in describing any person or party, 
matter or thing, the word importing the singular number 
or the masculine gender only is used in this Order, the 
same shall be taken to include and shall be applied to 
several persons or parties as well as one person or party, 
and females as well as males, and several matters or things 
as well as one matter or thing, respectively, unless there be 
something in the subject or context repugnant to such 
construction. 

Art. 27. — Whenever in this Order any Article is referred 
to by its niunber, the Article of this Order bearing that 
number shall be taken to be signified thereby. 

Art 28. — Provided that nothing herein contained shall 
apply to the apprenticing of poor children to the sea 
service. 

Art. 29. — And, in pursuance of the provisions contained 
in the said first recited Act, we do direct, that wherever 
any justice or justices shall, under any authority of law, 
assent or consent, order or allow of tiie bindii^ of any 
poor child as apprentice, such justice or justices shall certify, 
at the foot of the indenture and the counterpart thereof, in 
the form and manner following; that is to say : —

of the Peace of and in the county [or other juris- 
diction, as the case may be] of , who have 

assented to, ordered, or allowed the above binding, 
do hereby certify that we have examined aud ascer- 
tained that the Rules, Orders, and Regulations of 
the Poor-law Commissioners, for the binding of 
poor children apprentices, and applicable to the 
above-named parish, [or other place, as the ease may 
be,] contained in their Greneral Order bearing date 
the Twenty- ninth day of January, One thousand 
eight hundred and forty-five, have been complied 
with.

Whereas, by two Orders bearing date the Fifteenth and 
the Twenty-third days of February One thousand eight 
hundred and fifty-five respectively (a), addressed to the 
Guardians of the Poor of the several Unions set forth in 
the First Schedule hereunto annexed, and to the Guardians 
of the Poor of the several Incorporated Hundreds set forth 
in the Second Schedule hereunto annexed, the Poor-law 
Board did rescind parts of certain General Orders previously 
issued, and did make certain Provisions regarding the 
period for which the Medical Officers of such Unions and 
Incorporations should hold their office; and it is expe- 
dient that such provisions should be altered. 

Now, therefore. We, the Poor-law Board, in pursuance 
of the powers given in and by the Statutes in that behalf 
made and provided, do hereby, from the Twenty-fourth 
day of June next, rescind the said General Orders of 
the Fifteenth and Twenty-third days of February One 
thousand eight hundred and fifty-five, except so far as they 
rescinded any part of former Orders, and except so far as 
they apply to officers appointed prior to the said Twenty- 
fourth day of June next. 

And We do hereby Order, with respect to every appoint-

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ment of a Medical Officer in the said several Unions and 
Incorporations after the said Twenty-fourth day of Jane 
next, as follows : — 

Art. 1. £very.JBdedical Officer of a Workhouse duly 
qualified at the time of his appointment according to the 
regulations of the Poor-law Board then in force, shall 
hold his office until he shall die, or resign, or he proved to 
be insane by evidence which the Poor-law Board shall deem 
sufficient, or become legally disqualified to hold such office, 
or be removed by the Poor-law Board. 

Art. 2. Every District Medical Officer duly qualified as 
aforesaid at the time of his appointment, and then being, 
or within two months after his appointment becoming resi- 
dent within the District for which he shall be appointed to 
act, shall hold his office until he shall die, or resign, or be 
proved to be insane in the same manner as in the previous 
Article, or become legally disqualified to hold such office, 
or be removed by the said Board, or cease to reside within 
such District. 

Art. 3. — If a Medical Officer not fully qualified or not 
resident within his District at the time of his appointment, 
or within two months thereof, shall afterwards complete his 
qualification or become resident within such district, as the 
case may be, the Guardians may, upon such completion of 
his qualification or becoming resident respectively, after 
giving such notice as would be necessary in respect of an 
appointment in case the office were vacant, pass a resolution 
empowering such Medical Officer to hold his office to the 
time specified in Article 2, and if they transmit a copy of 
such resolution to the Poor-law Board, and if that Board 
consent, such officer, being so duly qualified and resident^ 
shall be entitled thenceforth to hold such office accordingly. 

Art. 4. — If the Guardians shall elect a District Mediral 
Officer, whether duly qualified as aforesaid or otherwise, not 
residing within his district at the time of his appointment, 
and not becoming resident therein within two months sfkat 
it, or shall elect as such Medical Officer a person not duly 
qualified as aforesaid but licensed to practise medicine, and 
residing within his district at such time, the Guardians shall 
employ as a District Medical Officer such person not 
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ing within his district, or such person not duly qualified as

Whbbbas, the Poor-law Commissionera have; by various 
Orders under their hands and seals, issued to the several 
Unions named in the Schedule hereunto annexed, the 
dates whereof are set forth in the said Schedule, ordered 
and directed that the paupers of the respective classes 
and sexes who might then or thereafter be received and 
maintained in every Workhouse of the said respective 
Unions should, during the period of their residence therein, 
be fed, dieted and maintained with the food and in the 
manner described in the table or tables set forth in each 
Order respectively. 

Now We, the Commissioners for administering the Laws 
for Relief of the Poor in England, do hereby confirm all 
the said Orders now in force in the said several Unions : 
and do Order and Direct, that the same shall continue to be 
acted upon and obeyed in the Unions to which the same 
have been respectively directed until the said Commis- 
sioners shall, with reference to any one or more of such 
Unions, by their Order otherwise direct. 

Provided, however, that if the Guardians of any Union 
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shall at any time or times deem it expedient that a change 
should be made, either temporarily or permanently, in the 
nature or quantity of the food specified in the Order last 
issued to such Union, or in the manner therein described, 
and shall send a complete and accurate statement of the 
proposed alteration, in writing, signed by the presiding 
Chairman of the meeting of the Board whereat the reso- 
lution for making such alteration was adopted, to the said 
Commissioners, and the said Commissioners shall sanctikm 
and approve of such alteration, the Guardians may, when 
the same shall have been so sanctioned and approved of| 
but not before, cause the same to be adopted and used in 
the Workhouse or Workhouses of the said Union, as the 
case may be, without any further Order of the said Com- 
missioners in that behalf (a). 

Provided also, that nothing herein contained shall be 
taken to rescind or alter any provision or regulation of the 
Poor-law Commissioners contained in their General Order

peiiod of thdr residence therein, be fed, dieted, and main- 
tained vith the food and in the manner described and set 
fbrth as fi>nows, that is to say ; — 
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Art. 1. — ^The Guardians may allow to each infirm person 
resident in the said Workhouse a sufficient quantity of tea 
or coffee for breakfast and for supper, not exceeding one 
pint per meal, sweetened with an tdlowance of sugar not 
exceeding half an ounce to each pint of tea, together with 
an allowance of bread not exceeding five ounces per meal, 
and butter not exceeding seven ounces per week, in lieu of 
the porridge and milk prescribed for those meals in the 
above Table for the aged and infirm. 

Art. 2. — ^Youths of either sex above sixteen years of age, 
resident in the said Workhouse shall be dieted as able-bodied 
men and women respectively ; and infants under the age 
of two years, and sick persons, shall be dieted in such 
manner as the Medical Officer for the Workhouse shall 
direct. 

Art. 3. — The Master of the said Workhouse shall cause 
two or more copies of so much of this our Order as com- 
prises the above Tables, and the Articles 1 and 2, legibly 
written or printed in large type, to be hung up in the most 
public places of such Workhouse, and renewed from time 
to time, so that such copies may be always kept fair and 
legible.

To the Clerk or Clerks to the Justices of the 
Petty Sessions held for the Division or Divisions 
in which the Parishes and Places comprised 
within the said Unions are situate ; — 

And to all others whom it may concern. 

We, the Poor-law Commissioners, in pursuance of the 
authorities vested m Us by an Act passed in the fifth year 
of the rei^ of his late Majesty King William the Fourth, 
intituled "An Act for the Amendment and better Admi- 
nistration of the Laws relating to the Poor in England and 
Wales,^' do hereby Order, Direct, and Declare, with respect 
to each and every of the Unions named in the Schedule 
hereunto annexed, as follows : — 

Duties of the Ovebseebs. . 

Art. 1. — If any Overseer of the Poor of any Parish shall, 
in any case of sudden and urgent necessity, have given 
temporary relief to any poor person in articles of necessity, 
or in any case of sudden and dangerous illness, shall have 
given an order for medical relief, the said Overseer shall 
forthwith report such case in writing to the Relieving 
Officer of the district, or to the Board of Guardians of the 
Union, and the amount of such relief, or the fact of having 
made such order. 

Art. 2. — If any Overseer of the Poor of any Parish 
receive an order under the hands and seal of two Justices, 
according to the provisions of the said Act, directing relief 
to be given to any aged or infirm person, without such per- 
son being required to reside in any Workhouse, he shall 
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forthwith transmit the same to the Relieving Officer of the 
district, to be laid before the Guardians at their next 
meeting, that they may be enabled without delay to give 
to the Believing Officer the necessary directions as to the 
amount and nature of the relief to be given. 

Art. 8. — If any Overseer receive an Order for medical 
relief from any Justice in case of sudden and dangerous 
illness, he shall as soon as may be after complying with 
such Order, report the fact of his having received the same, 
and the manner in which he has complied with it, in writing 
to the Relieving Officer of the District, or to the Board of 
Guardians of the Union. 

Art. 4. — To perform such duties in connexion with the 
Election of Guardians for the Union as may be imposed 
upon the Overseers by any regulations of the Poor-law 
Commissioners in force at the time. 

Art. 6. — ^And We do further Order and Direct the Over- 
seers of the Poor of every Parish in the Union, — 
1st. — From time to time to provide Rate Books accord- 
ing to the Form (A.) hereunto annexed (a) ; and duly 
and punctually to make the entries therein of the 
several matters mentioned in the headings of the 
several columns of the said Form ; and to cause every 
rate for the relief of the poor in the Township, and 
the allowance of such rate by the Justices, to be 
recorded in the said Rate Book. 
2nd. — To pay over from time to time out of the poor- 
rates collected, all such sums as by any order of the 
Guardians expressed to them in writing, according to 
the Form set forth in the order of the Poor-law Com- 
missioners, bearing date the twentieth day of April 
instant, shall be directed to be provided from the poor- 
rates of the Parish ; and to pay over such sums to such 
person or persons, at such times and places as by the 
same order shall be directed, and to take the receipt of 
such person or persons ; and to produce such order and

drd.--To submit, within forty days after each of the 
following days, namely, Lady-day, Midsummer-day, 
Michaelmas^day, and Christmas-day, to the Auditor of 
the Union, a distinct account and balance-sheet, exhi- 
biting the amount collected by them and the amount 
disbursed by them during the previous quarter, together 
with the proper vouchers for the same. 

4th. — To enter in some book, to be from time to time 
provided for that purpose, the names and adcbresses of 
the owners and proxies, who shall send statements of 
their claims to vote, and the assessment of the poor- 
rate on the property, in respect whereof they respec* 
tively claim to vote, which book may be kept in the 
Form marked (B.) hereto annexed. 

Explanation of Tbbms. 

Art. 6. — ^Whenever the word " Union " is used in this 
Order, it shall be taken to include not only an Union of 
Parishes formed under the provisions of" the hereinbefore 
recited Act, but also any Union of Parishes incorporated or 
united for the relief or maintenance of the Poor imder any 
Local Act of Parliament. 

Art. 7. — ^Whenever the word '* Guardians " is used- in 
this Order, it shall be taken to include not only Guardians 
appointed or entitled to act under the provisions of the said 
hereinbefore recited Act, but also any Governors, Directors, 
Managers, or acting Guardians entitled to act in the 
ordering of relief to the poor from the poor-rates under any 
Local Act of Parliament. 

Art. 8.— Whenever the word " Parish " is used in this 
Order, it shall be taken to include any place maintaining 
its own poor, whether parochial or extra-parochial. 

Art. 9« — Whenever the word " Overseer'' is used in this 
Order, it shall be taken to include any person acting or 
legally bound to act in the discharge of any of the duties 
usually performed by Overseers of the poor, so far as such 
duties are referred to in this Order.

Hon/' and were entitled to carry on the business of a Gua- 
rantee Association or Company in all its various branches 
and departments, by interposing the, guarantee of the

hereby Order and Direct the said Guardians, within one 
calendar month from the date hereof to appoint a fit and 
proper person to collect the rates assessed for the relief of 
the Poor in the said Parish, to be termed Collector of the 
Poor-rates. 

And we further Order, with respect to such appointment, 
aa follows ; that is to say : — 

MoDB OP Appointmbnt. 

Art. 1. — Every Officer to be appointed under this Order 
shall be appointed by a majority of the Guardians present 
at a meeting of the Board, and voting on the question of 
such appointment. 
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Eveiysuch appointment shall, as soon as the same has 
been made, be reported to the Poor-law Board by the Clerk. 

Art. 2. — Previous to an appointment to the aforesaid 
office being made under this Order, a notice that the ques- 
tion of making such appointment will be brought before the 
Board of Gaardians, shall be given and entered on their 
minutes, at one of the two ordinary meetings of the said 
Board next preceding the meeting at which the appointment 
is made, or an advertisement, giving notice of the consider- 
ation of such appointment, shall be inserted in some public 
newspaper, by the direction of the Guardians, at least seven 
days before the day on which such appointment is made.

Duties of thb Offiosb. 

Art. 4. — ^The duties of the Collector shall be : — 

No. 1. — To assist the Churchwardens and Overseers in 

making, assessing, and levying the Poor-rates of the 

said Parish. 
No. 2. — To collect the Poor-rates J&om the parties asseesed 

thereto in the said Parish. 
No. 3. — ^To assist the said Churchwardens and OverseerB 

in filling up receipts, keeping all books, and making all 

returns which relate to any matter concerning the Poor* 

rates of the said Parish. 
No. 4. — At all times, when required by such Churchward 

dens and Overseers, to produce to them respectively the 

Rate Books and other Account Books in his custody 
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relating to the said Parish, and to balance the said 
rateS; and to fumLsh the said Churchwardens and 
Overseers of the Poor and the Board of Guardians with 
a true list of all defaulters in the payment of Poor- 
rates due to such Parish, and under their direction 
to institute and attend to proceedings against such 
defaulters. 

No. 5. — ^To attend the meetings of the Guardians of the 
said Union, when required by them, and to obey all 
lawful orders and directions of such Guardians, and of 
the majority of the said Churchwardens and Overseers 
of the Poor. 

No. 6. — ^To perform all the duties prescribed by the Poor- 
law ConmiissioQers in their General Order dated the 
seventeenth day of March One thousand eight hundred 
and forty-seven, and in the General Order of the Poor- 
law Board bearing date the sixteenth day of March 
One thousand eight hundred and fifty-four, so far as 
the same relate to the Office of Collector, and aU Rules, 
Orders, and Regulations to be hereafter issued by the 
Poor-law Board applicable to his office. 

Rbmunebation of the Offigeb. . 

Art. 6. — ^The Board of Guardians shall pay to the officer 
appointed to the office of Collector under this Order a salary 
of eighty pounds per annum, and charge the same to the 
said parish. 

Art. 6. — ^The salary of such officer shall be payable up to 
the day on which he ceases to hold such office, and no 
longer, and shall be paid by quarterly payments at the 
several quarters ending at the usual Feast Days in the year, 
namely, Lady Day, Midsummer Day, Michaelmas Day, 
and Christmas Day, with a proportionate sum to be paid to 
his executors or administrators in case he shall die while 
holding such office ; but it shall be competent for the 
Guardians to defer, in whole or in part, the payment of the

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allowance the sum due up to the date of his accounts so au* 
dited shall forthwith be paid. 

No Collector who may be suspended, and who shalli upon

Sbourity. 

Art. 7. — ^The person appointed to such office shall give a 
bond in such penal sum as the said Guardians shall think 
fit, in the names of himself and two sufficient sureties, not 
being Officers of the aforesaid Union, conditioned for the due 
and faithful performance of the duties of the office ; and 
every such Collector shall give immediate notice to the said 
Guardians of the death, insolvency, or bankruptcy of either 
of such sureties, and shall, when required by the said Guar- 
dians, produce a certificate, signed by two householders, 
that his sureties are alive and believed by them to be solvent ;

— Every Collector shall hold the office until he 
shall die, or resign, or be removed by the Poor-law Board, 
or be proved to be insane by evidence which such Board 
shall deem sufficient ; and upon such death, resignation, re- 
moval, or insanity of any such Officer, the said Guardians 
shall give notice to the Poor-law Board, and proceed to ap- 
point some person in his place, according to the provisions

Gkiardians shall transmit to the Poor-law Board a statement 
of the cause of such resignation, so far as it may be known 
to them.

We, the Poor-law Commissioners, in parsoance of the 
authorities vested in Us hy an Act passed in the fifth year 



(a) By Stat. 4 & 5 Will. 4, c. 76, s. 52, after reciting that ^' a 
practice has obtained of giving relief to persons or their fiunilieSy 
who at the time of applying for or receiving such relief, were 
wholly or partially in the employment of individualSy and the 
relief of the able-bodied and their fiimilies is in many places ad* 
ministered in modes productive of evil in other res]^9cts ; and 
whereas difficulty may arise in case any immediate and universal 
remedy is attempted to be apjilied in the matters aforesaid," it is 
enacted, ** that from and after the passing of this Act it shall be 
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of the reign of his late Majesty, King William the Fourth, 
intituled '' An Act for the Amendment and better AdmintS" 
tration of the Laws relating to the Poor in England and 
Wales" do hereby rescind an Order, being a General Rule 
of the Poor Law Commissioners, bearing date the Second 

lawful for the said Commissioners, by such rules, orders, or re- 
gulations as they may think fit, to declare to what extent and for 
what period the relief to be given to able-bodied persons or to their 
fitmilies in any particular Parish or Union may be administered 
out of the workhouse of such Parish or Union, by payments in 
money or with food or clothing in kind, or partly in kind and 
partly in money, and in what proportions, to what persons or 
class of persons, at what times and places, on what conditions, 
and in what manner such out-door relief may be afforded ; and 
all relief which shall be g^ven by any Overseer, Guardian, or

It also provides, ''that in case the 
Overseers or Guardians of any Parish or Union, in which such 
orders or regulations shall be in force, shall depart from them or 
any of them in any particular instance or instances of emeigency, 
and shall within fifteen days after every such departure report 
the same, and the grounds thereof to the said Commissioners, and 
the said Commissioners shall approve of such departure, — or if 
the relief so given shall have been given in food, temporary 
lodging, or medicine, and shall have been so reported as afore- 
said, — then and in either of such cases the relief granted by such 
Overseers or Guardians, if otherwise lawfol, shall not be unlawful 
or subject to be disallowed." 

And by stat. 11 & 12 Vict. c. 91, s. 12, after reciting, that in 
certain Parishes and Unions wherein the relief of the poor is ad- 
ministered by Guardians or other competent authorities under the

dd. — Where sucli person shall require relief for the pur- 
pose of defraying the expenses, either wholly or in 
part, of the burial of any of his or her family. 

4th. — Where such person, being a widow, shall be in tiie 
first six months of her widowhood. 

5th. — Where such person shall be a widow, and have a 
legitimate child or legitimate children dependent upon 
her, and incapable of earning his, her, or their liyeli- 
hood, and have no illegitimate child bom after the 
commencement of her widowhood. 

6th. — Where such person shall be confined in any gaol 
or place of safe custody, subject always to the regula- 
tion contained in Art. 4. 

7th. — Where such person shall be the wife, or child, of 
any able-bodied man who shall be in die service of 
Her Majesty as a soldier, sailor, or marine. 

8th.— Where any able-bodied person, not being a soldier, 
sailor, or marine, shall not reside within tiie Union, 
but the wife, child, or children of such person shall 
reside within the same, the Board of Guardians of the 
Union, according to their discretion, may, subject to 
the regulation contained in Art. 4, afford relief in 
the Workhouse to such wife, child, or children, or may 
allow out-door relief for any such child or children 
being within the age of nurture, and resident with the 
mother within the Union. 

Art. 2. — In every case in which out-door relief shall be 
given on account of sickness, accident, or infirmity, to any 
able-bodied male person resident within any of the said 
Unions, or to any member of the family of any able-bodied 
male person, an extract from the Medical Officer's Weekly 
Report (if any such Officer shall have attended the case). 
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stating the nature of such sickness, accident, or infirmity, 
shall be specially entered in the Minutes of the Proceedings 
of the Board of Guardians of the day on which the relief 
is ordered or subsequently allowed. 

But if the Board of Guardians shall think fit, a certifi- 
cate under the hand of a Medical Officer of the Union, or 
of the Medical Practitioner in attendance on the party,

Art. 8. — No relief shall be given from the poor-rates

2d. — Where such person shall require relief on account 
of any sickness, accident, or bodily or mental infirmity 
affecting such person, or any of his or her family, 
dd. — Where such person shall be entitled to receiye relief 
from any Parish in which he or she may not be resi- 
dent, under any order which justices may by law be 
authorized to make. 
4th, — Where such person, being a widow, shall be in the 

first six months of her widowhood. 
5th. — Where such person is a widow, who has a legiti- 
mate child dependent on her for support, and no illegi- 
timate child bom after the commencement of her 
widowhood, and who at the time of her husband's 
death was resident with him in some place other than 
the Parish of her legal settlement, and not situated in 
the Union in which such Parish may be comprised. 
6th. — Where such person shall be a child under the age 
of sixteen, maintained in a Workhouse or Establish- 
ment for the education of pauper children not situate 
within the Union. 
7th.— Where such person shall be the wife or child re- 
siding within the Union, of some person not able- 
bodied, and Aot residing within the Union. 
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8tli. — Where such person shall have been in ihe receipt 

of relief from some Parish in the Union from whi^ 

such person seeks relief, at some time within the twelve 

calendar months next preceding the date of that ooe 

of the several Orders herein-before recited which was 

applicable to that Union, being settled in such Parish 

and not being resident within the Union at the time of 

the allowance of the relief. 

Art. 4. — Where the husband of any woman is beyond 

the seas, or in custody of the law, or in confinement in a 

Hcensed house or asylum as a lunatic or idiot, all relief 

which the Guardians shall give to his wife, or her child or 

children, shall be given to such woman, in the same manner 

and subject to the same conditions, as if she were a widow. 

Art. 6.— It shall not be lawful for the Guardians^ or 

any of their Officers, or for the Overseer or Overseers of 

any Parish in the Union, to pay, wholly or in party the rent 

of the house or lodging of any pauper, or to apply any 

portion of the relief ordered to be given to any pauper in 

payment of any such rent, or to retain any portion of such 

relief for the purpose of directly or indirectly discharging 

such rent, in full or in part, for any such pauper. 

Provided always, that nothing in this Article contained 
shall apply to any shelter or temporary lodging, procured 
in any case of sudden and urgent necessity, or mental im- 
becility, or shall be taken to prevent the said Guardians, in 
regulating the amount of relief to be aff<Nrded to any par- 
ticular person, from considering the expense to be incurred 
by such person in providing lodging. 

Art. 6. — Provided always, that in case the Guardians 
of any of the said Unions depart in any particular in- 
stance from any of the regulations herein-before contained, 
and within fifteen days after such departure report the 
same, and the grounds thereof, to the Poor-law Commis- 
sioners, and the Poor-law Commissioners approve of such 
departure, then the relief granted in such particular in- 
stance shall, if otherwise lawful, not be deemed to be un- 
lawful, or be subject to be disallowed. 
Art. 7. — No relief which may be contrary to any regiila- 
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tion in this Order shall be given by way of loan ; and any 
relief which may be given to^ or on account of, any person 
above the age of twenty-one, or to his wife, or any part of 
his or her feunily under the age of sixteen, under Art. I, or 
any of the exceptions thereto, or under any of the ex- 
ceptions to Art. 3, or under Art. 4, or under the proviso in 
Art. 6, may, if the Guardians think fit, be given by way 
of Loan. 

Art. 8. — Whenever the word " Parish " is used in this 
Order, it shall be taken to include any place separately 
maintaining its own poor, whether parochial or extra- 
parochial. 

Art. 9. — Whenever the word " Union " is used in this 
Order, it shall be taken to include not only an Union of 
Parishes formed under the provisions of the herein-before 
recited Act, but also any Union of Parishes incorporated or 
united for ,the relief and maintenance of the poor under 
any Local Act of Parliament. 

Art. 10. — Whenever the word " Guardians " is used in 
this Order, it shall be taken to includie not only Guardians 
appointed, or entitled to act, imder the provisions of the 
said herein-before recited Act, but also any Governors, 
Directors, Managers, or Acting Guardians entitled to act 
in the ordering of relief to the poor horn the poor-rates 
under any Local Act of Parliament. 

Art. 11. — ^Whenever in this Order any Article is referred 
to by its number the Article of this Order bearing that 
number shall be taken to be signified thereby.

Whereas the Poor-law Board, by their Order bearing 
date the twenty-fifth day of August last {a), and addressed 
to the several Unions and Parishes named in the Schedules 
thereunto annexed, being the same as those mentioned in 
the Schedules hereunto annexed, did make certain rules 
and regulations for the administration^of the Relief to the 
Out-door Poor, and it is expedient that the same should be 
modified. 

Now, therefore. We, the Poor-law Board, in pursuance 
of the authorities vested in Us by an Act passed in the fifth 
year of the reign of His late Majesty King William the 
Fourth, intituled '^ An Act for the Amendment and better 
''Administration of the Laws relating to the Poor in 
'' England and Wales," and by all other Acts amending 
the same, do hereby rescind the said Order, except so fa^r 
as it rescinded any Order theretofore issued by the Poor- 

(a) As this Order is hereby rescmded it is not given. 
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law Commissioners or Poor-law Board to the said Unions 
and Parishes named in the Schedules heremito annexed, 
and except as to every matter done or commenced in obe- 
dience thereto; and We do hereby Order, Direct, and 
Declare, with respect to each and every of the said Unions 
and Parishes, from and after the First day of January 
next, as follows : — 

Art. 1. — ^Whenever the Guardians allow relief to any 
able-bodied male person, out of the Workhouse, one half at 
least of the relief so allowed shall be given in articles of 
food or fuel, or in other articles of absolute necessity. 

Art. 2. — In any case in which the Guardians allow relief 
for a longer period than one week to an indigent poor 
person, resident within their Union or Parish respectively, 
without requiring that such person shall be received into 
the Workhouse, such relief shall be given or administered 
weekly, or at such more frequent periods as they may deem 
expedient. 

Art. 3.—- It shall not be lawful for the Guardians or their 
officers — 
To establish any applicant for relief in trade or business ; 
Nor to redeem f^m pawn for any such applicant any 

tools, implements, or other articles ; 
Nor to purchase and give to such applicant any tools 
implements, or other articles, except articles of clothing 
or bedding where urgently needed, and such articles 
as are herein-before refored to in Art. I ; 
Nor to pay, directly or indirectly, the expense of the 
conveyance of any poor person, unless conveyed under 
the provisions of some Statute, or under an Order of 
Justices or other lawful authority, or in conformity 
with some Order or Regulation of the Poor-law 
Commissioners or the Poor-law Board, except in the 
following cases ; viz. 

1st. The case of a person conveyed to or firom a 
district school, or an hospital or infbrmary, or a lu- 
natic asylum, or a house licensed or hospital regis- 
tered for the reception of lunatics ; 
2nd. The case of a person conveyed to the Work- 
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house of the Union or Parish in which such person 
is at the time chargeable ; 

3rd. The case of a person conveyed to or from 
any other Workhouse or other house or establishment 
for the reception of poor persons, in which for the 
time being it shall be lawful for the Guardians to 
place such person ; 
Nor to give money to or on account of any such appli- 
cant for the purpose of effecting any of the objects in 
this Article mentioned ; 
Nor to pay, wholly or in part, the rent of the house or 
lodgfing of any pauper, nor to apply any portion of the 
rehef ordered to be given to any pauper in payment of 
any such rent, nor to retain any portion of duch relief 
for the purpose of directly or indirectly discharg^g 
such rent, in fiiU or in part, for any such pauper ; 
Provided always, that nothing in this article contained 
shall apply to any shelter or temporary lodging procured 
for a poor person in any case of sudden or urgent necessity 
or mental imbecility. 

Art. 4. — No relief shall be given from the poor rates of 
any of the said Parishes, or of any Parish comprised in 
any of the said Unions, to any person who does not reside 
in some place within such Parish or Union respectively, 
save and except in the following cases : — 

1st. The case of a person casually within such Parish, 
and destitute. 

2nd. The case of a person requiring relief on account 
of any sickness, accident, or bodily or mental infirmity, 
affecting him or her or any of his or her family. 

drd. The case of a widow, having a legitimate child 
dependent on her for support, and no iUegfitimate child 
bom after the commencement of her widowhood, and 
who at the time of her husband's death was resident with 
him in some place other than the parish of her legal 
settlement, and not situated in the Union in which such 
Parish is comprised. 

4th. The case of a child under the age of sixteen, 
maintained in a Workhouse or establishment for the edu- 
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cation of poor children not situate within the Union or 

Parish. 
5th. The case of the wife or child residing within 

such Parish or Union of some person not residing therein. 
6th. The case of a person who has heen in the receipt 

of relief from such Parish, or from some Parish in the 

Union from which he or she seeks relief, at some time 

within the twelve calendar months next preceding the 

date of this Order. 

Art. 5. — No relief shall be given to any able-^bodied male 
person while he is employed for wages or other hire or re- 
muneration by any person. 

Art. 6. — Every able-bodied male person, if relieved out 
of the Workhouse, shall be set to work by the Guardians, 
and be kept employed under their direction and superin- 
tendence so long as he continues to receive relief. 

Art. 7.— Provided that the reg^ulations in Articles 6 and 6 
shall not be imperative in the following cases : — 

1st. The case of a person receiving relief on account 

of sudden and urgent necessity. 
2nd. The case of a person receiving relief on accoimt 

of any sickness, accident or bodily or mental infirmity, 

affecting such person or any of his family. 
8rd. The case of' a person receiving relief for the 

purpose of defraying the expenses of the burial of any 

of his family. 
4th. The case of the wife, child, or children of a 

person confined in any gaol or place of safe custody. 
5th. The case of the wife, child, or children, resident 

within the Parish or Union, of a person not residing 

therein. 

Art. 8.— The guardians shall, within thirty days after 
they shall have proceeded to act in execution of Art. 6, 
report to the Poor-law Board the place or places at which 
able-bodied male paupers shall be set to work, the sort or 
sorts of work in which they or any of them shall be em- 
ployed, the times and mode of work, and the provision 
made for superintending them while working, and shall 
forthwith discontinue or alter the same, if the Poor*law 
Board shall so require. 
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Art 0. — No relief which shall be contrary to any regu- 
lation in this Order shall be given by way of loan, but any 
relief which may be given in conformity with the provisions 
of this Order to or on account of any person to whom 
relief may be lawfully given above the age of twenty-*one, 
or to his wife, or any part of his or her family under the 
age of sixteen, may, if the guardians shall think fit, be 
given by way of loan. 

Art. 10. — If the Guardians shall, upon consideration of 
the special circumstances of any particular case, deem it 
expedient to depart ii-oih any of the regulations herein- 
before contained (except those contained in Art. 3), and 
within twenty-one days after such departure shall report 
the same, and the grounds thereof, to the Poor-law Board, 
the relief Which may have been so given in such case by 
such Guardians before an answer to such report shall have 
been returned by the said Board shall not be deemed to be 
contrary to the provisions of this Order ; and if the Poor- 
law Board shall approve of such departure, and shall 
notify such approval to the Guardians, all relief given in 
such case after such notification, so far as the same shall 
be in accordance with the terms and conditions of such 
approval, shall be lawful, anything in this Order to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 

Art. 11. — Whenever the word " Guardians " is used in 
this Order it shall be taken to include not only Guardians 
appointed or entitled to act imder the provisions of the said 
herein-before recited Act, but also any Governors, Di- 
rectors, Managers, Acting Guardians, Vestrymen, or other 
officers in a Parish or Union, appointed or entitled to act as 
Managers of the Poor, and in the distribution or ordering 
of the relief of the Poor from the Poor-rate, under any 
general or local Act. 

Art. 12. — Whenever the word " Parish " is used in this 
Order, it shall be taken to include any place separately 
maintaining its own Poor, whether parochial or extra-pa*> 
rochial. 

Art. 13. — Whenever in describing any person or party, 
matter or thing, the word importing the singular number 
only is used in this Order, the same shall be taken to 
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include, and shall be applied to several persons or parties 
as well as one person or party, and several matters or things 
as well as one matter or thing respectively, unless there be 
something in the subject or context repugnant to such 
construction.

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As the above Order is of very great importance, I here add 
the Circular Letter from the Poor-law Board to Boards 
of Guardians which accompanied it, and which fully 
explains it. 

Poor-law Board, Whitehall^ 

SiB; lAth December 1862. 

I AM directed by the Poor-law Board to transmit to you 
a copy of the accompanying Order, which they have 
thought it expedient to issue in Ueu of that of the 25th of 
August last, and to request you to lay before the Board of 
Guardians the following observations, in explanation as well 
of the circumstances which have led them to take that 
course, as of the differences which exist between that Order 
and the one now issued. 

Since they issued the order of the 25th of August above 
referred to they have received various representations as to 
the difficulties which, as it was conceived, would be expe- 
rienced in carrying the Order, as then framed, into full 
operation. Representations have been made to them as to 
the hardship which a strict adherence to the letter of the 
first Article of the Order would inflict upon a certain class 
of poor persons in receipt of relief, — as to the inapplica- 
bility of Articles 5 and 6 to periods of great commercial 
depression and distress, — and as to the impression gaierally 
entertained by the Guardians of the several Unions and 
Parishes to which the Order is addressed that Article 10 
would interfere unduly and inconveniently with the dis- 
cretion which they, as the local administrators of the law, 
were desirous of exercising. The Board have also had the 
advantage of conferring with several gentlemen who 
formed part of a very numerous deputation from many of 
the Boards of Guardians affected by the Order,' and have 
learnt from them in detail the nature of the objections which 
they entertained. 

The Board beg, in the first instance, to point out, that, in 
issuing Orders for the regulation of relief and the guidance 
of the local bodies charged with its administration, they are 
only acting in obedience to the express directions of the 
Statutes under which they derive their powers, and which 
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impose upon tfaem the duty of issuing the necessary rules 
for the guidance and control of Guardians in regard, 
among other things, to the management and relief of the 
poor. (See 4 & 6 Will. 4. cap. 76. ss. 15 and 52.) 

It is, however, always the desire of the Poor-law Board 
that the necessity and policy of all such rules and regu- 
lations as they may deem it advisable to issue should be 
recognized by the Guardians to whom they are addressed, 
and the Poor-law Board are fully aware that nothing can 
tend more completely to the successful operation of their 
Orders than such a recognition of their expediency on the 

part of the Guardians. 

The Board, therefore, readily take into consideration the 

representations of Guardians respecting any new rules or 

regulations which may be issued for their guidance, and 

they have accordingly given their careful attention to the 

various points of difficulty and objection which, since it6 

promulgation, have been submitted to them in reference to 

the Order of the 25th of August last. 

The result of their deliberations has been to determine the 
Board to modify considerably Articles 1, 2, and 10 of that 
Order, and they have consequently deemed it expedient to 
rescind it in full, and to issue another Order embodying, 
amongst its other provisions (which are practically identical 
with those of the former Order), the modifications which 
they propose to make in those Articles. 

In Article 1 they have omitted all words which relate to 
any other class of destitute poor than able-bodied males ; 
and, as it is now framed, the Guardians have therefore full 
discretion as to the description of relief to be given to in- 
digent poor of every other class. The Board cannot, how- 
ever, but observe, that whilst they have introduced this 
modification in deference to the numerous representations of 
the Boards of Guardians who have addressed them on the 
subject, they entertain a strong conviction, which is justified 
by the practice of several well-managed Unions and Pa- 
rishes, that a certain portion of relief may properly be 
given in kind, with benefit to the ratepayers and advantage 
to the poor. The Board are induced, therefore, to express a 
confident hope that this mode of relief, the beneficial results 
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of which are attested hj experience, will be generally 
adopted by Boards of Guardians in the due exercise of thi^ 
discretionary power with which they are invested. 

Words have been introduced in Article 2 limiting the 
obligation to administer the relief weekly to cases of poor 
persons resident within the Union or Parish, so as to avoid 
any inconvenience or difficulty which might be experienced 
in extending the application of the regulation to non-resi- 
dent Poor. The Board have also inserted words for the 
purpose of more clearly showing that there is nothing in 
this Article to prevent Guardians from directing that the 
relief ordered be given more frequently than once a week, 
if they think fit to direct that a portion only be given at a 
time. All that is necessary is, that each week's reliet 
should be given within the week. 

The Board have introduced important modifications in 
Article 10, which is now in substance to the following 
effect, viz.: — ^That in any case in which the Guardians 
deem it expedient to depart from any of the provisions of 
the Order (with one exception), and to report the fact of 
such departure, with the reasons for it, within twenty-one 
days, to the Poor-law Board, the relief given by them in 
the interval between the date of such departure and the 
receipt of an answer from this Board shidl not be deemed 
to involve any violation of this Order. The modification 
thus effected in the Article leaves to the Guardians full and 
unfettered discretion to deal, in the first instance, with any 
special case in which they may deem it expedient to give 
relief in a manner at variance with the provisions of this 
Order, and only requires them to report to the Board the 
fact of their having given such relief, and the g^imds on 
which they have done so. As the exceptions provided in 
Articles 4 and 7 are so numerous as to meet almost all 
cases, it appears to the Board that the instances in which 
the Guardians will consider it necessary to avail themselves 
of the provisions of Article 10 for the purpose of giving 
relief will, in all probability, be very few. While, there- 
fore, the Board, on consideration of the special circum- 
stances of many of the Unions and Parishes affected by the 
Order, and of the character of their population, have thought 
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it expedient to introduce the modified provision now re- 
ferred to, they trust that the judgment and experience of 
Boards of Guardians will lead them to abstain, as far as 
practicable, ii-om any material departure from the soimd 
principles of Poor-law administration upon which the 
Articles of this Order regulating relief are founded. 
• With regard to the other Articles of the present Order, 
as they are, with the exception of some merely verbal 
alterations, identical with the corresponding Articles of the 
former Order, the Board refer the Guardians tb the expla- 
natory Letter which accompanied the Order of the 25th 
August. They desire, however, to make one or two obser- 
vations in reference to Articles 6 and 6, which^ after much 
consideration, they have thought it right to embody unal- 
tered in the present Order. 

Article 6 prohibits the giving relief to able-bodied male 
paupers while employed for wages. The evils of such a 
system of rehef have been found so great in practice as to 
be almost universally admitted, and are prominently indi- 
cated by the Legislature in the 4 & 5 William 4, cap. 76, 
s. 62, as forming the principal ground on which the Poor- 
law Commissioners were by that Act invested with the 
power and charged with the duty of making regulations for 
the due administration of relief to able-bodied persons. 
The Board desire, however, to point out, that what it is 
intended actually to prohibit is the giving relief at the same 
identical time as that at which the person receiving it is in 
actual employment, and in the receipt of Wages (unless he 
falls withia any of the exceptions afterwards set forth), and 
that relief given in any other case, as, for instance, in that 
of a man working for wages on one day and being without 
work the next, or working half the week and being unem- 
ployed during the remainder, and being then in need of 
rehef, is not prohibited by this Article. « 

Article 6 is framed to meet an ordinary state of circum- 
stances, and the Board must remark with satisfisustion, that 
there appears to be nothing in the existing state of thijigs 
to prevent its being carried into full operation. If, how^ 
ever, owing to any commercial pressure or general dq>re0- 

B 
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sion of trade, large masses of people should hereafter be 
thrown oat of employment, the Board admit that great 
difficulty would exist in giving full effect to the provisions 
of the iGticle. In such an emergency, instances of which 
have occurred in former years, the Board would, upon the 
representation of the Guardians, be prepared at once, as on 
former occasions, to take such steps, by temporary suspenr 
sion of this Article or otherwise, as might be expedient to 
meet satis&ctorily and effectually the difficulty experienced. 
As a general rule, however, applicable to all ordinary cir- 
cumstances, the Board believe that this Article is both prac- 
ticable and well calculated to aid in securing a due adxninis- 
tration of relief to the able-bodied male poor. 

The Board have now laid before the Chiaxdians such ob- 
servations upon the accompanying Order as appear to them 
calculated to assist the Guardians in estimating the views 
by which the Board have been actuated, and in discharging 
the important duties which devolve on the local adminLitra- 
tors of the Order. 

They have, as will be seen, given caxefui attention to the 
representations made to them, and have willingly made 
all such modifications in the Order as have, after mature 
deliberation, appeared to them compatible with the due dis- 
charge of their public duty and the proper administcation 
of relief in the Unions and Parishes a&cted by the Order. 
The Board have only, in conclusion, to express their hope 
that the course which they have adopted will be regarded 
as an evidence of their sincere desire to co-operate usefully 
and harmoniouslj with Boards of Guardiaiu for the pur- 
pose <^ securing as soimd and efficient administration of the 
law as practicable, and to leave as large a discretion to the 
Guardians as is consistent with the provisions of the law 
under which the authority of the centnd department and of 
the local administration is alike derived.

Art. !• — Every able-bodied male pauper who may receive 
relief from any Parish within the Union, and may be 
relieved out of the Workhouse, with the approbation of the 
Poor-law Board, according to the 6th Article of an Order 
of the Poor-law Commissioners, dated the 21st day of 
December, 1844, shall be relieved in the following manner; 
that is to say,— 

Half at least of the relief given to such pauper shall be 
given in food, clothing, and other articles of necessity. 

No such pauper shall receive relief from the Guardiang 
of the Union, or any of their Offiaers, or any Overseers of 
any Parish in the Union, while he is employed for wages 
or other hire or remuneration by any person ; but every such 
pauper so relieved shall be set to work by the Guardians. 

Art. 2. — The Guardians shall, within fourteen days after 
the day when this Order comes into force, and from timt to 
time afterwards as the Poor-law Board may require, re- 
port to the Poor-law Board the place or places at which

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able-bodied male paupers shall be so set to work in the 
Union, the sort or sorts of work in which they or any of 
them shall be employed, the times and mode of work, and 
all such other matters relating to the employment of such 
able-bodied paupers as the said Guardians shall deem mate- 
rial to be communicated to the Poor-law Board, or as the 
Poor-law Board shall require. 

Art. 3. — If the Guardians of the Union shall depart, in 
any particular instance, from any of the regulations herein- 
before contained, and shall, within fifteen days after such 
departure, report the same and the grounds thereof to the 
Poor-law Board, and if the Poor-law Board shall approve 
of such departure, then the relief granted in such particular 
instance shall, if otherwise lawful, not be deemed to be 
unlawful, or be subject to be disallowed. 

Art. 4. — Whenever the word "Parish" is used in this 
Order, it shall be taken to signify any place separately 
maintaining its own poor. 

And whereas provision is made in the General Order of 
the said Poor-law Commissioners, bearing date the twenty- 
fourth day of July, One thousand eight hundred and forty- 
seven, addressed, among others, to the Guardians of the 
Poor of the said Union, for the appointment of an Officer 
to be termed a Superintendent of Out-door Labour, and 
for the continuance in office of such Officer ; and it is ex- 
pedient to provide for the suspension of such Officer on 
other occasions than those provided for by the said last- 
mentioned Order. 

We do therefore further Order and Direct, that if at any 
time the number of able-bodied male paupers requiring 
relief shall be so small as to render the services of such an 
Officer unnecessary, the Guardians may suspend him from 
the performance of his duties until a fiirther occasion shall 
arise.

1. As to the Parochial Assessment Act, 22nd June, 1837. 

Whereas by an Act passed in the Session of Parliament 
held in the sixth and seventh years of the reign of His late 
Majesty King William the Fourth, intituled " An Act to 
regulate Parochial Assessments," it is amongst other things 
provided ''That from and after such period, not being earlier 
than the twenty-first day of March next after the passing of 
this Act, as ^e Poor-law Commissioners shall by any 
Order under their Seal of Office direct, no Rate for the 
Relief of the Poor in England and Wales shall be allowed 
ly any Justices, or be of any force, which shall not be 
made upon an estimate of the net annual Value of the 
several Hereditaments rated thereunto; that is to say, 
of the Rent at which the same might reasonably be ex- 
pected to let from year to year, free of all usual Tenant's 
Rates and Taxes, and Tithe Commutation Rent-charge, if 
any, and deducting thereirom the probable average annual 
cost of the repairs, insurance, and other expenses, if 
any, necessary to maintain them in a state to command 
such Rent : Provided always, that nothing herein con- 
tained shall be construed to alter or affect the principles 
or different relative liabilities (if any) according to which 
different kinds of hereditaments are now by law rate- 
able." 

And it is thereby further provided, "That every such 
Rate made after the said period, shaU, in addition to any 
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other particular which the form of making out such 
Bate shall require to be set forth, contain an account of 
every particular set forth at the head of the respective 
columns in the Form given in the Schedule to this Act 
annexed, so far as the same can be ascertained; and 
^6 Churchwardens and Overseers, or other Officers 
whose duty it may be to make and levy the said Rate, 
or such a number of the said Churchwardens and Overseers 
or other Officers as are competent to the making and levy-^ 
ing of the same, shall, before the Rate is allowed by the 
Justices, .sign the Declaration given at the Foot of the said 
Form ; and otherwise the said tlate shall be of no force 
or validity : Provided always, that nothing herein con- 
tained shall be construed to prevent the owners of tene- 
ments from compounding for the Rates to be assessed on 
the same, in such manner as they were by any Statute 
or Statutes enabled to do before the passing of this Act, 
so that the gross estimated rental of the hereditaments 
compounded for be entered on the Rate in the proper 
column." 

Now, therefore. We, the Poor-law Commissioners for 
England and Wales, in fulfilment of the duty imposed on 
Us of declaring the period from and after which the said 
provision shall take effect, do hereby Order and Direct, that 
from and after the twenty-ninth day of September, in the 
present year, no Rate shall be allowed by any Justices of 
the Peace, nor shall any Rate allowed on or after that day 
be of any force, which shall not be made according to the 
above-recited provisions of the said Act. 

And We do further Order and Declare, that every Rate for 
the relief of the Poor in England and Wales, made after 
the said twenty-ninth day of September, shall be made in 
the Form set forth in the Schedule hereunder written, and 
shall contain an account of every particular set forth at 
the head of the respective colunms therein, so far as the 
same can be ascertained, and the Declaration given at the 
Foot of the said Form being the same as is set forth in the 
Schedule annexed to the said recited Act as is thereby

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provided ;* anything in any Order under our hands and 
seal to the contrary notwithstanding.

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Overseers of the poor of the said Parish of Great Yarmouth, 
to keep, among other things, a hook termed a Rate Book, 
according to the several forms and directions in the 
Schedules A. to the said several orders annexed. 

And whereas in many parishes, hj virtue of several 
statutes in that hehalf, the owners of certain tenements and 
hereditaments in such statutes particularly described are 
liable to be assessed to the Kates levied for the relief of the 
Poor in the place of the occupiers of such tenements and 
hereditaments, and it is expedient that a Form of Rate should 
be prescribed to meet such cases.

Whereas, by a General Order bearing date the Seven- 
teenth day of March One thousand eight hundred and forty- 
seven, and addressed to the Guardians of the Poor of the 
several Unions named in the Schedule F. thereunto annexed, 
being the several Unions set forth in the Second Schedule 
hereunto annexed, and to the Churchwardens and Overseers 
of the Poor of the several Parishes and Places comprised 
within the said Unions, and by divers Orders, the dates 
whereof are respectively set forth in the Third and Fourth 
Schedules hereunto annexed, addressed to the Guardians of 
the Poor of the several Unions mentioned in such Schedules, 
and to the Churchwardens and Overseers of the several 
Parishes comprised within such Unions, the Poor-law Com- 
missioners and the Poor-law Board respectively have made 
certain regulations with reference to the making and enter- 
ing of the Poor-rates, and the giving of Receipts for the 
same, and the duties of the Collectors of the Poor-rate 
or Assistant Overseer in reference to such rate. 

And whereas by a Greneral Order bearing date the 
Eighteenth day of November One thousand eight hundred 
and fifty, addressed to the several Unions therein mentioned 
being the several Unions set forth in the said Second and. 
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Third Schedules hereunto annexed, the Poor-law Board 
did make certain alterations in the Orders as to the form of 
the Poor-rate. 

And whereas it is expedient that certain alterations should 
be made in the several Orders as herein-after mentioned, 
and that certain other Regulations should be added thereto. 

New, therefore, We, the said Poor-law Board, in pursu- 
ance of the powers given in and by the several Statutes in 
that behalf made and provided, do hereby rescind, from the 
Twenty-fifth day of March instant, all such parts of the 
Orders herein-before referred to which shall be inconsistent 
or at variance with anything herein contained. 

And We do Order and Direct, from the said twenty-fifth 
day of March instant, as follows : — 

Art. 1. — The several columns of the Rate Book which 
contain the rateable value, and the rate in the pound 
assessed upon the several persons liable to be assessed, 
shall be added up at the foot of every page, and the gene- 
ral total shall be ascertained and set forth at the foot of the 
Rate, before the same shall be submitted to the Justices for 
their allowance (a). 



(a) CoDsiderable misunderstanding and confusion have arisen 
on the subjects of Poor-rates and Rate- books, from the want of 
certainty and precision in the Orders of the Poor-law Board relat- 
ing to them. Some persons think that the Rate and the Rate 
Book are one and the same thing ; others think that the rate is 
a distinct and substantive instrument, and that a mere copy of it 
is entered in the Bute Books with additional headings for the 
convenience of collection ; and this latter seems the more probable 
conjecture. The Parochial Assessment Act gave the form of a 
Poor-rate, which the reader will find at p. 360. The Poor-law 
Commissioners, in 1837, by their Order, ante p. 356, relating to 
the Parochial Assessment Act, gave another, varying little from that 
in the Act, merely adding the following headings, namely,— 
the Number of Votes of Occupiers— the Number of Votes of Owners 
— the Amount to be Collected — the Amount Actually Collected — 
Present Arrear — and Amount not Recoverable or Legally Ex- 
cused. I do not mean to say that the Poor-law Commissioners had 
no authority to add these headings, if they thought fit; I think they 
had, provided that such additional headings had a necessary 
relation to the Rate. But what relation the first two of these 
addi'tional columns have to a Poor-rate, I am at a loss to con- 
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Art. 2. If the Overseers shall deem it convenient^ the 
rate may be divided into several portions corresponding 



jectare ; they have reference rather to an election of Quardians. 
And the last three cannot be filled np until the rate has been not 
only made, but actually collected. Besides, there is this seeming 
Inconsistency in it, that the declaration of the Overseers at thafoot 
of the Rate (which is made before the Rate is allowed), seems to 
pledge them to the accuracy of the filling up of all the columns, 
although the last three were not, and could not have been, filled 
up at the time. The effect of these additions we shall consider 
hereafter. 

We shall first however consider the different Orders of the 
Poor-law Commissioners on the subject of Rate Books. In April, 
1842, we find the first mention of '* Rate Books" in an Order of 
that date {ante, p. d07). That Order required Overseers to 
provide Rate Books in the Form (A.) thereunto annexed ; and 
to cause ** eyery Rate for the reli^ of the Poor in the Town- 
ship " (speaking of it as a distinct and substantive document), 
** and the allowance of such Rate by the justices" (at the foot 
of the Rate itself), to be recorded in the said Rate Book : '* — 
just as in pleading, the declaration, plea, replication, &c., are 
distinct and substantive documents, and they are afterwards 
entered on a roll, and are thereby recorded. And the Form (A.) 
above mentioned is precisely the same as the form of the Rate I 
have just been examining. This form (A.) also makes no mention 
of the declaration at the foot of the Rate itself, and without which 
a rate would be a nullity. So that it would appear that although 
the Rate and the Rate Book at that time contained the same head- 
ings, they were, in &ct, separate and distinct instruments, the one 
being the charge upon the ratepayers, the other a mere collection 
book for the overseers. 

In March, 1847, the Poor-law Commissioners, in their Order 
as to *' Accounts," under the head of <' Separate Parochial 
Accounts" by '' Overseers," direct that the Overseers of every 
Parish in the Union shall (except as fitr as such books are kept 
under their direction by any Collector) punctually enter and 
accurately keep the following book, according to the forms and 
directions in Schedule A. thweonto annexed: — ''No. 1, a Rate 
Book. In this book shall be inserted the particulars of the 
aesesement and coUectidm of the Poor-rate of the Parish, as set 
forth in the Form numbered 1 ; and, in addition to the declara- 
tion required by the Parochial Assessment Act, such Overseers 
shall, before any rate is presented to the Justices for their allow- 
ance, sign a dedaration in words at length, of the total amount of 
the rate so presented for allowance, according to the form or to 
the effect set forth in the said Form No. 1." And in the Form 
No. 1 the headings are arranged under three principal heads, —

with the several divisions of their Parish, so as to hrhxg all 
the rateahle property of each division together, and there 

'' Arrears/' << Bate," and << Collection : "—under tbe first two 
the rate itself seems to be copied ; and under the last, '' CoUect- 
tion," are the subordinate hnds, *' Reeoverable Arrears of former 
Rates/' ** Total Amount to be Collected/' '' Amoont aetnally 
Collected/' and « Uncollected at balancing this Book." All 
this, I thhik, shows that the Rate and the R^ Book are distinct 
and separate documents. 

Again, in November, 1850, shortly after the passing of atat. 
13 k, 14 Vict, c 99, as to the rating of owners for small tene- 
ments, the Poor-law Board, by their Order, directed that the 
Overseers should enter the nUes to be thereafter levied for 
the relief of the poor in a Rate Book, in the form above-nen- 
tioned. And this form gives the heading of the Rate under the 
words — ^ibrm' of the heading of the *' Rate ; " and the declaration 
under the words— form of declaration at tlM foot of the *^ Sate," 
The headings in the body of the Rate Book are the same directed 
in the Order of Accounts, 1847, as above mentioned, with the 
single addition of the heading No. 12, '^ Amount of Rate assessed 
upon, and payable by the Owner instead of the Occupier, by 
virtue of the Statute or Statutes in that behalf." This additional 
heading was not necessary in the Rate itself, for the owner's name 
was there inserted opposite the small tenement to be rated, and 
the statute and the vote of the vestry showed that the landlord 
was the party rated ; besides, such tenement being rated at thrae- 
fourths only of Uie ordinary rateable value, according to the 
directions of the statute, would show at once that the owner was 
the party rateable and rated. But for the purpose of coUaetion, 
no doubt this additional heading would be desirable. 

The only remaining Order is the Order we are now con- 
sidering; and the only portion of it (Art. 1) relating to this sub- 
ject,- directs that ** the several columns of the Bate Book which 
contain the rateable value, and the rate in the pound assessed 
upon the several persons liable to be assessed, shall be added up 
at the foot of every page, and the general total shall be ascer- 
tained, and set forth at the foot of the Bate, before the same shall 
be submitted to the Justices for their allowance. So that in the 
Rate Book each page is added up ; but in the Rate itself only the 
sum total is to be stated. 

All this seems to me to prove, almost conclusively, that the 
Rate and the Rate Book are separate and distinct documents. If 
the contrary were intended, how easy would it have been for the 
Poor-law Board to order that "hereafter every Rate for the 
relief of the Poor shall be made in a book, to be called a Rate 
Book, in the Form in the Schedule to this Order annexed/'— 
which would leave no room for doubt. 
Assuming, therefore, that the Rate and the Rate Book are dia- 
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may be separate series of numbers for tbe assessment in 
every division. 

tinct and separate documents, the Rate is required to be in the 
form given by the Order as to the Parochial Assessment Act, 
22nd June, 1887, ante^ p. 359 ; the Rate Book in the Form given 
in the Order 18th November,1850, ante, p. 365. 

I have thought it necessary to direct the attention of the reader 
to the distinction between the Rate and the Rate Book here 
suggested, which is not merely formal, but one of substance. 
Recently a Parish in Middlesex has been inyoWed in fgteaX and 
very expensive litigation, because the 12th heading in the Rate 
Book, relating to the owners of small tenements, was omitted In 
the Poor-rate. 

As to omissions in the heading or filling up of the Rate or Rate 
Book : — By stat. 6 & 7 W. 4, c. SN8 (the Parochial Assessment Act), 
s. 2, every Poor-rate, in addition to any other particular which 
the form of making out such Rate shall require to be set forth, 
shall contain an account of every particular set forth at the head 
of the respective columns in the Form given in the Schedule to 
that Act annexed (see this Schedule, an^a, p. 360), so far as the 
same can be ascertained ; and the Churchwardens and Overseers, 
or other ofticers whose duty it may be to make and levy the said 
Rate, or such a number of the said Churchwardens and Overseers 
or other officers as are competent to the making and levying of 
the same, shall, before the Rate is allowed by the Justices, sign 
the declaration given at the foot of the said Form ; and otherwise 
the said Rate shall be of no force or validity." This latter clause, 
as to the Rate being of no force or validity, however, has been 
holden not to override the whole of the previous part of the 
section, but only that part immediately antecedent, relating to the 
Churchwardens and Overseers signing the declaration at the foot 
of the Rate {R, v. Aire and Calder Ncnngation, 2 B. & C. 713). 
And therefore, if a Rate be not in the Form here g^ven, it is not 
therefore void, but merely voidable upon appeal; but if the 
Churchwardens and Overseers neglect to sign the declaration at 
foot of it, the Rate is void altogether. 

On the other hand the form of the Rate Book given by the Order, 
18th November, 1850, varies very much from the form of the. 
Rate^particularly in the addition to the Rate Book of the heading 
No. 12. This, of course, can be no objection to the Rate, if the 
Rate and the Rate Book be separate and distinct documents. 
But even if the Conmiissioners had required the Rate to be made 
out in the Form here given for the Rate Book, then, inasmuch as 
it comprises all the headings required in a Rate by the Parochial 
Assessment Act,it would be good within the meaning of that Act ; 
and if there were any omission of the additional headings required by 
the Commissioners, as their Order in that respect would be directory 
only, such omission would,. I think, be no ground of appeal. 

s2 
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Art. 8. — ^When the Owners of property are aasesBed 
instead of the Occupiers, the Overseers may, if they think 
proper, bring together and assess under one number all or 
any portion of the properties situated in the Parish, or in 
the separate division, where the Parish is divided into divi- 
sions, belonging to the same person, and for which he shall 
be liable to be assessed as Owner. 

Art. 4. — When any Overseer or Collector shall receive 
the whole amount due for Poor-rate from any person 
assessed, he shall at that time, and not before, detach tlie 
Receipt applicable to such person's assessment from the 
Check Book, and deliver the same, stamped with an adhe- 
sive stamp where the amount of the payment shall render 
such stamp necessary, to the person paying the same, and 
retain the note in the book. 

He shall insert in the Receipt and in the Note thereof so 
retained the true date of the payment of the money. ' 

When the Rate shall be paid by instalments^ the fact of 
every payment shall be noted on the back of the Receipt 
and on the Note thereof, and the Receipt shall not be given 
to the person paying the rate until the whole amount of the 
rate shall have been received, but an acknowledgment of 
the amount received shall be given in writings upon the 
demand note, or ticket, or otherwise, as the Collector or 
Overseer shall find convenient. 

Art. 5.— The Form of the Rate Receipt Cheek Book 
shall be according to the Form set forth in the first Sche- 
dule hereunto anne:(ped. 

Art. 6. — ^The Collector shall every week pay over all 
monies collected by him, pr in his hands, belonging to the 
Parish, to the Banker whom ^e Overseas may direct^ to 
be placed to the account of one or more of them ; or, if 
directed by one of the Overseers, to the Treasurer of the 
Guardians of the Union, in payment of any order from 
such Guardians then due ; or, in the ah3ence of any sach 
direction, shall pay the same to one of the said Overseers 
in person ; provided that as often as at any time in the 
course of any week the sum or sums of money in the 
]ian49 pf such pollector belonging to the Parish sh^ll to- 
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gather exceed Fifty Pounds, he shall forthwith pay over 
euch sum or sums in the manner herein-before directed. 

Art. 7. — The Collector shall balance the Colleoting and 
Deposit Book monthly, at the times provided in the follow- 
ing article. 

Art. 8.-^The Collector shall keep a book containing 
blank Forms of Monthly Statements, according to the Form 
set forth in the said several Orders first referred po, and 
shall every month fill np one of each Statements with the 
several particulars set forth in the said Form, which state- 
ment shall be made up to the last day of every calendar 
month inclusive ; excepting in the case of the month of March, 
when it shall be made up to the 526th, and in that of the 
month of September, when it shall be made up to the 29th ; 
80 that any receipts or payments on the remaining days of 
those months respectively shall be included in the next 
monthly statement ; and he shall forthwith deliver a copy 
of such statement, signed by himself, to one or more of ^e 
Overseers and another to the Board of Guardians at their 
next ordinary meeting. 

Provided that the Board of Guardians or the Overseers 
of the Parish may, if they think fit, require a statement 
containing the several particulars set forth in the said Form, 
to be made out and delivered to them respectively every 
week or fortnight ; and the Clerk to the Guardians shdl 
preserve the copies forwarded to the Board of Guardians, 
and shall produce the same to the Auditor at the next 
audit. 

Art. 9. — ^The Collector shall at eadi audit produce to 
the Auditor an Unpaid Mates Statement showing the name 
of every person rated to the relief of the Poor in respect of 
whom there shaU be, at the end of the half-year for which 
the audit is being held, any arrear of the rate made imme- 
diately before that in the course of collection at that time, 
with the other particulars set forth in the Form in the first 
Schedule hereimto annexed. 

Art. 10. — The words herein used shall be construed in 
like manxier as in the said first-mentioned General Order.

To the Clerk or Clerks to the Justices of the 
Petty SessionSf held for the Division or Divi* 
sums in which the said Unions are respectively 
situate ;-^ 

And to aU others whom it may concern. 



Whbbeas the Poor-law Commissioners, by divers Orders, 
the dates whereof are set forth in Sdiedule I. hereto 
annexed, addressed respectively to the Guardians of the 
Poor of the several Unions named in the said Schedule, 
did prescribe certain Forms of Contract which the said 
Guardians should adopt in making Contracts with the 
Medical Officers of the said Unions, or other legally 
qualified Medical Practitioners, under the provisions of the 
Act of the fourth year of the reign of Her Majesty, intituled 
^^An Act to extend the Practice of Vaccination?* 

And whereas by reason of the passing of the Act of the 
last Session of Parliament, intituled '' An Act further to 
extend and make compulsory the Practice of Vaccination,^* 
it is expedient that such Forms of Contract should be altered 
and modified, and that, with respect to all future Contracts, 
the said several Orders should be rescinded. 

Now, therefore. We, the Poor-law Board, in pursuance 
of the authorities vested in us by an. Act passed in the 
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fifth year of the reign of His late Majesty King William 
the Fourth, intituled "An Act for the Amendment and 
better Administration of the Laws relating to the Poor in 
England and Wales," and hy other Acts amending the 
same, do herehy Order and Direct, that in respect of all 
contracts to be entered into by the Guardians of tiiie seyeral 
Unions named in the said Schedule I., after the date hereof, 
the Orders named in the said Schedule shall be rescinded. 

And We do hereby further Order and Direct, with refer- 
ence to all the Unions named in the Schedules respectively 
marked I. and II. hereto annexed, that the following Form 
of Contract, with such modifications as the Guardians, 
with the approval of the Poor-law Board, may determine 
upon, shall be adopted by the GKiardians of the Poor of the 
said several Unions in making future Contracts with the 
Medical Officers of the said Unions, or other legally qualified 
Medical Practitioners therein, under the proviaionfl of the 
above-recited Acts : 

Articles of Agreement entered into this — day of—. 

One thousand eight hundred and , between 

of the one part, and the Guardians of the Poor of the 
Union, in the county of , of the other part. 

Whereas the said Guardians have, in pursuance of the 
several statutes in that behalf, with the approval of the 
Poor-law Board, divided the Union aforesaid into 
Districts for the purpose of affording increased f acilitaes for 
the Vaccination of the Poor, one of which Districts com- 
prises the Parishes and Places following; that is to say — — , 
and have appointed the place (or places) mentioned in the 
Schedule (A.) hereto annexed as convenient for the per- 
formance of such Vaccination ; and the said Guardians have 

agreed with the said to enter into a proper contract for 

the performance of the Vaccination : 

Now, therefore, the said doth hereby covenant and 

agree with the said Guardians and their successors, that 

from and afiter the -^— day of ^ he will attend by 

himself, or some legally qualified Medical Practitiolier as 
his substitute, at the times and place (or places) mentioned 
in the Schedule (A.) hereto annexed, or at such othdr times 
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and places as the said Guardians shall, with the consent of 
the Poor-law Board, determine, and cause to be indorsed 
hereon, and will then and there duly vaccinate every person 
resident in the said Union who shall apply to, or be brought 
to him for the purpose of being vaccinated, and will do 
and perform all such acts and things as to the best of his 
judgment shall seem necessary for the purpose of causing 
such Vaccination to be successfully terminated ; 

And will attend at the times and places in the said sche- 
dule mentioned to inspect the results of such Vaccination in 
the persons so vaccinated, and will duly inspect such 
persons accordingly, and do such acts and give such 
directions, and otherwise treat the cases as upon such 
inspection shall appear to him to be necessary. 

And whereas the third section of the Act of the fourth 
year of the reign of Her Majesty, to extend the practice of 
Vaccination, provides that the Medical Officers or legally 
qualified Practitioners shall m^j^e a report to the Guardians 
irom time to time of the number of persons successfully 
vaccinated by them respectively : 

Now, therefore, the said doth herewith covenant 

and agree with the said Guardians, and their successors, 
that he will keep two books to be termed '' The Vaccinator's 
Register," to be provided for him by the said Guardians, 
and to be used alternately during the intervals between 
the ordinary meetings of the Guardians, and will, after he 
shall have vaccinated any person as aforesaid, and inspected 
the results of the Vaccination of such person, make the en- 
tries described in the Form set fmrth in the Schedule (B.) 
hereto annexed, and will on the day next before each 
ordinary meeting of the said Guardians deliver or cause to 
be delivered to their Clerk the book in which he shall have 
made such entries during the interval preceding such 
meeting. 

Provided, that if the Guardians dispense with the keeping 
of one of the said books, and appoint some other time when 
the register to be kept by him shall be delivered to their 
Clerk, the said will make the entries as aforesaid 
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therem, and deliver or cause to be delivered the same to 
their Clerk according to such appointment. 

And the said Guardians do, for themselves and fheir 
successors, covenant and agpree with the said — to pay to

duty of the Clerk of the Peace of the County or place, or 
his deputy, if thereunto required, to tax any bill due to any 
solicitor or attorney in respect of business performed on 
behalf of any Parish or Union situate whoUy or in part 
within such County or place ; and that the allowance of any 
sum on such taxation should be primdfade evidence of the 
reasonableness of the amount, but not of the legality of the 
charge ; and that the Clerk of the Peace should be allowed 
for such taxation after the rate to be fixed from time to time 
by the Master of the Crown Office, and declared by an 
Order of the said Commissioners. 
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And whereas the Master of the Crown Office has fixed 
the rate of allowance to the Clerk of the Peace in respect 
of such taxation as herein declared. 

Now, therefore, We, the Poor-law Commissioners, in 
pursuance of the statute aforesaid, do hereby declare that 
the Clerk of the Peace of every County or place in England 
and Wales shall be allowed for the taxation of every bill 
due to any solicitor or attorney, in respect of business per- 
formed on behalf of any Parish or Union, after the rate of 
four-pence per sheet, or folio, of seventy^two words each.

1. The party emigrating shall go to some British 
Colony not lying within the Tropics. 

2. The Guardians may expend a sum not exceeding 
three-pence a mile in conveying each emigrant above 
seven years of age to the port of embarkation ; and a 
sum not exceeding three half-pence a mile in convey- 
ing each child under seven years of age. 

3. The Guardians may give to each emigrant, the 
place of whose destination shall be not eastward of the 
Cape of Good Hope, clothing to the value of one pound; 
and may also expend a sum not exceeding ten shillings 
for each emigrant in the purchase of bedding and 
utensils for the voyage. 

4. The Guardians may give to each emigrant pro- 
ceeding to the Cape of Good Hope, clothing to the 
value of two pounds, and to each Emigrant to places 
eastward of the Cape of Grood Hope, clothing to the 
value of two pounds ten shillings, and in either case may 
expend a sum not exceeding one pound for each person 
above fourteen, and ten shillings for every child above 
one and under fourteen years of age, and in cases of 
free emigration, two pounds for every single man above 
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eighteen years of age, in the purchase of hedding and 
utensils for the voyage. 

6. If the emigrant be not conveyed by or under the
